ittto Winter Quarters at JSezMiffm. This City 
being the Capital bf Pranebe Comti^ it is eafilf 
imagined, that neither People nor J^eHbns of 
Di^nftioo are wanting in ic; and alcho' the 
antient Inhabitants of the Town, who have lived 
tmder thfe Sfanijb Government) fiiU retaja an 
averfion to the Fnpch^ the modern have all Frtncb 
HeartSi a<id partictobrlf the Ladi$s^ As there ji 
always a gckxl Garrifon in the Place, and the 
Nation naturally Gallant few Women have 
dbaped having lomeO^cer for a Lova» which 
without doubt has aot a little contributed to« 
wards obtaining their good wilhes. 

As t oaturall j loved Uallantrjr, and the Con- 
verfation of the Ladies, I had noc been long ia 
the Garrifon, without vifiting all (hofe I could 
ihgood Manners approach, my Charafter gain- 
ing me free admiffion % but among others I 
Waa acquainted with, none pleafed me more 
than Maddmoifclle Je Bure^ ihe was about twen- 
ty two Years of Agq, admirably well ihaped^ 
of an excellent Connexion, and the Charmi 
of her fieauty in^neral fuddenlj captivated 
^ who Ikw her, .and what was a farther Addi- 
tion, (he fung and danced to per&ftioa. 
Ivilitedher^loneforthe fpace'ofa Month ;H^ut 
at length having the Imprudence tp introduce 
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yfj». 1689. the Colonel of the Regiment, be be- 
-^ ctMne immediately in love with her, which 
faifcd a Jcaloufy in. him againft me. The 
ybi^'Liidy, for her own part, liked neither 
dflisv-asfar at leaft asl could perceive, ihb 
iteither Te];>ulfed nor encouraged us, but left ijis 
in fti^jfcncc Ijetween hope and fear j biit, ab-*, 
flrd&fedfy. from Love, there are always Tpmei 
People ror whom we feel a greater S^mfatby] 
than others, and Madamoifeire de Sure fc;emed 
to exprcfs more Satisfeftion in my Companv- 
than the GolphePs, to which perhaps my Yoixtn 
Pmore prevailing thaff Merit among tHc La- 
dies) ' did iiot a little contribute. This Di* 
ilindion raiftd a Belief iii Kim that I was .be- 
loved by Mi[ and vaftly incrdafed his Jealoufy. 
He endeavoured as much is poffible however 
to conceal ' it $ but at length being treat- 
ed with'fome Coldnefs by him, .while I 
juftly dtfcnded the intercft of the Captains of 
the R^gimenf , Tie topk a mortal Averfion to 
me, and made it no longer a Secret. This Ha- . 
tred was foon made publickj he ufed fomc 
harfh Expreflions to me, at which I vas of- 
fended, aniircfolved to have §atisfa6Hph/ A. 
favourablc Opportunity offered the next Morn-. 
' ing; while the Regiment was mouhtei to 
Exercife, I fpoke privately to him,, and. de- 
clared my Refcntment. He feemed' ravjihtd 
at the Propofal, and told me he had long de- . 
fired to fight me in favour, of Madamoifelle .' de 
Bure. -We retired* behind a Hedge at fbmc 
diftance from the Regiment, and immediate- 
ly took Piftol in hand ; he Jired firft, and brpke 
the Pommel of my Saddle, but receiving no 
Injury my felf, I fired and killed him upon the 
fpot.

1^89 
rity of the Laws a^amft Duels, I could not 
|>dffibly ftay in the Kingdom, therefore I rode 
off immediately j and having acquainted fome 
Officers, who were my particular Friends, with 
the Accident, they fcnt my Baggage to Salins^ 
from whetice I departed the Kingdom by Ge^ . 
neva and retired to- Turin; 

I chofe this Counti*y for my Retreat, having 
formerly contrafted a confiderable number of 
Acmiaintance in it, while I feryed in quality 
of Captain of Dragoons, and entertained fome 
hopes, that thro* the Intercft of my Friends 
at the Court of the buke of Savcyj he would 
intercede for my Pardon j but the War which 
wa^ kindled betv^ctn France and that State a- 
bout the fame time broke all my Meafures, 
and I was coufhained to ftay at Turin while all 
Europe was in Arms^ being incapable of (ervinjg 
in France ikcr what>had happened, andunwi^ 
ling to efpoufe the Caufe of the Enemies 6( 
my King andCountry : This was no fmall grief 
to me; but fijch' is the Method I conceived 
ought to be taken between Honour and Duty 
in fo nict a Cirdumftance. 

As I had no occafion to (erve in the Army for 
Subfiftence, or to make a confiderable figure at 
Court, the grcatcft part of my Income bemg re* 
gularly remitted by my Relations ; and as I was a 
Frencbmany I thought it improper to accept of 
fuch Employs, as his Highnefs had the Good- 
ncfs to offer me, but chofe rather to. fervc as a 
Volunteer, or as one of his Aides de Gamp at 
' my own Expencc, whenfoeyer a favourable Op* 

Srtunity fhould offer, or in any Action where 
onour might be acouired, always i-eferving 
to myHfelf the liberty 01 leaving the Army when

I eould relate a fhoufand Adventures that 
happened lad Winter, to moft of which I waif 
witneffl^ ; hut flipll confine myfelf to one parti- 
cular Intrigue^ between the Chevalier Gafiiu 
and the Coumefs Je ***t of which I wsj? 
the firft Promoter aqd Confident, by intra^ 
ducing him to that Lady's Acquaiotance. 

As i generaliy refided at Turin after my Ar- 
rival in Piem0ni<i I frewenccd the Court^ and 
vifited the Ladies of the firft Rank in thfi 
City f and leaving rcni?wed my former Afe 
^aaintsuicQ, the Officers of t^^e Fr^i^^ Amy 
who were at that time in Piemnty with whoia 
J bad a^y Jntimacy, vi^ced me, and begged 
tbe favour of m^ to introduce them to t)^ 
Aflembiies, and to thofe Families where I was 
^eqpainced. This I uodertook with plea/isre, 
and the moce eafily to engage their return to 
furiif^ I procured each of them a Miftrefs, and 
then left them to a£i: according to their p.if« 
cretion.

Tlie Chevalier ^4/111, who was one o£ my 
moft intiflouue Fiieixls in the Fnncb Troepif 
came often ta vifit me % and having defired me 
to procnrehxm the Friendibip of Ibme Lady, I 
tlioiighi I could not inrroduce him to a more 
hooQurabie Acquaintance or a Pcrfoa of great* 
er Merit than the Countefs ir * a # e. 

Her extraordinary Good-breeding made her 
m pevlba of eafy acoefsi but I conceived it 
di&cuht for one who had only the title of 
Majo(r» to gain her efteem. She is rich, defccndr 
cd nron one of the principal Families in Piemant^ 
and her Husband a perion of confiderabk Emr 
ploymenizs at Court. But the greateft dtficul* 
tyampearcd irom her Ctiarafiber of being a La^ 
dy oi exemplary Piety and Virtue. Her Beauty 
had cieated a thou&nd Adorers, and diily 
attrafted more, who in general had all mifcajr* 
rind. Hia Royal Highnefs himielf was one 
of that Number, and tho* a Soireraign had 
Biec witb the iame fiite. All thefe Dimcukies 
did not in the kaft diicourage the Cheyalier 
Gafiiny he was captivated with her Beauty the 
very firft Vifit, and refolved to profecute the 
Imrigue. Thus he was infenfibly engaged, and 
from the Acquatntance I bad with her Huf* 
hand^ I procured him the means of vifiting her

i'jir.itf^o.iii private, and was^^plcafed in having the Op- 
"^ ^ ~ ' portunitjr of being fatisfied, whether it was 
poffible for any one xo prevail upon that.'Lady*s^ 
Virtue, who f^ed for the Lucretia of the Court* 
I foon had the pleafure of being informed, thac 
the Chevalier had not fighed above a Month 
in vain. She declared to him that (he was not 
infendble of the Teftimonies of his Love, and 
that (he was obliged to return it, notwithftand- 
ing the flruggles (he had with her felf to the 
contrary. She rofufed him at firft, as (he had 
done others, and forbad him to fpeak of his Paf- 
fion; but this did not make him retreat, and he 
had fo often mentioned his Love, that at length 
ihe heard the Language with pleafure, without 
reflecting upon the Confequence, or the Duty 
fhc owed to her Husband. The Chevalier was 
fo graceful in his Perfon, and a Gentleman 
fo well accompliihed that he wounded the 
Heart of the Countefs, upon which . the Sove- 
raign himfelf could make no Impreilion ; fa 
true it is that Love is not fo much guided by 
Reafon as by natural Inclination. He acquaint** 
cd me with all that ' happened, accordmg to

A£Biir^ for he knew, before^ that 
Gaftm oftep vifited at his Houfe, whither he 
was abfent or not. I took little notice of

It is eafy to Judge what furprife Gafiin was in 
at fo unexpea;eaan Acaidcnt ^ he put hitnfelf in

Marefchal Catinat 
wias too well, experienced to hazard - a Battle 
with unequal Forces, and ; took all poffible 
JVIeafures to prevent it $ he therefore .thought 
proper to repofTeis himfclf oi Carignan^ whicii 
lie had lately abandoned, and where his Roy^ 
Highnefs had placed a Garrifon., This Poft 
was not only advantageous to him for a 
tVanguard, but fecured the whole Country 
-to him from thencr to Pignerety ' by whica 
-Means he had always free forage for his HoHe. 
The Duke who bad advice of his Defign, and 
•knew the Importance of the JPhice, reinforced 
it with four. Squadrons and three Battalions 
under the command of the Marquis de jP/f- 
nezze. The Marquis had fcarce entered t^c 
Town and polled his Men, but he perceived 
the Vanguard of the Frenchy who were forcing 
a Detachment, which guarded a Bridge they 
were to pafs. His Highnefs, who forc- 
faw what would happen, had ordered a re* 
inforcement of two Battalions to advance, 
and followed with the reft of the Army him- 

felf. 
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felfj ddigning to offer them batt^if thty^ff.i6^i 
perfitted in the Refolutioh of taking that'^^^*" 
rlace: But the French perceiving, that thd 
ili^holc Army would fall upon them, retreated 
in good order to their former I*oft, with thd 
Lois of Mr. deSernon ah excellent Officer, and 
a few Soldiers. 

Thfc Duke woiild have advanced to attack 
the- Enemy the next days But was diffuad-*^ 
hd from it, by the Marquis de Louvigni^ 
who found their Camp too advaiitageoufly 
fituated. 

The yaudois^ wtio had been lately recalled 
by. the Prince, incommoded the French ve-** 
ry much> and frequently took confidera- 
bic Convoys. Mr. de Catinaty to jprevenc 
their fexcurfiohs, and to confine them to 
tbe Mountains,' had taken their principal 
JPofb, and among others the City oi Lucerne^ 
vrhere he had put fome Regiments of Infah-^ 
try and Squadrons of Dragoons, befide 40a 
Men into Fort St. Micbdeli which is not 
£ir di(£ant. 

A Rcfolution was taken in the Duke's Ar- 
my, to drive the French from that P'oft, and 
to deliver the Faudois from fo dangef-ous ^ 
bTeighbour. Mr. de i^^A^, Colonel of the Re- 
ligionary Regiment in the Eriglijb Service^ 
which was jiift: arriv'd, . Was detadhed apod 
that Expedition^ with the Troopi tinder his 
Command, who diade fo vigorous ah attack 
ftgainft the f'ort, while the Minifter Arnaud^ 
who commanded the Faudoisy took them up- 
6n the Flank, Chat he calrried the Fort inle(^ 
than half an hoUf. The French however rc-« 
newed the Change, arid beat off the Faudaisi 
but being fucCour'd in time, they took pof- 

C fcfliott 
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>f«. 1(90* and ConJIantSy comtnanded by the Marquii 
di Salesy who was taken Prifoncr. He after- 
ward cafily took poflcffion of the Dutchy, 
the King of France foon became mafter 
of all Savoy in one Campaign, except the 
JPortrefk of Montmiliafty which was blocked up 
by the French Quarters. 

The Allies were as unfuccefsfui in other 
Places, as in Piefnont. They loft the Battle of 
Fleurus in Flanders^ vfhtrc tht French obtain- 
ed a fignal Vidoryj and the Englijb and 
Dutch Fleets were defeated at Sea, by the 
fault of Admiral Torrington, The King of 
England^ indeed, had better Succefs in Ireland^ 
having brought the whole Kingdom under 
Subjection, except Limerick and fome other 
Places, after the Battle of. the Boyne. 

The Affairs of his Royal Highnefs were in 
a very bad pofture this Csimpaign 5 for be- 
fides Savoy being in the Power of the Enemy, 
he was deprived in part of Piemont^ by the 
Quarters the French had taken in that Coun- 
try, where they were ftrongly fortified. The 
Italian Princes took umbrage at this, and of- 
fered their Mediation to the Duke 5 and the 
Pope wrote him a very long Letter, to difpofe 
him to Peace, and fcnt his Nuncio jircbintio 
to Turin upon that Subied, But as the^Dukc 
had fo lately engaged himfelf in the League,- 
and that, befides the Succours which were ar- 
rived, he expected others from the Emperor, 
the King of England^ and the EUeftors of 
Brandenburgh and Bavaria^ he refuted to enter 
into any Conference, hoping that his A.rms 
might prove more fuccefsful for the future. 
Thus ended the firft Campaign in Piemont, 
The Iroperialifts eftablilh'd their Winter 

Quarters 
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Quarters in liAiy^ the Spaniards in the Milaneze^ ^n. 1690* 
and the Duke's Troops in the ftrongcft 
Places of Piemont. 

I' had always followed the Prince in the 
Army, where I loft the greateft part of my 
Equipage, by a FrenchF^ny^ at the latter end 
of the Campaign 3 but great part of it was 
reftored to me by the Marmal de Catinat^ 
to whom I was particularly known. He took 
this Opportunity of writing a very long 
Letter, wherein he folicited me, to ufe my 
utmoft Endeavours with his Royal Highnefs^ 
to perfuade him to abandon the Allies, and 
make a feparate .Peace with France^ and 
charged me to ofier him fome Propofal^^ 
which he hoped would be reliflied by the 
Court of France^ if that Prince thought pro- 
per to liften to them. Thefe Propofals were 
advantageous enough, confidering the prefent 
pofture of Affairs, fincc he ofFer'd to retire 
from Piemont and Savoyj and leave every 
thing as he found it, for the Neutrality of 
the Duke, the Milaneze^ and of Italy, 

As foon as I had received the Packet, \ 
carry'd it to his Royal Highnefs, who was 
pleafed with the Sacrifice I made him of 
the French General's Letter 5 and after a 
Conference with his Miniftcrs, upon thcfe 
Propofals, he difoatchM me to Pignerol in 
difguife, to confer with the Marihal who 
waited for my Anfwerj but. after feve- 
ral Journeys backward and forward, we came 
to no Conclufion. It muft be confefTed, that 
the Prince's Demands were a little exorbitant, 
confidering the pofture of his Affairs, and 
far exceeded, what he afterwards obtained, by 
;he Treaty of Peace. I ought not to forget 
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/?. 1690, what liapperied to me, durii^ this Negotia- 
*^'"^""^ tion, as I was g(5ing from furin to Pignerol^ 
attended only by one Servant. 

Being both difcuifed in Monks Habits, 
we were met at the Entrance into Pignerol^ 
by a Party of Cavalry from Carignan^ who 
poferving, that we avoided the high Road, 
iiifpeftcd us to be Spies, and carried us b^* 
fore the Governor of Carignan. He did not 
know me at firft, though \\c was an inti«- 
mate Acquaintance, and threatened to fend 
us to prif^n, till he could make farther Dif^ 
covery'; but defiftng to ^eak to him irt pri*- 
vate, 1 difcover'd my felt, and told him the 
Occafion of my Journey, upon Which Wcwcre 
releafed. 

In the Interview I had with Mr. de Cafinaf^ 
Jip endeavoured, by all poffible means, to en- 

Sage me to givb him advice of all that I 
lould difcover at the Duke's Court^ but % 
thought it improffer to promife him any 
thing, judging that I ought to avoid fo dange- 
rous an Enjploy, which is inconilfteat with % 
Man of Honour, and generally fatal in the 
Confequence. 

I paflcd a great part of the Winter at Tw 
ri»f where I renewed my Acquaintance with 
Madamoifcllc de Piombini^ Daughter to the 
pount of that Name. I fell in h)ve with her 
the Winter before, as fbon as I arrived from 
France » till the number of Admirers, which 
her Beauty daily attraded, had fo far difcou*^ 
raged me, that I refolved not to vifit her for 
the future. But being rejeftcd by Madam 
de Zantioy a former Miftreis, I entered a fe- 
pond time into the number of her Adorersj^ 
in fpite of my former Refolution, As (he was

^9etkGh\c^ th&t her own Conduct had been the/f».i69Q. 
Occaiion of my Coldne(s, ihe (hewed a great- 
er Regard for me, than the Winter before \ 
and To natural it is fdr a Man to flatter him* 
(elf) that I imagined I was the only Perfon 
beloved, in the vaft number of her Admirers i 
but had foon Reafon to be convinc'd of my 
Miftake. 

Meilicurs de Clerembaux and de Buffien^ 
both Colonels in the French Service, being 
gone to Lucerne^ at the Time the Duke de- 
clared War againft that Crown, were ar- 
refted by the Governor, and fent PriConert 
to Turin. His Royal Highnefs, upon my 
Parole^ permitted them to go out of thck 
Citadel, and to enjoy the Liberty of the City. 
They ftay^d at my Houfe all the Winter, but 
aded contrary to the Right of Hofpitaiity, 
and Clerembaux became my Rival in a very 
ihort time. 

As 1 endeavoured to fweeten their Confine- 
ment, I introduced them to all ray Acquain- 
tance, and particularly to Madamoifeile de 
PicmbinU Daughter to the Count of that 
Name. They knew ihe pafled for a Miftrefs 
of mine^ but Love (which aims at what gives 
Pieafure only, without any farther confide* 
ration) foon took pofleflion of ClerembMux't 
Hearty and he loved her to diftraftion. She^ 
who delighted in the Triumph of her 
Charms, entertained a fecret Joy at the Con* 
queft (he had made, and in a ihort time 
granted him the fame Admiffion, ihe had done 
to myfelf* This raifed the Paffion of the Co- 
lonel to that height, that be could not con- 
ceal it, tho' he ufed his utmoft Endeavours 
to diigtife it to me i^ but having communica* » 
. V ' C 4 1^4. 
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^if.i<9o. ted my Thoughts to him upon his Love, h» 
ingenuoufly confefTed the whole, and difco-t 
vered the Inconftancy of Madamoifelle d$ 
Piomhiniy who would have deceived us both. 
To be revenged of her for this Behaviour, 
we refolvM to acquaint each other with aU 
t)iat pafTed) and thus, by an extraordinary 
Accident in Love, we became Rivals and Con«i 
fidents at the fame time ; but an Adventure 
(oon happened, which delivered me from my 
Competitor. 

Though Madamoifelle de Piombini loved, 
or pretended to love, CUrembaux^ fhe had Vir- 
tue fufficienc to withftand the vigorous At- 
^cks of her Lover. He was not difcou* 
raged at this Refiftance, but thought he 
might fucceed, by furpriiingher at Night in 
her Bed. To this end, he hidhimfelfm the. 
Garden, inftead of going home, and ftole into 
her Bed-chamber, when he thought every bo- 
dy 'was afleep, by theadiftance of the Cham- 
bermaid, who was in his intereft. He ap- 
proached foftly towards the Bed-iide to a- 
wake her, but the Surprife (he was in, at the 
Sight of ^ Man near her in the middle of the 
Night, made her ihriek feveral times aloud, 
before (he perceived who it was. The Count 
her Father, with fome of his Servants, ran 
quickly into the Room, at the Noife, and 
mrrounded Ckreml^aux^hctarc he could efcape, 
who was inftantly feized and difarm'd, and 
fufpeded to be a Thief, till the Light difco- 
vercd who he was. He was in the greateft: 
Confqfion at his being taken in fuch a manner, 
and was led to his Miftrefs, in order to 
l^e confronted with her, where he frankly 
fonfcfTed the whole matter. The father, 

who 
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"V^ho was a prudent Man, fatisfyM himfelf if». 1690. 
with charging his Daughter to fee him no 
more, and Clerembaux was fo confounded at 
the Accident, that he never fincc fought the 
Opportunity. 

De Buffiere^ my other Prifoner, was more 
fucceGful in his Amours; he had not made his 
Addrefles to Madam de la Mot he above a 
Month, without gaining his Point. This La« 
dy was married to an honeft old Gentleman, 
whom fhe often deceived. He furprifed them 
together one Day, and would have been con- 
vinced of her Infidelity to him, if fhe had not 
artfully evaded it. 

As //e BuJJiere was with her, while her 
Husband repofed himfelf in the heat of the 
Day, in a Clofet adjoining, the Gallant, 
perceiving his drowfinefs, was unwilling 
to lofe io favourable an Opportunity. He 
awaked at the Noifeof the {.overs, and bolt«« 
ing fuddenly from his Clofet, would have 
had no reafon to doubt his Wife's Inconftancy, 
if, through a prefence of Mind, particular to 
the Sex, fhe had not laid hold of the Colo« 
nel's Sword, and pretended to ftab him, for 
daring to attack her Virtue. The old Gen- 
tleman tranfported at the Conduft of his 
young Wife, fuffer'd de BuJJiere to jgo quiet- 
ly away, who came and related the whole 
Adventure to u«, and we laughed heartily at 
the Cunning of the Lady, and the Credulity 
of the Husband. 

I vifited Madam de Ferrue often, being 
efteemed by her as a Friend, in whom {he 
might place fome Confidence : As I h^ppea'd 
CO flay a little longer than ordinary with hei^ 

one 



•Ar; 1690. one Evening, I naiTOwly cFcaped being fur* 
prifsd by the Prince. We had fcaircc notice 
of his coming, before he knocked at the Door 
of her Chamber, and therefore I was obliged 
to hide my felf where I could. There being no 
Apartment or Clofet, behind that we were in, 
2 had no other recourfe, than to Aide under 
the Bedt while the Door was opened for his 
Royal Highnefe, who luckily perceived no- 
thing of it. Here I lay quietly, and was wit* 
ncfs to the Happinefs oi that Prince, in the 
Arms of his Miftrefs. I heard all that pafled 
between them^ and it was not in kind £x- 
preffions alone, that they pafTcd their fwccteft 
Moments. I may boaft, that I refcmbied^/- 
&if, in fome meafure, having carry 'd theSute 
upon my Shoulders, more than once 3 and then 
retired, as foon as the Prince was gone, fuU^ 
refolved to avoid ftaying with the Countcfs fo 
late for the future. 

Few Evenings pa(Ied without the Duke's vi* 
fiting one of his MiftrefTes ^ he generally went 
alone from his Apartment, by a back Stair*. 
caie, with his Sword under his Arm, and 
without any Attendant. I have often nket 
him thus equipped, and he was once feized 
by the Patrole, and carried before the 
Guard ; he did not difcorer himfelf at firft, to 
try their Fidelity, and endeavoured to corrupt 
them for his Relcafe, which they rcfufcd tiH 
he was brought before the Guard, who were 
furprifcd to find the Prince, and endeavoured 
to excufc themfelves j but they were com- 
mended by him, and well rewarded for the 
care of their Duty,

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The ^nce not only walks alone U[>on'''i^ 
fucb Occafioost he dtefi takes a Tour by*— %*-> 
himletf, and obfervn the Centinels, thai he 
may furprife thofe who axe guilty of neg]e&. 
I haveofien feen him in the Day-ttme, view- 
iog the Fortifications, and walking upon the 
Ramparts, without any Attendance t for his 
Confidence is in the Love of fail People 
the bell Protd9:ion belonging to a Prince. 



Jhf End of the Brft ?afU 
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^».i(Sqi.^^^^^ H ^ Beginning of the fecond 
.fc-,.^^^^ Campaign, proved as uniuccefsful 
J to the Duke of Sa-voy, as the pre- 
I cccding. The late Arrival of the 
' Succours of his Allies, had occa- 
£oned his former Difadvantages, and the Lofs 
of the Battle of Staffarde. The fame Neg- 
Icft, not only prevented hi; Royal Highncis, 
from retaking thofc Forts, the French had in 
their polTcmon this Campaign;, but occa- 
jGoned the lofs of fcveral other Places, which 
Mr. de Catinat had furprifcd, before he was in 
a Condition to oppofe him. 

The Affiftancc, which the Emperor, Spain. 

^qd ^ngland^izd. fenc him, towards the end of tbo 
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pTCceediog Summer, was far ihort, of what ^^ 1691, 
the Dtokc had been pfomircd He toade^ 
preffing -Inftances, at thefe diiFerent Cburts, 
daring the whole Winter, to have the Troops 
dcfign'd him fent early in the SpHiig. This 
they punftually performed j biuoy the length 
of the Way, and the ufual flownefs of the 
Gtrtnan Forces, they did not arrive, till 
towards the middle of the Campaign, by 
which Time, the MarfhaW^ Catinat had pol- 
fcfled himfelf of feveral Places. 

That General had encamped before Nice^ 
in the Month of March^ notwithttanding the 
feverity of the Seafon, with the Defign of 
taking that Sea-Port. He took the Town 
without refiftance, and made himfelf matter 
of the Citadel in a few Days, by a Bomb's 
accidentally fetting fire to the Magazine, 
which not only deprived the Garrilbn of 
Powder, but made a Breach in the Wall, 
large enough for the Enemy to enter with 
eale. This was thought to have been 
trcacheroufly defign'd, notwithttanding the 
known Fidelity oi the Governor^ the Count 
de Frofafque-j who by this means was ex- 
pofed to the Danger of being blown up, with 
the whole Garrifon, near five hundred of 
which perifh'd by this Accident. But fijch 
are the Minds of the People, when they wiih 
for, and expeft a long Defence from the Be- 
fieged, that they generally look uj)on fuch Ac- 
cidents, as the horrid Effects of Treachery, 
wherein the Governor is always confider'd 
as the Author, and often feels the fatal EfFcfts 
of fuch Prejudices. 

Let it be as it would, Nice fdbmitted to 
the Fnncby much fooner than. was expe&ed^ 



An.^i*FUU Francbe^ another $ea-PorC«. furrcndcr*4. 
without ftriking a Blow, and the CafUe held 
out but two Days. The Forts of St. jSufpiU, 
and MofU JWan^ together with the whole' 
Coaft, belonging to the Priqce, except On- 
erlle^ were the inevitable Confeqaenccs o€ 
tbcfe Conqueils. 

The Allies of his Royal Highnefs were asun« 
fuccefsful on their Side, and he received ac 
this time the News of the taking of Mont 
from the Spaniards in Flanders. Mr. de I0 
Heguetu entered the Valley of jlofte foon af- 
ter, with a body of five or fix thoufand Meo^ 
which he eafily fubdued, and threaten*d to 
befiege IvrSe^ that he might penetrate into 
Piem^nt on that Side, while the Marihal d^ 
Catinat enterM it on another. , 

He foon arrived near Sus^aj with a forn>i«^ 
dable Army, and advanced t^ the Pafs of 
Feillane^ which he carried without Refiftance^ 
and the Garrifon fiirreoderM at difcretioo^ 
After taking this Place, he entered the Flain^ 
to befiege Carmagnok^ which is within eight 
or nine Miles of 7urin. Though this little 
Town was well fortify'd at that time, witli 
two thoufand Men, the French had opea'4 
the Trenches but two Days, before they be? 
came mafters of chat Port, which they made 
their place oi Arms from the pth of Junf^ 
and then eafily took pofiTefiion of SaiHllan$ 
and Salucey two defencelefs Towns, which 
they had been in poflefiion of before, biH 
had abandoned, at the beginning of the lall 
Winter. 

Thefe Towns being brought under fubjefti? 
on, the Marfhal Catinat became mafter of all on 
that Side the Pp^ and threatened nothing lefs thai) 

the 
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tlic Sletfc of Tirr/n. This was what they cxpcft- ift^ifiji. 
cd, and therefore that City was p«t into the' 
bcft condition of Defence, till the I>uke of 
Bavaria arrived with Succours from Germany. 
Our Army was, in the mean time, conve- 
niently encamp'd near MonfcalVter^ the ufual 
Poft of the Piemvntefe Army, when it is not 
the ftrongeft. 

Mr. deCatinat^ finding. the Duke's Affairs in 
fo badaPofture, took this Opportunity, a fe- 
cond time pf offering him advantageous Tenns, 
in the Name of the King h» Matter, for a 
feparate Peace. The Prince, as politick and 
fufi of dif&mulation as ever, pretended td 
confent ; but this was only to avoid the Siege 
and Bombardment, which threatened his Me- 
tropolis. His Hopes were intirely fix'd up*- 
on the powerful Succours, he expe&ed from 
Germanjy which might enable him to cen» 
quer in his turn, w%en he had retaken what 
the French YioA fubdued in fo Ihort a Tin>«>. 
This was his Defign and principal Aim 5 tho% 
I am apt to believe, that if the Propofats 
of the French^ had appeared advantageous 
enough, he would not have rejefled them ait 
this Time. 

The Marfhal foon gave his^ Court Advice 
of the gjood Difpofition of his Royal High- 
nefs, and of his Inclination to abandon the 
Allies. The Dukeof Orfe^»^, who was F^ 
ther-in*law to this Prince, thought ic his Duty, 
to join his Inftances, to thofe of that Gene^ 
ral, and fent an Exprefs incBptith to Turin. 
As the Duke had employed me, a fecond time, 
to carry his Anfwers to Mr. de Catinaf^ and 
to negotiate for him, with that General, the 
Envoy of Monfieur came to pay me ar Vifit, 

as

A$$. 1691. as (boQ as he arrived, and delivered me i 
Letter from the Marlhal^ in which he defir- 
ed that I would privately introduce him to the 
Prince, which I did that Night, at the hour 
appointed by his Royal HighncG, when 1 bo« 
tify'd his Arrival. 

He delivered his Letters froih the Diike o^ 
Orleans^ and was near two Hours in private 
with the Prince, who had expreily ordered^ 
that no body fhould be admitted to him, ic 
being fo much his Intereft, to conceal the 
Correfpondcnce he held with the French. 
But Princef Eugene hlppen'd to arrive, at tho 
tiqie they were together, and approaching the 
Door of the Room, the Huffar told him the 
Orders he had received. Prince J^ugtne^ who 

Sa Relation, and very familiar with the 
uke, not thinking the Orders regarded 
himfelf, enter'd the Room, notwithftanding 
the Huffar^ and promifed to take the blame 
upon himfelf. The Duke was aftonidi'd to 
find himfelf furprifed, by the Imperial Generali 
while he was in Conference with a Frenchman. 
He endeavoured to conceal his Surprife^ but 
the Prince perceived it, and ask'd him what pri^ 
vate Affairs he had, that he refufed him Air 
mittance. His Royal Highnefs ^ave him 
fome indifferent Realons, which added to the 
French Air of the Envoy, (fo cafily diftih- 
guilh'd from that of other Nations) gave him 
great Sufpicions of what was in agitation^ 
and in a few Days he declared his Sentiments 
to the Duke. As it was fo much his Inir 
tereft not to be fufpcftcd of giving Intclli-i 
gence, he ingcnuoufly confefs'd the Matter, 
and imparted to him the whole Negotiation 
held with Mr, de Catinat-, adding, that ic 
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was only a Stratagem to retard ."the Siege of ifir.j69i. 
^urin, and the Bombardment it was threaten*d ^ 
witb^ till the Arrival of the Trooj^s he expeft-* 
ed ) and as a proof of his Sincerity, declared - 
that he would negotiate nothing bat in Con-' 
cert with himfelf s and having produced the 
Letters he had received from the Duke of 
Orleans^ and the Marihal ie Catinaty the Im- 
perial General no longer doubted the DukeV 
Fidelity, and they compired together to de- 
ceive Monfieur, the King, Catinat and tf(e 
whole Court of France^ tin the Arrival of tbe| 
Ele£tbr of Bavma. It was by this Strata:-^ 
gem,fo natural ;o Jtalians^tbiLihe faved furini^ 
and the reft of Piemont^ which it was caly; 
for the Fmuh to have fubdupd.* A certaini 
Proof, that the ' Capacity and refined Policy, 
of Princes as often preferves their Dominions,^ 
as the Power of Arms. 

During thefe fecret Negotiations, Mr. Vir 
Catinat causM Coni to be befieged by a De^. 
tachpient of It or 13000 Mtn^ uiider th^ 
Command of Mr. de Fenquiers. That Genicr 
ral carried on bis Works, and vigoroufly at?' 
tack*d the Place, during the Time he com* 
manded ; but having left the Si|^e to the Con^ 
du^ of Mr. :df Buhnde^ he ha^ not th^ famd 
Succ^s, or wanted that GenqraPs Capacity. 
They received frefh Troops into the Town; 
and after a vigorous Refiftan^e of the Garri-^ 
foq, wherein the Religionary French diftin^ 
guiih'd themfelves beyond the reft, he was 
obliged to raife the Siege, not daring to wait 
tiU Prince Eugene Arrived with a Detachment 
of Cavalry to their Affiftance. This Difad- 
vantage occafion^d the Difgrace of Mr. dt 
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/».i6^.Night, ^nd the Mcflcngcr he fcnt told ir»c, 
' that he was charged by his Etninency to in-? 
troduce me to the Conclave. £v6ry Body 
knpws th^t the Cardinals aflemble in the Par 
lace, immediately upon the Death of thePope^ 
and never go out till after the Eleftion of a 
new Pontih Tiiis Qrder w;u originally efta- 
biifh'd to prevent Fadions and Cabals ^ and 
to anfwer this End the better, the Windows 
and outward Doors are walled up ; there is 
only one left open for the Conveniency of 
bringing in Provifions, which is carefi^Uy 
guarded, left any Letters ihould be fecretljr 
convey'd this Way 5 they are all to be opened 
by a Pprfon appointed on purpofe, as well 
as other Writings, which art brpught in or 
carried out. None but the Ambafladors 
of crown'd Heads are admitted into this 
Place, where they can have no Audience bus 
in publick^ and every Cardinal is allowed 
i)ut one Footman or two, who are Prifpneri 
as well as their Matters. Would hot any 
Man think it impoffible, after fuch JPrecau- 
tipns, to corrupt the Fidelity of thefe A-i 
poftolick Elcftors, or to make them falfify the 
Oath they take, only to confult the pure Glo- 
ry of God in the Eleftion? But all thefe fine 
Appearances are calculated to blind the Pub- 
lick, and People of Under ftanding know that 
Place to be the very Centre of Tricking 
and Negotiation. Every Cardinal has a pri- 
vate Channel, by which he receives Letters he 
would not have made publick, and througK 
which he introduces whom he pleafes. It 
was through one of thefe private Paflages 
that I was introduced to the Cardinals Cell : 
Each Cardinal's Apartment confifts of two or 

three 
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three A'cdc Rooms, during the time of their '^'^^^ 
voluntary Imprifonment: ^ 

I was kihdly recelvM by his Emincncy, 
who waited fbr me with Impatience^ and when 
I had deliver'd my Commiflions to him, I 
was going to retire i but he prefled me fo ear- 
xieftly, that I was obliged to ftay two Days 
ibut up with hini in the Conclave, during 
vhich Time I had no reafon to be weary of 
my Confinement. I was furprifcd at the 
Magnificence of the Supper in the Evening, 
which I little expe£^ed in fuch a Place $ but 
what increafed my Surprife to Amazement, 
was to fee two young Ladies (one of which 
ivas a perfect Beauty) come and feat them- 
felves with us as foon as Supper was brought 
in. Another Cardinal a Friend of my HoS*Sj 
ient for his Miftrefs,| who was not at all in<- 
ferior to the other two. The Carditial^ 
laughed at my Surprife, and asked me whe- 
ther theyvcould not contrive a Method to 
fweeten their Confinement: they were both 
in the height of their Bloom, and by what 
I obferved^ underftood how to make the bcft 
ufc of their Time. They told me there were 
few young Cardinals, who did not fometimes 
introduce their MiftrefTeS) and that fome 
kept them as Companions from the Begin- 
ning to the End of their yAflembling, which 
was winked at by the Seniors, who remem- 
ber'd what they had formerly done themfclves. 
The moft Beautiful of the three fat by me 
at Supper, who feemed full of Wit, and had all 
the (jood- Manners becoming a Perfon af 
Diftin&ion. As wc^all fung tolerably well, 
after Supper. we formed a fort of Concert, 
and then danced to the Sound of fome Mufi- 
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ifjf.1691.cal Inftrumcnts, which were played Vipoii 5f 
the Cardinal's Footmen. At ^ength the La- 
dies retired into their little Celk, and my- 
fclfinto that appointed for mcj but thfe Car- 
dinals can inform vou, better than my felfy 
whether they ftay -d alone all Night. 
: I thought it long till Morning canie^ thttc 
I might Entertain my felf with the Cafdmaril 
beautiful Mi(lref», whotn I believed I had 
formerly feen, and was the more perfuadi^ 
of- it, becaufc ihe was a French Woman : A* 
{bon as I had an Opportunity of fpeaking to 
her alone, I found I was not miftaken^ ihe 
was of an illuftrious Family, and her Father 
generally lived at Paris. The Surpfife I wa» 

in to fee the Daughter of the Marquis 

belonging to a Cardinal, increafed my Cu- 
rioiity, and at length I prevailed upon her tcy 
relate the Hiftory of her Life. The Cardi* 
nal her Lover had been Nuncia at the Court 
of France^ fome Years ago. The Marquis of 
...... Father of the young Lady, lodged ve- 
ry near his Hotel, by which Means m fboff 
became acquainted with his Eminency, wha 
was pleafed to meet with a Gentleman of h\% 
Wit, and in a few Days paid him a Vifit-r 
Thus he firftfaw the young Lady, and became 
in Love with her. She, ou her Part,, could 
not help feeling feme Inclination for the 
Nuncio, who was very agreeable in his Per- 
fon, and had the moft refined Wit I ever met 
with; The Father foon jperccived it, and hav- 
ing long ta];en a Refoiution^ to fend her in- 
to a Convent, that he might gratify his Sons^ 
who were numerous, with his Eftate, haften*d 
to put it in Execution; and to avoid the 
Confequcnces of this Amour,, told her the 
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iktkl %«^9 i^itl^ Orders to prepare hctkMf tot Jm. 1691 
the Noviciat next Day. The Daughter pi3&h ^ 
tended willingly to obey his Orders, that ihe 
xnij^hc the moire eafily deeeivehimi for as food 
^ ftie perceiy'd the Family aikep, ihe drefled 
herfelf) and ftole privately out at a backDow^ 
Which ihe had taken care ihould be unpft 
kxrked. 

The yofiing Lady j^ed for kefiige td 
her Neighbour the Gardinal^ and toU 
him het Fachet's istruel Order 1 he was ra** 
Irifhtd to have the Opportunity of fervia|) 
his Mlftrefs, and readily granted her his 
FroteftioQj The Father, who perceltred 
his Daughter's abfence next Mormng, oon^ 
duded chat fhe was at the Nuncio's, and 
Went imdiediately to demand her of. his Emi* 
nency^ wh6 pretended to be ignorant of thi 
AflTur, alnd Xeeitied furprifed at the Father's 
Report. • Upon this the Miniften^ to whoiU 
the Mar^uis^ had complained,, acquainted thi 
. Cardinal with it| but he periifted in his De* 
J^ial,^ and as fhe took care to confine herfelf 
to the Hotd^ which tould not be ietrcfaed^ 
as it belonged to art Ambaflador, the Mai> 
t^is was obBged to continue in an uncertain*- 
ty where (be was. 

The Nundo af flrft generouily kept thd 
t'rotnife he had given her^ not to violate thfc 
Laws of Horpitfdity, or to make an Attempt 
Upon her Virtue iri his own Houfe $ but fael 
foon grew ylrcivj of this fevdre Dutyy which 
was altogether inconfifltnt with bis PaEffion^ 
«nd esrprefled himfelf to her wkfa fo alijfch 
tendernefs, that at length ht obtained theut^ 
moft of bis Dfefires. After this, ami her Fl«bt 
from hct Pathei^ ihtf dufft not return for fcar 
of his Rcfentment^ and therefore f cfolt^ed tof 
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A^ 1691 •follow the Nuncio in a Man's. Habit, who 
deparced CoonVafcerfor Rome. 
-. I had a Confirmation ok the truth of this 
HHlory from the Cardinal himfelf, whofe 
I^e was not diminiihed, though he had pof- 
lefled her (b long. . He had a blind Complai-: 
iSmce for her,. kept her a hahdfom JSrOuipagiey 
and at Rome (he pafTed for the (Jounteis: 
; : • • • • • . The other Perfon with, her, was a 
ybung Frenc/f Womaui fhe had kept as a 
Companion t for fome time, who; had ukewife 
had her Adventures. 

!Althoi^h the facred College winks at 
thoie Things which pafs in filence, it takes 
cc^iiance. of fuch Adventures that ere* 
ate the leait Difturbance 1 for which reafon 
formal Notice was taken of a piece of Gal* 
kntry, which happened the Night following. 
It was publickly known in Rome^ that Car- 
dinal Ottokoui was the profefled Lover of the 
Princeis Carpegua % but there was no farther 
room to doubt it, after the Serenade which 
that Princefs gave his Eminency under the 
Windows of his Cell. We rofe in the 
Night to hear the Concert, in which nei- 
ther Voices nor Inftruments were wanting. 
The Songs and Airs were compofed on pur- 
pofe for the Entertainment ^ but the Diver- 
fion was foon interrupted by the Jealoufy 
of Cardinal Chigij who was Rival to Ottoboniy 
and under pretence of Apoftolick Zeal caused 
Stones to be thrown, at the Muficians, and 
threatened to. fire upon them if they did not 
withdraw^ . This occafion'd a warm Difpute 
between the two Cardinals the next Mornmg ; 
one reproached the other that the late Pope 
his Uncle had pillag'd the Publick more 
'■■. in 
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in fifteen Months Rei^, than any of his Am. it^L 
Pra]eceflbrs ; the other m his turn reproachM ^ * 

him with beiiig a Debauchee, and having a 
galimt Diftemper with which he had been 
afli&ed : the two Cardinals at. length took to 
their Hands, and the Combat would have 
ended in Blows, had it not been timely pre* 
vented. This Quarrel, and the* Serenade 
which occafion'd it, made too great a nolle to 
elcape the Cenfure of the College ; and their 
two Eminencies were publickly reprimanded 
upon their Amours, and their want of Con- 
du£b. Stri& Search was made after the Mu- 
iicians. The, Princeis Carpegna^ whole Inte- 
xdkit was to prelerve h&t Reputation, which 
was then declining, denied being the Author of 
the Concert 3 but the Mulicians, and thofe 
who had feen her at the head of the Sere- 
xiade, were Witnefles againft her ; and fhe 
could not x>rcvent being the publick Enter- 
tainment of the Town for fevcral Days. 

hSttt I had ftay'd two Days in the Con- 
clave, I returned the fame. Way I went in, 
and receiving the Difpacches I expefited from 
TCufin^ foon after the Pope's Elcfirion, I de- 
parted for Florenci^ Modena^ and Mantua. 

I had received Orders to go to theft Courts, 
that I might carry the Difpatches of the 
Duke's Agents, and be informed by word of 
Mouth of their Negotiations in the prefcnt 
jun&ure of Affairs. 

The Dukes of Mantua and Modena had 
raifcd Forces, and threatened nothing lels 
than to declare againft the Milaneze, if they 
did not confcnt to a Neutrality for the Mont^ 
ferratj which was ravaged by the Spaniards ; 
who, on account of C^/, looked upon it as an 
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Am.i69i^Ganfyccecdcdnohtttcrin Flinders: fFiliek 
I being ftiU unforcunate, fufier'd the Rear- 
GtMr4 of his Army to be totally routed near 
Lmfi% l>y the Troops of the Houfe of Francei 
trho loft many brave Men in^ the Battle. 
Bmffkrs had very much damaged the Towif 
of IdW^ by Canonading and Bombarding ic 
from the beginning of the Campaign. A^irs 
ivent fomething better in Hungary and In^ 
land. Prince LnHs of Baden obtained the ft-^ 
mous Vi&ory of Sunken over the Turisi 
^herdn the Grand Vifier was killed $ and 
General Ginkel that of j^Bfpim over the Irifif 
after taking jttblane and fome other Places. 
The Lofi of this Battle was foon followed 
by that of lamerieky and the whole Kidgdom^- 
as well as Scotlandi whefe the ISgblanders^ 
who lud been faithful to King James^ fbb- 
mitted after the Reduftion of Ireland^ 

Monfieur de Ca$inaf never gave greater 
proofs of his Ability in the commancTof an 
Army than in this Campaign. He had now fac^^ 
ing him, the beft, ifarongeft and genteekfl 
Army that had appeared in Italy a long time^ 
and the Peafants behind him, who h^ taken. 

J)oflb3ion of the Mountains and Pafles, which 
b ftraitned his Camp, that not a Man durft 
feparate himfelf from it. Notwichfbnding 
dus» he pofted himfelf fo advantageoufly, that 
with good Conduft he efcaped with the lofs 
pf a few Men^ and fome Horfes which died 
or fell into the Hands of the PeafantS; This 
General was not fatisfvM with having pre- 
vented his Army from being beaten % he was 
afhamed that the Campaign fhould be at an 
end, without gaining lome confiderable Ad<^ 
vantage. He took his Opportunity therefore, 

and 
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»nd when we approach'd to Ity Siege to SMZ04m.i69U 
ft the ciofe or the Campaign, he fell fo i^ 
jprofios upon iis, after he had received fame Re- 
inforcements, that he obliged ns to ^uit that 
Foi with Lofs. The Duke, who is always 
prdfent where there is greateft Danger, would 
nave been taken Prifoner, or lofk his Life up* 
on this Occafion, if he had not been relieved 
by the Cadets of Brandenburgb^ who were 
largely rewarded for their Service. 

I can't finish my Account of this Cam* 
paign, without making fome Reflexions up- 
on the Vanity of the Sfamards. After the 
Arrival of the Imperial Troops, they pre- 
tended to have the Rank before the Germans^ 
and fovLTAcd their Title to it, upon the King- 
dom of Sfain being delivered in Partition to 
Philip IL Son of Qharhs V. who was the 
eldeft. This had remained undecided the 
preceding Oampaien, but they renewed their 
Pretenfions upon the Arrival of the EleAor of 
Bavaria. The Emperor to whom all Eu^ 
r^ptan Princes yield without oppofition, could 
not bear the Pretenfion of the Spamiards^ and 
alledged that among crowned Heads, Regard 
was not had to the £lder or Younger, but to 
the Rank and Dignity, and that the King of 
Spain ought not to fcruple the Rank with 
him in quality of Emoeror, and die rather, 
becauie that Crown nad granted it fome 
Years ago to the Kings oi France j by a for* 
mal Declaration of its Ambaflador at PariSj 
and moreover that France had not once 
thought of difputing it with him. The Spa" 
mards being diflatiified with thefe Reafons, 
the Eleftor of Bavaria, who commanded tho 
Army, order'd the March iniuch manner that

I kept CorrefpondeiKceby Letter with Ma- 
dasnoifeUe de, Piomkiniy during the Campaign ; 
abd as the PoCk of /itii de Gamp to the DuJce 
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obliged me to be often at furin^ I had feme- ^jk]^. 
times a« Opportunity of feeing her 5 but my ^TT^ ' 
Paffion was 10 ftvong that it was not fatisfied 
with this $ and being (eldom eqcamped above 
9 day's Tourney from the TpWny under prcr 
rcnce of going to, bunt, or upon Tome other 
pATty of Pkalur^, t often went and pafled an 
aour or two with her, and then returned to 
the Army. It happipi*d fo often that at length 
it brought a flight Puniihment upon me 1 for 
fome body who had feen me at Tarm had In- 
difcretion enough to report it to the Prince, 
who was angry that I left the Camp without 
lucne^ and at my Return ordered me to bp 
confined to my Tcqt, I ftay'd there a Wcck^ 
during which time I was diverted by my 
Friends; but as his Highnefs eafily excufed 
phofc faults which proceeded from Gallantry, 
he foon forgave this, which he knew had it$ 
Origin from ]|L6ve. 

This is not the only Folly my Paffion obliged 
jne to commit) after the Campaign was ended, 
I was guilty of another in which I endanger'd 
my Life. Madamoifelle de Piambini had re- 
ceived fome ihocking ExprefSons from the 
Chevalier Fach^ at which flie was extremely 
di^kafed, and made her Complaints to me, 
inuau^tiqg that the only way of engaging her 
Heart was to revenge her Qparrel. I was 
;UI)amed to reprefeot the Knight of la Man-' 
^ba^ by (eeking a Quarrel upon account of a 
MiftreTs) but what cannot a Wcfman, who 
breathes Hatred and Revenge, /nfpire intp 
the Heart of a Lover? She exprcffed her 
Grief in fuch livdv Colours, t^at with little 
foliciution I parted with her, fu|Iy refplv'd Co 
pf^ovAt her Q^rreh 
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^ jfipi* I would not fend him a dired Challenge,' 
' ^ being unwilling it fhould be reported that I 

had fought for the Love of a Woman, but 
fought an opportunity of pickinjs; a Gemum 
Quarrel with him, which oMring in a 
ftw days, we went on the other ude . the 
Po to fight. I was not fo lucky in this 
Duel as in that at Bezanfon^ fpf at the 
firft Onfet I received a Thnift quite thro* my 
Right Arm, which difabled me. The Che"" 
▼^lier bou|id it up, and took care to fee 
)iie home. But negl^ing the Wound' a^ 
jirft, my Arm fwelled to that degree afi 
terward, that I was confined to my Bed : i 
recovered however in a Month's time by the 
Piligence and Skill of my Surgeon. 

Though I took all poffible care to conceal 
fbe Reafons which engaged me in this (par- 
rel, it foon took air; fome blamed, and others 
approved my Conduft. The Chevalier him- 
I3f eafily perceived that t had fought a Quar- 
rel with him upon Madamoifelle de PiombinPi 
Account, and did not a little contribute 
towards confirming the Report. 

This Afl&ir c^me to the Duke's Ears, who 
did not much concern himfelf to prevent 
Duels, which are not very common in Italy | 
he pretended to be ignorant of the Accident, 
and looked upon my Wound as fome illnefs 
which had feized me. Madamoifelle de Piom^ 
Uni extremely fatisfy'd, that the Chevalier . 
facio was convinced flie had flill fomp 
Friends remaining who would hazard their 
Lives for her, fent daily to enquire of 
my Health, came ohen herfelf wncn fhc 
could ileal an Opportunity, and forgot no- 
thing to exprefs her Obligation. But my 

Wound 
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Wotyid allowing mc time to reflcft, I coii-'**'!*?*'^ 
ccivcd it itnpoflwle, that fhc would have ch-- 
gaged me in this Rencounter with Facioyii^ 
Ac had fincercly loved me. This; added to 
the fccret Pleafure fhe cheri{hed) that I had 
Aught for her, which fkr exceeded her af- 
fe&ed Grief at my Wound, began to dimi- 
nifh my Paffion, and contributed very much 
to my forgetting her in the end. * 

MV Example made moftof the Women* 
of Turin require their Lovers to demand Sa-;

Two Officers, very good Friends and Com- 
rades, vifited the Daughter of ah Attorney,' 
and both pretended to be paffionacely inj 
love with her. She thought htrfcif a little'^ 
injured by one of thofe Gentlemen, who had^ 
u(ed fome fatyrical Expreffion, and coniplaihed^ 
of it with Tears to the other Officer, eameftly ^ 
intreating him to be rcvcngpd on his Conr-- 
rade. At firft he endeavoured to diffiiade her ' 
from the Defign, and reprefented the AflErbnt,. 
as not of coiifequence fufficient; butKhe was- 
fo fpirited with Revenge, that fhe exclaimed' 
agamft her Gallant as a CoWard, aiid told him 
in a Paffion, that fhe attribulted his Reafpns;^' 
rather to the want of Coiiifrage than Love. 
This Reflexion made him refelve to play hei^- 
a Trick; therefore he promised, that fince^ 
{he infifted upon 'it, he was ready to fend a * 
Challenge to his Friend, upon Condition,' 
that {he would recompenfe the Sacrifice he fo** 
g^erouflv madd of his Life for her fake ^ and^^ 
declared ne* would undertake it upon no o* 
ther Terms. Though fhe had been virtuous 
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Jin. 1691 till this time^ the Pleafure of Revenge mtde 
her promife the Officer all he defired. He 
went imnqediately to communicate the wholt 
Afiair to his Friend, who was glad to a^ 
hjm in obtaining the Lady's l^airoiirs, giving 
him his $ wotd, and keeping his Room for fomoi 
time, that ihe might believe he was wounded^ 
The other Officer carried his Friend's Swofd 
to her, tinged with the Alood o( a FowV 
pretending he had wounded and difarmed his 
£,nemy. $he, who readily believed ic by 
fuch Marks, honourably kept her Word, aMl 

ranted thf^ Officer all that (he had promifed. 

'his was too curious ian Adveflture to remain 
in Silence } and the Officer, who pretended 
to be wounded, being Cotfte alWoad^ foon di« 
vidged the Ail&ir. whi&h became the publick 
£ateftainment ot the Town. The young 
Ii4uiy was (b ai!hamed of it, that (he took the 
pommori A^oad of the unfortunate, and reti^ 
red into a Convent, where (he had Leifure 
ttf repent ol! a Crime, that the f bxrft of Re? 
vcage had made her commit. 

7he whole Winter pafled in Joy and Ple^?

A Merdiant's Daughter, one of the tDoft>'».ifi9i;

JTferefore If the Diamond youfam 
Tefierday^ and two thou/and Crowns j can engage 
your Converfation for one Hour in private^ yon 
need only follow tpe Bearer j who with come ta 
conduSl you in the Dusk of the Evening. I have 
you the whole Day to refilve on it^ and exfeU you 
^ith Impatience tornight. 

This Letter gave occafion to a thoufand 
Reflexions, anclihe would willingly have re- 
ceived the Diamond and the two thoufand 
Crowns ; bqt, as the Duke had the Charafter 
of being indifcreet, fhe was afraid it might 
come to the Knowledge of the Secretary her 
Lover. Her Gallant entred the Room, as fhe 
was ftill deliberatii^ '^if hat Refolution to take. 
She could not conceal her 'Trouble, and he 
prefled her fo often to tell him the Caufc of 
It, that at length (be fliewed him the Prince's 
Letter^ highly efteeping herfelf upon the 
DifcoVery, and extolling her Conftancy to 
him- The very Method fhe took to fecure 
lier Lover, prpved to be the Occafion of her 
Ibfing him in the end. 

W hat (he had revealed to her Gallant, raif^- 
cd an Inclination in him to try, whether fhe 
could refill a Perfon of greater Secrecy than 
the Duke, to whom ftc might pafs unknown. 
To carry on his Projeft, he applied himfelf 
to one of thofe Women, who make it their 
Bufincfs to corrupt the Sex, ^nd promifed 
her ten Piftoies to procure him the Djimfd of 
whom we are fpeakingj and that he might 
fuccecd the better, he pafl!cd for a Traveller, 
whofe Affairs obliged him to fet out for 
iiome the next Day. Befides the ten Piftoles, 

there 
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Ihcre was a Parfe with a hundred Lfiuiif ors ^^^ 16191. 
iox xhc young Girl, with whom he declared ^'*^"**^ 
bimfelf paffionately in Love. She had jtift 
given the £le&or*i MeflTenger a fecond An** 
/wer, and had abfolutely rejefted his Propo* 
fids, when tihe old Woman (who had received 
two Piftoles advance) entred the Houfe, with 
a Defign to corrupt her. At fir ft ihe (bom- 
fully difdained the hundred Louisd*mj pro- 
mifed her on the Part of the pretehded Stran- 

fer, declaring that ihe Would hot facrifice her 
[onour for that Sum^ fince {he had alreachr 
refufed two thoufand Crowns and a valuable 
Jewel firom the Eleftor 6{ Bavaria. But the 
Woman, being artful in her Bufinefs^ tnadd 
her fo fenfiblc of the Difference (adding, be- 
fides the Stranger's Difcretion, that he wag 
to fet out the next Morning for Rbme^ and ' 
therefore could haVe neither Time or Oppbr-^ 
tunity to reveal the Favours Ihd granted; that 
it length ftie prevailed upori hcf to afccdpt of 
the hundred LouistTorSj which (he had occa- 
fion for at that time, to 'm;ake fome Prepara- 
tions againft her Marriage, - She followed thd 
old Woman home, where the Secretarir was 
waiting incognitb s and to fucceed the better, 
he had the Precautioh to receive her in a dark 
Room^ pretending that his Fortune was at 
flake, if heihouldbe difqovered. His Tongue 
could not betray him, fibc^ he etnpldyed the 
time he ftayed with the Damfel in fdmethin^ 
inore than Difcourfe. The dark Scene being 
ended, he called for a Candle^ and had no 
fooner fpoke ^ than (he imagined (he knci» tht 
Voice ( but was in the gteaicft Confufibn^ 
when thd Lieht diftove^ed hiih to be her Gal- 
lant. He obliged her immediately to rettini 

£ f tht 
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Am.ii^i'ththixndrcd Lmsd' or s ihe had received, and 
thruft'hcr out, faying, (he ought to be treat- 
ed more like a Courcifannc, than a Girl of 
Honour \ and when he had paid the Woman^ 
who had iervcd him upon this Otcafion, he 
parted from her, folemnly protefting to fee 
her no more. He foon divulged the Afiair, 
which was the Ruin of the Girl, who, find- 
ing her Reputation loft, and berfelf aban«» 
don'd by her Lover, upon the very Brink of 
Marriage, led a debauched Life, and became 
con^mon at laft. 

Hi& Royal Highnefs had till this time peace* 
ably enjoy'd the Heart of his Miftre(s, the 
Coantefs of Ferrue-^ and though ihe was na- 
turally inconftant, ihe made it her Duty to he 
fkithful to her Sovereign. But the Duke*> 
late Inconftancjr had created a Defign in her 
of feeking a Recompence, for the Time the 
Prince fpent with her Rivals, by following 
his Example } and (he made choice of the 
JMarquis de Monthrun^ Colonel of the Frencb 
Religionary Regiment) for that Furpofe. 
Moniieur di MontbruH was too experienced a 
Courtier, to be infenlible of the Dangers to 
which he was expofed, by being RivS to a 
Sovereign Prince, and cautioufly declined the 
Advances fhe had made : But at lengthy her 
Difcourfe put him under a Neceflity cf re- 
turning an Anfwer, and he thought he fliould 
offend againft the Laws of C^Uantry and 
Good-manners, if he refufed fuch Offers from 
the moft beautiful Woman in PiemmU. 

At firft he frequented her in point of Civi* 
tity > but Paifion and Love became the Mo- 
tives of his Vifits in a fhort time i and beigg 
naijutally tender-hearted, he could not with- 

ftaad 
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ftand the Force of her Cbartns above a Fort- ^- 1^- 
nigbr. The Countels (ccrctlj triumphed at 
the Conqueft (he had made of his Heart; bot 
cither fpr want of Art to conceal her Paffion, 
a Pifregard to the Duke's Knowledge of it^ 
or from the Indifcretion of her Serrarts, he 
was foon acquainted that the Marquisiilr Mcnt^ 
Wun was his Competitor. The rrince took 
no notice of it to him i bdt ordered all the 
Colonels to repair to their rdpeftive Rc^* 
ments, under pretence of a fcret Expcdiaoa 
againft the Enemy. Thb Order was grrcn 
only to fend the Marquis from Tmriw^ that the 
Duke might have the Opportunity of r^ain« 
ixig the mart of the Countefs in his Abfoice. 
He was no (ooner gone, than his Royal High- 
oel^ employed all poffible Methods to taBt 
that Paflion in its Infancy, which Ae had 
conceived for her kw GaQant. MtdattI A 
JTerrucy overjoyed that the Thoughts of a Ri« 
Val had re-engaged the Duke, promifed all 
he dcGrcdy and particularly to oblerve the 
fame Conftancy fhe had always ob&rved be- 
fore. 

Monfieur de Monthum wgs (b paffionately 
in love With the Countefs, that iic could not 
ftay a Fortnight in Garrifon, without goinig 
privately to fee her$ and met with a fuitable 
Return of Loire, notwithftanding her Pro- 
nife to the Prince. Matters were come to 
that Crifis, that fl^ could not forbid him the 
Houfe^ as ibe bad promifed the Puke % and 
openly revealed to him the very Steps his 
Koval Higbneis had taken to be reconciled 
to her» tmd the Engagements ihe was obliged 
to enter into with him^ upon his Account. 
They agreed therefore to fee each other with

i*«.i69i.morc Circumfpcftion for the future, and 
•parted .more deeply in Love than before > thcii 
the Marquis returned to the Garrifon, as pri- 
vately as he had left it. 

. . He was too fuccefsful the firft Journey, not 
Xo undertake. a fecond ^ and in a few Days re- 
turned to vifit the Countefs in the fame man- 
per. He entrcd at a back Door, of which 
Tie had a Key i and ftealing gently into htt 
Room, with the Thoughts orfurprifing hcf, 
Jiie approached the Feet of the Bed, where he 
cxpefted to find her alone j but to his Afto- 
nimment difcovered the Duke, who Was hid 
by the Cuj-tain. He offered immediately to 
retire 5 but the Prince rifing up, took him by 
the Hand,' and civilly prefenting him hi% 
Chcir, defired him, with a Smile, to fit downs 
faying. You will fill this Place at prefent bet- 
ter tjian my felf ^ and, in all probability, it is 
^pbt the firit time you have taken it. Aflbon 
as he had faid this, he withdrew ^ and Ml- 
dam de Verrue was fo extremely furpris^d, that 
Ihe had not the Power of (peaking in her 
owii Juftification 5 without which Accident, 
like the reft of the artful Sex, ihe would ndt 
have wanted a ready Excufe- Mr. de Moni^ 
Irun focn recovered his Surprife at the unei- 
.pefked Sight of the Prince, and confulted the 
Countefs what Meafures were the raoft pro- 
per to take, in order to appeafe him. He 
; went to Court on purpofe the next Morning, 
and endeavoured by many plauGble Reafons 
' to perfuade him, that his only Bufinefs at the 
Houfe of Madam de Ferrue^ was with his 
Royal Highnefs : But the Duke, who could 
liot be fo eafily deceived, refufed to fee the 
' Countefs a long times and being fully per- 

fuaded 



fuaded of her Intrigue with the Co\ont\^ Ami le^i. 
he rcfolvcd to feck Revenge by contrading a ^ 
fccrct Correfpondcnce with the Wife o? a 
Lieutenant- General of Dragoons^ in his own 
Ti^ops. This Refentment might have been 
expreflfed to his Rival and Miftrefs in a more 
puolick manner : But he underftood the Rules 
of Gallantry too well, and would often fay^ 
That the greaceft Revenge a Lover could 
take for the Infidelity of his Miftreis, was In* 
idi6Ferenc6) Change^ and Difdains remem** 
bring the did Maxim, 

Let your Refentment on the Miftrefs fall^ 
A Rival's Errors are no Faults at all. 

On the other hand^ he had too great an 
Efteem for Mr. de Montbrun to feek Revenge^ 
^having occafion at that time for good Officers^ 
^ Charafter which no body contefted with the 
Marquis : But in the end, he felt the Incon- 
venience of having a Sovereign Prince his 
Competitor in Love; for, notwithftanding 
his Birth and excellent Qualifications, his 
greateft Promotion was only being a Briga- 
dier of Foot, though he had ilrongly folici- 
ted Preferment many Years. 

The Countefs de Ferrue came to Court as 
ufual I and thofe who were unacquainted with 
the Reafons of the Duke's Coldnefs, imputed 
it to his late Amour : And the more eafily 
to regain the Prince's Favour, /he afir^ted to 
lead a retired Life, and particularly to avoid 
the Company of the Marquis de Montbrun: 
But being no le(s fond of Gallantry, was un- 
willing to part with her Lover 5 and the Mar- 
quis improving the Opportunity afforded by

^— v"*-' I frequently vifitcd tli Countcis my wlf, thof 
not fo often flnceiQy la(t Adventure, who ne> 
ver ipoke without relating her Misfortuneii 
and allefting a pa^piiute Love for (Ive PrincCi 
notwithftanding bis Chwgc > but sdways too]| 
care to conceal her Intrigue with Monfieur 
Je Montbruny of whi?h I was particularly it|« 
formed, fincc the Detith of the Colonel, wbQ 
was killed at the Battle o^ M^r failles . I(hottl4 
not fpeak fo openly of this Lady's Intrigiietf 
if they had not been fince made publick ; and 
if fhc hcrfel^ touched with a Remorfe of 
Confcience at her paft Life, had not retired 
into a Convent in the Neighbourhood of 
Parisy where (he had a Relation who WW 
Abbefs. But I fhall have future Occauon til 
fpeak more fully of this, in the i^quel oiF 
his Royal Highnefs^s Apours, whom we 
Ihall find afterwards more in love with hqr 
than before. 

At the end of Afarch^ I undercook a Jpuf'- 
iiey to Switzirl^pd^ out of mere Curioiity, 
being accompanied by Prince Eu^ene*% Aid OP 
Camp, who bad the fame Defign. We arri- 
ved the third Day upon the Mountain St. Ber* 
nardj which divides Switzerland from thf Pd- 
minions of the Duke of Savoy. There is a 
Convent at the Top of this Mountain, wherp 
all VravcUers are entertained gratis^ and at? 
treated by the holy Fathers according as they 
judge of their Rank and Diftini^n. Wiei 
ilaid a whole Day at this Place, upon account 
of the Wafties, and had no rcalon to com- 

{)lain of their Hofpitality. They call W^csj 
arge Heaps of Snow that tall from the 
Mountains when it thaws, by which Tra- 
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vellcn are fometimes finotherod on a Ibdden.^*- 169k- 
We were often in danur of being overwhelm- 
edi but at length patted the Mountains^ and 
arrived fafe into Switzerlami. 

I forgot to tell joUf that we met the Ba- 
ron d€ BrogUo at St. Bernard^ who traveUod 
with us the reft of the way. He was accom- 
panied by his Miftreis^ Madamoi/elle de Psk^ 
vicim^ wnom he had ftole from her Father's 
Hou(e^ and fled with her into Switzerland^ to 
avoid being piirfued by the Marquis. This 
Afiair had iuppened about fix Days before^ 
and had made a confiderable Noife. I was 
furpriied to meet the Baron upon this Road, 
it being currently reported that he was gone 
to Genoa. He »voured me with a Relation 
of the manner of this young Lady's Efcape^ 
which is fomething particular. 

The Baron de BrogUa had vifited Madamoi* 
felle de PaJavidni a long time ; but the Fa« 
ther thinking his Fortune inferior to his 
Daughter's, ordered her to break off all Cor« 
fefpondence with him. This fhe confimted to 
in Appearance $ but fkw Idfn privately every 
Night. The Father, who was informed of 
it, and of the Defign ihe had of making her 
Efcape with the Baron, confined her in a 
Room to prevent it, till he could meet with 
an Opportunity of fending her to a remote 
Convent for fome Months, in hopes that Ab- 
fence might extinguifli her Love. The Ba- 
ron had made a thodand fruitlefs Attempts, 
either to fee, or convey a Letter to his Mif- 
tre&» but die Night before his Departure, 
Love bfpired him with the Projcd of getting 
to the Top of the Houfe, and letting a Rope 
down the Chimney belonging to her Cham- 
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AM.1691.htri with a Letter fkftened to the End of it; 
The young Lady a&ed according to the Di«' 
regions therein, and had Courage enough 16 
fallen her fclf to the Rope, which flic held 
till the Lover and his Servant drew her thro* 
the Chimnejr, t6 thfc Top of the Houfe. You 
iSnay judge of the Condition ill Which flie ap^ 

Seared ; out without (laying to alter her DrelS|| 
le went with the Baron into a Foft Chaife 
which was waiting, who ordel*ed his Rout (b 
well, that he was not ^urfiied in the Road he 
had taken, l^'his Couple went with us as fiur. 
as Lauzanej having been married upon th/6 
Road by a Prieft of Calais. They ftaid it 
LauzanH till the Father's Anger was abated^ 
4nd then returned into Piemonij where ht 
Was fdoil reconciled, by the Mediation of 
Friends. 

I had formerly firen Geneva myfclf, but thd 
Aid de Camp, my Companion, had not i 
therefore we went into the Town, where I 
inet with fonife French Officers bf toy Ac- 
quaintance, who had been quartered in SA* 
voy. From thence we wctit to Bale^ where 
I met with fome other Officers of the Gar* 
rifon of Hunningen^ which is within Cannon- 
Ihot of the Place. They would by all mean* 
entertain us at their Fortj we tnidc fome 
Difficulty at firft, upon account of thfc Warj 
but at laft confentea to go upoa the Piirok of 
thefe Gentlemen, who entertained us fo hand- 
fomly, that we had no occafion to regret thd 
time. From Bale vfe went to Schafvu/en^ and 
faw fome other fmall Towns in the way ; and 
from thence travelled to Zurich y between 
which Place and Scbafoufen^ we meet with a 
pleafant Adventure^

A Merchant who came into the fame Inn yfir. 1691. 
with U5, had met a Lady of Gallantry upon ^ 
the Road, who paflcd for his Wife. She had 
^ young Child with her, and they all three 
locked m a retired Apanment. The Mer- 
chant havine a confidcrable Sum of Money 
in a Bag, ddivered it into the Landkdy*s Cu- 
ftody^ pretending he had fome Purchafes to 
makie in the Town. His fuppofed Wife got 
up early the next Morning, demanding the 
Money of the Landlady,, under a Pretence of 
buying fomething before her Husband arofe. 
The good Woman believing her, gave her 
the Money, which fhe ciurried off, leaving the 
llferchant nothing but a Child for a Pledge : 
The good Man riiing fbon after, applied him* 
felf to the Landlady foi' his Money, who an- 
fwcred," She had deUyered it to his Wife ear- 
ly in the Morning. After he had fought for 
her in Vain all over the Town, and found 
himfelf the Dupe of the Courtifan, ht would 
have obliged the Landlady to deliver him the 
Money he had intrufted in her Hands, and 
to that end complained to th^ Magiftrate of 
the Place, who, being informed of the Truth, 
fined him a hundred Crowns more, add com* 
pelled him to provide for the Child. 
' We went from thence to Zurich^ which is 
one of the mofl beautiful and beft fituated 
Towns in Switzerlandy upon account of the 
Lake, and the pleaiant Country which fur- 
rounds it. I could relate fome Adventures iix 
Gallantry which happened in this Country v 
but as Switzerland is fo little known in the 
Republick of Love, I think it upneceHary. 
The Women, in all Apoe^rance, are educa- 
ted in the ftrifteft Modcity, and never receive 
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Am.i69i.% VifiC from a Man in the Day-time, which 
' Conftfaint is recompenfed by the Liberty tar 
ken at Night. 

A Magiftrate of the Town who lived in oiu 
Neighbourhood, bad two very beautiliil 
paughters} and we, being isnorant of the 
Cuftom of the Countij at firft, and wantiijg 
fome Embloy to aipute us, durinjg the tinac 
we propoied to ftay at Zurich^ offered to ac- 
coft them as they flood at the Door^ biu 
were furprifed to find they retired, aflbon 9$ 
we appeared. We immediately Tent the SoPr 
vant of the Inn, to know the Reailon they %• 
voided us \ and received for Anfwer, That it 
was not the Cuftom to fee Men in the Day- 
time, efpecially Strangers; but if we pleafed 
to return at Night, our Company would be 
very acceptable. We went according to the 
Invitation, and were kindly received, aiod 
continued every Eyeniii^ to repeat our V^> 
Hts, till at length the i^rince's Aid de Camp, 
who was a Girmany and had the Advantage of 
me in the Language, had engaged the Heart 
of the youngeft. When we left the Town, 
{he obliged him to promife that he would 
write to her ^ and from that time they k^ a 
long Correfpondence by Letter. We depart- 
ed in eight or ten Days, no twith (landing this 
Amour ; and having feen Bern^ we returned 
into Itdly by the Grifons. I had often heard 
of the GrifitiSf which I looked upon as a 
wild mountainous Country, and was therefore 
the more furprifed to find that it sJ>ouiided 
with fo many Gentlemen. As we pafled thro* 
Loircj the Capital of that Canton, we f:|W 
the Spanijb Ambaflador, who entertained us 
very magnificently. A km Pays after, being 
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dcni]r afloiiii»d !• iMec • Cboipiany tif yoong ^ 
Mea afiil Miid» on Hotfebtck upott the Roa^ 
who bad btm to diToit tbemitlvoi Jic.ft Stim^ 
mcr-Houfc not Far oflF. They accofted us, 
and obliged us to go with tbem to a Gentle- 
joaan's Seat in the Neighourhood, where they 
had made a Party of Pleafure. We had all 
manner of Diverfion the two Days we ftaid 5 
and I could not have believed it pofGble to 
find a iFUpie mUMMg tlii5fe Radti^ #1|6 could 
fing ItalkM in Perfeftion, and had fuch ex- 
cellent Muficians. After we had taken leave 
of our diverting Company^ we paflcd the 
E/plagney which is a Mountain that divides 
Italy from Switzerlandj and as difficult a Road 
as Mount St^ Bernard ^ and lay at Chiavane. 
Near this Borough are ftill to be fcen the 
Ruins of a fmall Town^ which formerly flood 
at the Foot of the Rock, atid was dcftroye4 
in the Night by tbc Ffdl of part of the fame 
Rock. Nothing i^ more fiirprifing than the 
Profpeftfrom the Top of Mbtmt EJflagne% 
the two oppofite Seaibm, Winur and Sum- 
mer, appear at the fame time from this Place ^ 
while only Snow and Ice is feeo on the Suiji 
fide, on that next to //n^ nothings appeared 
but Flowers and Greens. After we had left 
Chiavane^ we pafled[the Lake of Comoj a 
Place fameus in Italy for (he Coaft that 
furrounds it, which confifts only' of Bay- 
trees, Orange - treeS| Summer - Houfes^ and 
Qardens. From • Como we went to fee th6 
famous Borromee Iflands, fo agreeable from 
the Magnificence of the Gardens and the 
^ Y^^atcrworks. As we pafled along we faw 
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^ lA^.tbe Copper Cohffms of Cb^ks Je Borrtmte, t 
V-V— ^Statue of a prodigious Sizcj and then came 
to Turin hj the way of Ferteit, having been 
tUtk above a Mondi dd out Journey. 
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JHE begmning.of the Campaign, -*»»Mi

\ Negotiations on che Pare of /r«»cf. 
i *rhat Crown, not fuccccding in 
' their fecrct Intrigues, a&ed more 
and in the Month of ^areh fenc 
S4r. de Cbanlai to 3'urin, who jprefcnted a Me- 
norial to his Royal HighnelSf which con- 
:ained very advantageous Offers from the 
iCing. The Duke anfwered, That he could 
lot treat but in CQnjun&ion with his Allies; 
which, howevfcr, did not difcourage that 
wOurtv for in the Month of May they made 
ithers, fttll more advantageous than the for- 
ncr, proraiflng to reftorc the Places thejr h^\ 



ilir. 1^2 taken from him, md to refund a confidera* 
ble Sum of Money, as Satisfaftion for the 
Lofles he bad fuftained. 

As this Negotiation was no Secret, his 
Royal Highnels communicated thefe Propo- 
fals to the Minifters of the Allies, openly re- 
fufins any farther Conference with the French. 
All the Minifters of the Allies were fatisfied 
with this Inftance of that Prince's Fidelity, 
being ignorant of what privately pafledj for 
at that very Inftant, he held a fccret Cor- 
refpondence with the Agents of France ; and 
if that Crown, befides the Reftitution of the 
Places, had confented to the Demolition of 
Pignerol and Cafal (which afterwards hap- 
pened) it is very certain, that he would have 
concluded a feparate Peace with the Frettcb 
at that time. JBut the King, whofe Coffers 
were not yet drained, and who faw his Arms 
every where vi^orious^ would not hearken to 
fuch Propofalsj fo the ' Conferences broke 
off. 

His nioft Chriftian Majefty not fucceeding 
by thiS/ Method, attempted to weaken the 
Arms of that Prince, by kindling a Civil War 
in Italy ^ and fent Mr. de Rebenac to all the 
diflferent Courts of that Couittfy, to engage 
them to enter into a League againft the /m- 
ferialifisj under a Pretence that he would de- 
liver them from the Burthen of furniihing the 
Imperial Troops with Winter- Quarters, who 
made great Ravage wherefoevcr they winter- 
ed. That he might more eafily engage them 
to accept of hiis Propofals, he offered a Sup- 
ply of Men and Money ; but it unfortunately 
happened, that thofe Princes, who were dil- 
pos'd to enter into the League, as were the 

Dukes 
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Dakes of Parms^ M^Jens^ and ilikn/M, be*4#citf9i^ 
ing too weak to undertake any Enterprife,^ 
the Defign mifcarried. We muft^ however, 
do Juftice to that Minifter, and acknowledjge 
bis Capacity in the Conduft of this Negotia- 
tion, which was fo artfully managed, that the 
Succefs of his Defign was apprehended in 
Piemont. 

The Republkrk of Vemcty and the Grand 
Dutce of Tufcany being firm ; the Pope, who 
was always inclined to the Frencbj although 
a Subje& of Spuin^ was afraid to declare him- 
ielf. It was thought, that the Genoefe^ in 
concert with thofe petit Princes before-men- 
tioned, would have undertaken the League ^ 
this they had promiied to Mr. Rebenac^ and 
the Republick had even raifed.fome Troops 
for that Purpofe ; but the Chevalier de NoaiW 
Its having embarked fevcral Regiments to join 
^hem, on board the Galleys under his Com- 
mand, they akcred their Defign, upon the 
Arrival of thefe Troops, and retufed to break 
the Neutrality 5 which wat occafioned by 
the Vidory obtained by the EMghfit and Dutch 
Fleets over the French in the EngUJb Chan^ 
oel 

Neverthelefs, the Chevaliw de NpailleSj 
whom they endeavoured to iend back to Mar'- 
ftilles without forming any Enterprife, car c 
and anchored before Uneille with thirty-fi* e 
Galleyi>, two Men of War, and fome Bomb- 
Veflcb, and bombarded the Place ; but per- 
ceiving that the Inhabitants were fled, he 
landed a few Regiments, who plundered the 
Town, and reduced it to Aihes. 

The French^ at this time, had very few 
Men te oppofe the Allies ia Pkmontj the

if». 1691. Strength of their Arms being chiefly in /7^»- 
' dersy where the King, who was prcfcnt in 
Perfon^ had taken the Town and Caftle of 
NamuTj after thirty Days Siege 3 the reft of 
the Troops were with ICing JameSy upon the 
Coaft of Normandy. That Prince held him- 
felf in readioefs to embark for a Defcent in 
England \ but his Enterprife dropt, by the 
Lofs of the Battle at Sea j fo that the Troops 
under the Command of Mr. de Catinat con- 
fifted only of if or itfooo Men, who guard- 
ed the Pafles to France. 

Our Army confiftins of 40000 Men, all 
fine Troops, they talked at I'urin^ of nothing 
lefs than the Siege of Cazal and Pignerol^ at 
the fame time ^ but were contented to block 
up thofe two Places, refolving to penetrate 
into France with the reft of the Army. 

Mr. de Catinatj who had received Advice 
of their Defign, and whom it behoved to 
know on which Side they would enter, that 
he might oppofc them with what Troops he 
had, (pared no pains to get InteUigence. He 
offered a condderable Sum of Money to 
Count Binsy his Royal Highnefs's firft Mini- 
fter, to difcover the Defigns of that Court j 
but whether that Sum was too fmall, or whe- 
ther he feared being difcovered, or was abfo- 
lately faithful to his Prince (although he was 
afterwards accufed of the contrary) he re- 
je&ed his Propofals, and gave the Duke In- 
telligence of his Offers, who would not put 
the Officer Mr. de Catinat had fent on this 
Errand, under Arreft, but allowed him time 
to make his Efcape. 

Before the Army pafled into France^ his 
Royal Highncfs received Letters Patents from 

the 
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the Emperor, creating him Generaliffimo o£^^ J^^' 
his Troops in Italy. General Caraffd^ who ^ ' 

fcrupied to obey the Prince, was fenc upon 
the Rhinej where he commanded the Troops 
of the Circle of Snabia^ aftd Caprara fuc- 
ceeded him in the' Command 'of the Imperia- 
iifts, under the Duke. The Marquifs de Pa-- 
relJe^ General of the Piemontoife^ was confti- 
tuced Lieutenant- General of the fame Forces 
by the Emperor. 

The Duke of Savoy^ having left the Com- 
mand of the Blockade of Cazal to the Mar- 
quis of Pianejffij and that of Pignerol to Ge- 
neral Palfi^ began his March at the end of 
July with a Body of 20 or if 000 Men, and 
penetriated into Daupbin^j by the Valleys of 
Bareelonette and ^iraSj without the leaft In- 
terruption from the French Troops. Aflbon as 
the Army had entered this Province, they 
Uid Siege to Amkrun^ which was carried iti 
9 or I o Days after the Trenches were open- 
ed.. They found thirty Pieces of Catinon^ a. 
Quantity of Provifions, and *6qooo Livres iix 
Gold in the King's Treafury, which was 
feized through the Ncglc6t of the Treafurer. 
It was ftipulated in the Capitulation, that all 
belonging to the King jfhould remain in the 
Town. They therefore thought it juft 
to fearch the Treafurer's Cheit, where they 
found only 40 Piftoles ^ but having examined 
his Papers, a Memorandum was found con- 
taining the Names of all the Officers of the 
Qarrifon to whom he had diflributed the 
Money, and by this means obliged them to 
return 60000 Livres, which he had placed in 
different Hands, to be carried privately a-

An. i<92. way. Befides tfai^ Sam, the Town was taxed 
' ' with a Contribution of 40000 Livrcs. 

The Duke of Scbomherg attacked the Caftle 
of ^uiras^ but (ailed in the Attempt. From 
thence they marched dircftly to Gap^ which 
they found o|;)en5 and though the Inha- 
bitants had left the Town, they were fum- 
moned in the Places of their Retreat, to 
pay a Sum impofed upon them, to prevent 
its being plundered and burnt ^ and upoH 
their Remfal, they fct it on Fire, and reduc'd 
it to Afbes. I was witnefs to this melancho- 
ly Expedition 5 and what I particularly re- 
marked, was, that the Religiohary French^ 
who were commanded upon this Occafion, 
and belonged to the Town, were Incendia- 
ries of their own Houics. 

Gap was not the only Place Which felt the 
f^tal EfFcfts of the Warj few Villages cfca- 
ped without experiencing the Fury of the 
Germans^ and the Revenge they thought them- 
felves bound to take againft the Frsnfbj by 
way of Reprifal, for what they had commit- 
ted in the Palatinate. It was by no means the 
Defign of the JOuke of Savoy^ who was in- 
clined to carry on the War with Humanity 5 
but the German Generals thought themfelves 
obliged to feck Revenge for their Sovereign. 
His Royal Highnefs having the Command, 
all the Mifchief was attributed to his Orders j 
atid when the French entred Piemont the next 
Year, they made fufficient Reprisals": Count 
Tallard^ in particular, was difpleafed that they 
had no Regard to his Caftle of Tallard in 
DauphM^ and caufed the Fenerie^ one of the 
Duke*s fineft Country -Seats, to be fet on fire 

after

tftcr the Battle of Orbajfan. Some Years be- ^f^. i(^%. 
fore they had burnt JRwile, another Country 
Seat I a melancholy manner of purfuing a 
War. 

At the time, when the Duke of Savcy*s 
Prefence was moft neceflary, he was taken ill 
of the Smallpox, which was partly the Oc- 
cafion they did not penetrate farther into the 
Dominions of France. His Royal Highnefs 
was not in a condition to follow the Army % 
and it was dangerous to leave him in an Ene- 
my's Country with afmall Number of Forces ^ 
neither were they in a condition to maintain 
themfelves the whole Winter in Dauphin^ 
with 2OO00 Men, without being in pofTef- 
lion of fame well-fortified Place: They were 
therefore obliged to return into Picmonty at 
the latter end of the Seafop, which was as 
fooQ as the Duke's Health would permit : 
The Dutchefs, who was always fond of that 
Prince, notwithftanding his Amours, came to 
lee him at Amhruny the Place to which he was 
removed) whoft Prefence very much contri- 
buted to his Recovery. 

Before the Army left the Country, they 
raifed all the Contributions they could, and 
jtmbrunj whofe Fortifications they demolifh- 
ed, paid a large Sum to efcape the Fate of 
Gap $ and then returned into Piemont laden 
with Money and Plunder, by the fame Val- 
leys they entred, without being purfued by 
the Enemy. But the Soldiers, according to 
Cuftom, were not long rich \ for in Icfs than 
a Fortnight, Gaming, Women, and Wine, 
confumed all they had got in the Expedition. 
I have feen a private Dragoon, at this time,

/ : ' Some People, at this very time, began tp 

talk of the Duke's fecret Correfpondence with 

the Court of France^ which was difcover- 

^ by the Allies fome Months before the Peace 

pf Piemont % but this was a manifeft Piece of 

Injuftice, his Royal Highnefs not thinking pf 

a teparatc Peace at that time. Others, who 

did not underftand the Difpofition of Affairs, 

as confidently affirmed, that the Prince might 

][iavc quartered his Troops in Dauphin^ the 

whole Winter, without returning into 

Piemmt. But befides the Reafons already 

given, there was certain Advice that Mr. de 

Catinat would foon be reinforced from all 

^arts, which, it was to be apprehended would 

put that General in a Condition to cut off 

X vhc PafTes. This 1 can advance for Truth i 

^ and that it was not till after the Lofs of the 

Battle 
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Battle of Orhaffanj that the Duke began his^ff^iegz^ 
fecret Intrigues, with the View of concluding 
a {eparate Peace. 

The Army entered into Winter- Quarters 
aflbon as it arrived in Piemont. The GermafiSj 
who had the longeft Ms^rch into Italy^ went 
.firfl:, the Spaniards followed^ and before the 
.Month of OSober all the Troops were quar- 
•Cered. PigHerol was by this means delivered 
.from the Fear of being befieged 5 but Cazal 
was always under Reilraint. 

Mj Paffion for Madamoifelle Piombini was 
much diminifhed fince lad; Winter, occafionr- 
ed either by the late Affair, in which Ihe had 
involved me % or by that Inconftancy in Love, 
peculiar to the French Nation. After the 
many Proteftations of Fidelity I had made, 
^ciprding to the Cuftom of Lovers, I was a* 
ihamed to acknowledge this Alteration $ and 
therefore the greater I perceived my Indif- 
fereqce, the more I endeavoured to conceal 
it, and doubled my Vifits, that (he might 
have no room to fuipeft it \ though I fought 
a fpecious Pretence to 4rop her Acquaintance 
in a civil manner. Her own Relations foon 
flimifhed me with a favourable Opportunity ; 
for my conitant Vifits had raifed a falfe Re- 
port, that I was promifcd to her in Mar- 
riage. 

This Report having reached the Ears of 
the Count de Piombini^ he took me afidc, and 
defired that I would explain my fclf in that 
Affair 5, and the Count d^ Frofafque^ who had 
defended Nice^ and was one of her near Re- 
lations, examined me upon the fame Article : 
But perceiving by my Anfwer, that I had not 
the leaft Thoughts pf Matrimony, the Father

* dom that falfe ones are worn, and when it ii 
difcovered, is a Stain not to be waflied off. 
The Women in this Ducchy have not the (ami 
< Liberty as in Piemont ^ but are as ftri&iy ob* 
ferved by their Husbands and Relations, as in 
the moft remote Parts of Italy. This Severi- 
ty, I believe, was introduced amongft then 
by the Spaniards^ having generally found the 
greateft Libeny in thofe Countries which are 
not lubjcft to that Nation. They enjoy i 
greater Freedom in Piemont than in Frances 
at GenM the fame y and at Fenice are under 
very little Reftraint : Neither is all true that 
is reported of the Slavery of the Italian Wo- 
men, or of the Jealoufy of their Husbands $ 
common Report had impofed upon me a Be- 
lief, that the Women were all locked up ia 
their Houfes, which, upon my Arrival, I 
found to be falfe. They do not appear fo o- 
|)enly at home, as in France^ or at I'urtn ; but 
thofe little Difficultie*?, which are to be over- 
come, rather incrcafe than dimini/h the Plea- 
fares of Gallantry ) and fome light Ob- 
fiacles help to nourish and inflame the Paf* 
fion of Love, But I believe, with good Ma- 
nagement, nothing is more cafy than to kt 
the Women in Italy^ even in their moft re- 
tired Apartments 5 and I dare venture to af- 
firm, that a Stranger may fooncr get an Ac- 
quaintance here, than in France. If a Man, 
tolerably genteel, and of good Appearance; 
only walks through the Street where he has 
feen the Objcft he fancies, at the Window or 
in the Balcony, and gives a Salute as he pafTes 
by ; if he has the good Fortune to pleafe her, 
(he never fails to be at the Window, provided 

he 
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he is conftant to an Hour. The next Step, >f». 169a. 
he becomes acquainted with fomc ncigh-^^^' 
bouring Shopkeeper, or Servant, or any one 
who is adnaitted into the Houfe, that for a 
little Meney will deliver a Letter to the La- 
dy, who never fails to return an Anfwer, and 
to appoint the Hour and Place of meeting, 
which is always at Church, or at the Win- 
dow in the Evening. There is generally no 
occafion to take all thi$ trouble ; for afToon as 
Ihc perceives your Inclination, if flie is the 
Icaft addidted to Gallantry, Ihe fends a Ser- 
vant to you, or fomc Woman in whom {he 
can confide, who comes and offers her Service, 
which once happened to me during the time 
I was at Mi/an. 

Being little acquainted in the Town, ex- 
cept at the publick Aflemblies, which were 
kept duTing the Carnaval, at the Houfes of 
the Marquis de Leganez and the Duke of Sefle, 
I took a Walk upon the Parade of the Caftlc 
every Morning, after I had paid my Refpefts 
to the Governor 5 and in the Street I gene- 
rally paffed along, I faw a very beautiful 
young Lady of Diftin&ion, whom I had of- 
tDcn oofcrvcd at her Window, or in the Bal- 
cony •, but the Town being large, and the va- 
riety of Objeds fo numerous, I took no par- 
ticular notice of her, or fo much as gave her 
a Salute. When I was one Day returning 
from n^y Walk, I was fuddenly accofted by a 
Woman, who gj^ve me a Letter, and told 
me (he would call for an Anfwer at a certain 
Hour I though it is uncommon to infert Bil- 
lets in Memoirs, the Shortnefs of this will 
plead in its Favour, and is as follows.

Thefc were the Terms of the Letter in //«- 
lian. I refle&ed the whole Day upon my 
Adventure, and had no Inclination to coa*. 
trad a new Acquaintance, being refolved in a 
ihort time to go and pa^fs the Carnaval at /V, 
nice. On the other hand, there is (b much. 
Villany committed under pretence of Lov^ 
that I thought it dangerous to be alone, where 
I was an abfoluce Stranger, not fufpeding 
my Buiinefs was with the Lady I mentioned 
before. I was ftill unrefolved, when the Wo* 
man entred who had given me the Letter, 
and defircd me to follow her, faying flic had 
Orders to conduct me to the Place where I 
might anfwer it in Perfon. The Aflurance 
with which flie fpoke, and the earneft Defire 
I had of feeing whether the Charms of the 
Lady agreed with her Wit, and the Softnefs 
of her Stile, determined me to go ^ and taking 
my Sei-vant with me, I followed my Guide, 
who led me through feveral Streets, to the 
Houfe of her Miftrcfs. She conduced mc 
into a very handfom Apartment, where I 
found a Lady with a Mask on, fitting alone 
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by a large Fire. As it was dai-k, I cotild riot An. KSpi:

She took this Op|>ortunity, while her Fa- 
ther and Mother were gone upon fome Bufi- 
nefs to Paviay during whofe Abfence I never 
failed feeing her in the Evening, at the Hour 
appointed, and was always mod agreeably 
entertained. Her Wit, added to her Beauty, 
made her the moft amiable Creature of her 
Age I and ibc had the Art of Loving with all 
the Tendernefs imaginable. Love has an un- 
common Reliih among the Italian and Spanijb 
Women, from what it has in other Nations % 
thtre is none of the Sex in any other Coun- 
try fo jpaffionately endearing^ or fo capable of 
expremng themfelves in Terms fo lively or fo 
couching. The very Language feems adapt- 
ed to this purpofe, and has a certain Softnels 
in the Mouth of a Woman, which is want- 
ing in others* A Man muft be intirely in- 
fenfiiblei who can withftand the Force of their 
Charms } and I codfefs my felf fo deeply 
wounded at firft, that I left Balls, Operas, 
Playsj and all othet* Diverfions of the Carna- 
val^ to pais a few Moments more agreeably 
with hen This retarded my Journey, and I 
thought no more of going to Venice \ but the 
Father and Mother being returned from Pa-^ 
vioj we were obliged to manage our Inter- 
views with Caution^ the Church, fome pre- 
tended Vifitf , and the Obfcurity of the N ighr, 

G favoured 
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ifn. 1691. (avotired 6ar Purpofe. The WdtnaM wfid 
gave mc the firft Letter^ brought me feveral 
morCi which I ftili preferve, and uke t Ple*« 
fare in reading fometimes> they are foil of 
I'endernefs and Love, and no way inferior to 
thdfe publiOied in the Portttguefi Nuu^s Lave'^ 
l£ iters. The laritatiom I daily feteired from 
my Friends I had p[romifed to meet at f^snicBf 
who were already airrired^ haftened my De* 
partiire; and I was at length obliged to 
leave the Lady, after I had (blemnly pro^ 
mis^d her to pafs through Milan at my Ro* 
turn. 

I took the Road by Breffiaj the firft Tow« 
of that Riepubltck, a Place famoos for im» 
king of Arms; and as I pafied by Ferom^ I 
faw the Amphitheittre, where the Romam 
(bught their wild fioaftsy whofe Remains ari 
more ccmplete than any oftfacr Places of An* 
tiqaity in the World. Vieenfay which is up" 
on the Road, is a handfom Town as well as 
Firona.

It is a moft a^ 
greeaWe Sight from the Pit, to take a View 
of the Ladies in the ftoxes, who are very 
beaotiful, and their Habits fj>arkiing with 
precious Stone's, by the Light of the Flam^ 
beaux> The Machines and D^orationa of 
0ie Thcaciea are genendiy WeU contrived^ 
and no Modey fpared to procure the bed 
Voices 10 Italy . I have known i iooo Diicatd 
givea'to.a ^jiager for the iSeafon of the Cari^ 
naval, who muit be allowed ta have fung tq 
Pcriv£libn. She was called the Bedutiful Mar" 
fftrtita ', and the }ate Duke of Saxcny^ when 
be was at Femce^ was fo charmed with her 
Vo^cey or rather her Beauty and Wit, which 
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was rery extraordinarjTv that he became »-^>vi^2- 
travagaaUy in love with her 5 and put him- 
felf to that £xpence upon her Account; that 
though Jie was a Prince, ike tlrained a gieat 
part 0f hi$ Finances. Not fatisfied with this 
£xtniva|;ancy during the Carnaral, he took 
her with him into his own Dominioni) under 
ptttenCci of finging at the Opera he defigned 
CO eftablifli at J^rep/en or Leipfick. Nothing 
but latere^ could have prevailed upcni her to 
le^ve Fenia^ where ihc was fo well paid > the 
Perlba of 1 the Eleftor not being agreeable e^ 
nough to engage fo beautiful a Creature. She 
ftaid in Samny titt the Death of that Prince, 
and paflM the whole time for his Miftrefs \ but 
his Recoyerjr being dtfpaired of by his Phy* 
iSciana, ibe went privately away with all ihe 
^ad anallcdf fearing they fhould make her 
r^und % part of it after his Death. She 
-jbrougbl her Riches to Italy y and at prefenc 
enjoys a Coach and Six, with an Equipage 
becoming a Prince&» and is univerfally efteem- 
f^d \ which k a convincing Proof, that Riches 
;Uway|x:reate Refpeft,. without any Confide- 
ratioi) whether they are acquired at the £x- ' 
pence pf Q^eputation and Honour. 

TliQi)^ the Women enjoy lefs Liberty in 
Italy than in Franct^ >they fi^ciently recom- 
penfe tbeniolves during the Carnaval, at 
which time (hey have the Privilege of do- 
ing what they pdeafe in Mafquerade Habits, 
fo much in faimoq at that time. 

The Freedom they enjoy ztFemce is greater 
than at any other f^c-y and a Husband does 
not think himlelf a C^ckold, if his Horns 
have been planted at this Scafion. Let a Man 
take all th« «are he can o| ^iis Wife the other 
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i69x-paft of the Year, {he will make her Efcape in 
' the Carnaval j k is the Cuftom, and autho- 
rifed by Law, and thofe who oppofe their 
Wives, feldom find their Account in it; 
which plainly appears from what happened to 
a Mercnant, who lived in the Neighbourhood 
where I lodged. 

His Wife had a Gallant (he had loved a 
long time 5 and the Husband being informed 
of it, was exceeding jealous, and took all pof- 
jGible pains to obferve her Aftions. He was 
not one of thofe who gave his Wife loofe 
Reins, or thought her Infidelity no Crime 
during the Carnaval *, but watched her more 
narrowly at this time, kept her clofe confi* 
ned, and would not fuffer her to be masked. 
As what is moil forbid, generally increases 
the Dcfire, this Woman found an Opportu- 
nity of drcifing herfelf in pifguife, and ftole 
out of the Houfe unperceived by her Hus- 
band, and went diredly to meet her Gallant, 
who probably recompenfcd her for the time 
. ihe had loft. The Merchant upon his Re- • 
turn home, foon perceived fhewas gon^; and 
his Jealoufy infpiring him with the Thought 
of the Place of her Retreat, went diredly to 
the Houfe and fqrprifed them together 5 ihe 
was in hopes of efcaping unknown, by the 
favour of her Mask> but the Husband fnatch^^ 
ing it off without C)ppofition, her Inconftan- 
cy was undeniable, and fhe was obliged to 
follow him home: he only reproached her of 
Infidelity at his Return, and confined her 
more clofely, without farther Severity. Two 
Days after, Ihc found means to cfcape a fe- 
cond time, and went diredUy to the Senate 
with Complaints againft her Husband for pul- 
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_ off her Masky which is deemed facred at if«.i09^. 
the time of theCamava). The Senate fum« 
moned the Husband immediately, to anfwer 
to the Complaints of his Wife. He alledged 
iier Amours in his Juftification, and brought 
authentick Pi^ofs of l\er Inconftancy. out 
all he could urge did not prevent his being 
fined, with a ftrift Injunftion to ask Pardon 
for pulling off her Mask, never to uninask 
her more, or to prevent her going abroad in 
Diiguife for the future.

Thefe Diverfions, and the Facility of fee- 
ing the fair Sex, attracts many Strangers 
to Fenicey and there is little Difficulty in 
fbmung an Intrigue with the young Wo- 
men, who daily appear in Mafquerade, pro- 
vided a OentlemoA is in the lead difguifed. 
The Habits muftbe the fame to be admitted 
into the Bails, Afletnblies, or Ridotto-, which 
lafl Place is £imous for extravagant Gaming, 
and the confiderable Lofles which have hap- 
pened. The noble renetians have the fole 
Privilege of entring undifguifcd, or to keep a 
Bank at BajJittB. Here you may play for a- 
ny Sum, without the Icaft Fraud or Deceit-, 
which has been always remarked of this Place, 
and for that Reafon it has been fo long fup- 
ported. The following Hiftory is an Inftance 
of the Richnefs of thofe Banks. 

The Eleftor of Saxony^ late King of P^ 
foifrf, coming in Difguife to play, fet a Crown 
upon a Card at one of the greatcft Banks \ 
but they refufed to o£fer at (o fmall a Sum.

were fufEcient to defray bia Expcncea at the 
Carnaval. 

Every Perfon does not meet with equal 
Succefs; fome Strangers who bare brought 
confiderable Sums to FeiUiff wkb a Defi^n 
to divert thetnfelves, have prefently loft it. 
I became wife at the Expenee of others, and 
did not think proper to truft Fortune too 
far, having occafion for Money to travel to 
Retfiey where I refolved to be before Holy 
Week. It is the Cvltom for thofe who trar 
yel in J^aly^ and have kept Camaval at l^enue, 
%o keep Lenf at Ro9ne ; either from a Prinetfr 
pie of Religion, to expiate the Sins of the 
Camaval ; or out of Curiofity, to fee the 
Procedions at that time. But before I leave

I canm>t 611^. i;hi$ Article of Fenice with- 
out tektii^ an Adventure which bapp.cn'd to 
a Svfifs whQ lodg'd'att the fame Inn. This was 
the firfl: tiiM he hfid traycU'd out of his owti 
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^«. 1^1. Country ; and he foon becinne acouainted, af 
^ "^ 'he told us, with a Lady of Diftin^ion, con- 
tinually entertain^ us, one while with the 
Force of her Charms, another time with her 
extraordinary Wit, Riches, and Beauty, and 
endeavoured ^to perfuade U9, that (he was in 
love with him to diftraftioh. One Evening 
we were furpfifed to fee hkn come home 
ftript from Head to Foot*, except his Breeches 
and Shirty Which were left him out of Cba* 
rity. At nrft we concluded, that he had dif-^' 
';uifed himfclf with a D^fign to divert u%i 
)\it the contrary foon appeared, and he Itfi- 
genuoufly confefsM he had been robbed by 
his pretended Lady of Quality^ who had de- 
ceived him, and evenaflilted in ftrippinig hifH,- 
with others appointed for that purpofe. Wc 
laughed heartilv at the Trick, but endea- 
voured to affift nim in getting his Money of* 
Clothes, and went next Morning to tbi^ 
Lady's Houfe, who had removed from her 
Lodging, and left the Swifs nothing but Pa- 
tience for his Relief. We all contributed 
to new clothe him, and the Landlord gave 
him credit, till he was re-eftabli(hcd by a Bill 
of Exchange, and then fully refolved never' 
to engage himfelf with ftrange Women for. 
the future. 

Others, more acute than the Sivifsj are' 
often trepanned by the artful Infinuation of 
thefe Women, who are admirably well-skilled^ 
in counterfeiting Perfons of Honour, and fre-. 

?ucntly aflume the Titles of March ionefs and. 
lountefs, hire fplendid Apartments, and keep 
a number of Servants. I went with an £«jf- 
li^ Gentleman who lodg'd with me, to viGc 
9 French Courcifan, who had borrowed the 
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Title of Marchionefs ^(? Lufignan\ ihe fiad ^An.\6iyx. 
very haodfotn Aparcment, three or four Foot? 
men in Livery, a andFi//^ dt Cbambre. As he bad 
not acquainted me with her Charader at firft, 
1 leally believM her to be the Perfon, for 
whom (he afFe&ed to pafs: We play*d at 
Oiii^tf) and' our Converfation was upon lerious 
Affairs during the whole time, in which the 
Lady difcovered a profound Judgment. I was 
very much furprifed afterward, when my In-* 
trodudior aflured me, that the Lady we had 
vifited was a Courtifan, who had borrowed 
the Title of Marchioncfs of Lufignan^ w^iich 
prevented a (ecfond Vifit, for fear of meeting 
v^ith the Adventure of the Swifi^ or perhaps 
another that might be attended with worfe 
Confequence« 

> This Engllfh Gentleman, who was a Knight, 
and his Name IViUiamfon^ was a Perfon of a 
very obligjmg Behaviour, and had a Fund of 
QcMKl^naturey which made his Acquaintance 
extremely agreeable, and having the fame 
Defjgn as my felf of going to Rome^ we de- 
parted togetner when the Carnaval was over. 

This City with its Curiofities have been fo 
often defcribed by different Writers, that I 
ihall avoid giving a Defcription of them. I 
had been at Rjume the Year before j but my 
ihort Stay, and the Nature of my Bufinels 
did not permit me to fatisfy my Curiofity. I 
was more curious at this time, and vifited moft 
of the Places of Antiquity with Attention. 
It is very tedious to fee all the Ruins of an- 
cient R^me^ unlefs a Perfon would make it 
hb ftudy : For my own part, I was foon 
wearv, my chief Delight being to admire the 
the Country Seats of the Cardinals near Rome^

4^.1691. Hours, to bear the Mugck at the Church of 
'the Urfulinesj where I was not fo much at- 
iraftcd by the Swcctnefs of the Voices, as by 
the Beauty 6f aPenfioner belonging to that 
Convent, who Tung with the Nuns. By not 
wearing th6 Habit o( the Order, (he appearM 
unveiled, and a^eSbed to fliew herfelf, in hopes 
of making fome Gonque^ by her Charms 1 
(he was not miftaken^ and had a vaft Con* 
courfe of Admirers, but the DifEculty of Ac- 
cefs to her, from the Severity of the Order, dii^ 
couraged all Thoughts in her Lovers of carry- 
ing on an Intrigue. I was either more in loye^ 
or more impudent than the reft, and the Diffi- 
culties whicn opjposM my Dej^gh, obliged me to 
contrive a thouland Stratagems to lurmount 
them 5 among others I devifed the following. 
I difguifed myfelf in the Habit of a Phy(]cia% 
a^d went to the Convent, defiring to fpcak 
with the Abbefs, who immediately came to the 
Grate. I told her I was a French Phyfician 
lately cpme to Romej and had admirable Se- 
crets for the Cure of moft Difeafes ^ atid 
having particularly devoted myfelf to Con- 
vents, came to offer iny Service, if flie had 
any Nuns who were ill^ adding, that I had 
Hot the lead view of Intere(( in my whole 
Pra&icc. The Abbefs readily gave credit to 
what I faid, thanked me kindly for my cha- 
ritable Offer, and told me (he had two or 
three fick Nuns, but could not pofHbly in* 
troduce me without exprefs Order from the 
Direftor, whofe PermifHon, if I pleafed to 
call the next Day, fhe would endeavour to 
obtain. . I was very pun&ual to the Hour 
appointed, and found ihe had obtained the 
Liberty rcqucfted y then opening the Door ot 
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: Cloifter^ fhe donduded me to vifit the An. \(/)%l 
:k. I aftcd the Phyfician^s Part as Well sis I 
uld, witli a grave Habit aiid a ferious 
>unteflance9 fometimes throwing out a lit-^^ 
! Latin^ to raife in them a better Opiriioti 

vay Capacity, and then prefcrib^d fiich 
rdicines as common Senfe diftated ^ere 
>per for the Direafes : But whether Chance 

the abfolute Goodilefs of my Prcfcriptiofe 
IS the occafion, one of my Patients re- 
ircred in four or five Days. This Succeft 
ablifhed my Reputation in the Convent to 
:h a degree, that there was not a Nun the 
ft difordered, but applied herfelf to me for 
:lief. However this was not my principal 
;fign, my Intent was either to fpeak to, or 

convey a Letter into- the Hands of the 
mtiful Pcnfioner, who had ravifhed me 
:h her Voice, I had the Letter ready, and 
\ beenfevlcral times in the Cloifter with- 
t an Opportunitv of dcHvering it, though 
had often fcen her. At length I was ((^ 
ppy as to meet with a lucky Moment, and 
:retJy flipt the following Letter into her 
ind. 

S it poj/lbk^ Madam^ that ydu could nOt fe- 
fore this time perceive I was no Phyfician^ 
i that the Habit I 'Wear is only a Difguife to 
ve the pleafure of feeing you fometimes^ and of 
king an Opportunity to reveal my Pajffion ? Fa* 
ur me with it^ I conjure you^ and you will Be 
^fible of the "Truth I write ^ and that I am not 
a Rank to dif credit youy or of a Chara^er to 
we you* 
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ifo.1691. to our felves before they returned. The an- 
ful Door-keeper took care to let me out as 
cunningly as me introduced me ; and this fweet 
Commerce lafted a long time unfufpe&ed, till 
another Penfioner who lodged in the fame 
Apartment, furprifed us togetner in her Cham- 
ber, while we thought ihe was at Churchy 
which obliged us to confefi the whole Afiair, 
praying her not to reveal the Secret. The 
• ilrift Friendfliip between them, and the good 
Opinion my Miftrefs had of her Difcretion, 

Erevented the leaft Uneafinefs in her at the 
^ifcovery : But, whether through Jealoufy, 
or a natural Itch of talking, (he Mtiayed her 
Companion, contrary to her Oath, and rela- 
ted the whole ASslit to the Abbeis ^ adding, 
that I was the Phyfician, and the Relation a 
young Man difguifed in Womens Qothes. 
The renfioner was immediately fecured by the 
Superior of the Convent, and after many 
Threats, in confideration of her Family, (he 
was fent privately home, left the Reputation 
of the Convent mould fuffer, by making the 
Affair publick. The Door-keeper foon ac- 
quainted me with the Difcovery which had 
been made, and the Danger to wnich ihe was 
expofed i therefore made her Efcape from the 
Convent, before the Nuns could lay hold of 
her Perfon. 

I gave her a little Money to comfort her, 
and to inform me where the Lady was fent j 
and was a long time, notwithftanding, with- 
out (being or writing; to her ^ but the Door- 
keeper at laft found means to prevail upon 
one of the Servants, not only to deliver my 
Letters, but to procure me the Opportunity 
of fpeaking to her, though fhc was narrow- 



ratcbed at home. The numerous Diffi-^^^.idpi. 
ies I met, had fo inflamed my Paflion,

o& proper to retreat. I have often endea-^ 
ed to renew my Intrigue, but ihe has 
fo clofely confined, that I have not once 
[he Satisfa&ion of hearing from her ikice, 
I obliged to comfort my felf as well as 
lid upon my Difappointment, and to wait 
mother Opportunity of making my For- 
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Jf,t«9%. The Rnili/b Kmght bad another Advet^i 
' turc worth rcUting. As we returned on Horfo- 
back from feeing a Country'^ Seat belonging 
to one of the Cardinals, very famous for the 
Stacttesy we pefceired a beautiful young Lar 
dy, at the Window of a handfom Houle up« 
on the Road. We ftopt a Kttte to obfcrvc 
her^ and after a Salute, asked the favour of 
feeing the Houfc, telling hct we were Fo- 
i^igners, who came to fee the Rarities at 
Mome^ and fdu^ht uJi Opportunities of fatis- 
fying our Curiofity. She anfwered us in « 
very obliging manner, and ordered the Doot 
1:0 be opened, that wc might fee the Houfe. 
We fiiw all that was curious ; but ouf princi'^ 
pal pefign being to fpeak with the Lady, w0 
took the Opportunity under preeence of tfh 
furning her Thanks, and peroeitred by her 
Difcourfe and Behaviotir, that fiie waa Me 
pf thofe Girls, which the Cardiaab incrdft 
with the Care of their Goantry^SeAtl, atl4 
generally ferve for more Purpoies than CMs 
The Knight being very fufceptible of Love, 
and not Icrupulous in his Amours, provided 
the Charms of his Miftrefs were equal to thofe 
of this Lady, was foon in Raptures, aixi 
prefled B^e to return with him the next Day, 
the Houfe being only two Miles diftant fron^ 
Rome. I had the beaatiful Penfioner toor 
much in my Thoughts^ to enter immediately 
upon another Intrigue 1 therefore he went ^- 
lone, and fu(irceeded happily in his AmooTi 
being feldom a Day without paying her t 
Vifit.

3ut, tp fpeak Truth, this laft Epithet t>e- 
' longing to ^««r, is fo ill adapted, that I 
ihouM imagine it was given in Derifion ^ for, 
10 my opioion, it is not only the mod cor- 
rppt City jin Italy ^ but in the whole World. 
Aaulterv, Fornication, Sodomy, fubtle an4 
artful Thffts, and even Mur4er itfclf, to be 
revenged of ap ^nemy, pafs imregarded, there 
being leldom any Execution for luch Crime;* 
Vice is become fo habitual, by the Negli- 
gence of the £rft Popes, that all their Suc- 
cci^ors who hav^ pffered at a Remedy for it, 
have m\(^9xiioAp This extends not only to 
the Laity, but to the Clergy, who for the mofk 
part triumph jip their Debauches, without ta- 
king the leajEt care to conceal them > which 
fs chiefly owing to the Greatncfs of their 
Number, and the Smalhiels of their Reve- 
nues, whence thej are often reduced to in- 
decent Methods K>r a Livelihood* I haye 
been frequently apcQjted in the Streets bv

1 ftaid longer at Rome than I defigned, oc- 
cafioned by my own Intrigue, and the Eng' 
Jijb Knight's waiting for Letters from jEig- 
land J who was refolved to accompany me to 
furin. At laft receiving the Remittances he 
cxpefted, and having Wews my felf from 
Piemont^ that Preparations were making to 
begin the Campaign, we fet out togethcTi 
with a R4efolution to pafs a few Days at Fh* 
f^nce. 

The grand Duke of I'ufcanji who receives 
all Strangers of Diftindion with Civility, 
entertained us the moft handfomly imagma- 
ble. I had the Honour of being known to 
him the Year before j and he would not per- 
mit us to eat out of his own Place, during 
the whole time of our Stay at Florence. The 
publick Div.erfions were very few at this time-, 
the Seafon was improper, and the Marriage 
of his Daughter with Prince Neubourg^ the 
prefent Duke, being celebrated the preceding 
Year with all poffible Magnificence, had ex- 
haufted their Stock of Diverfions. There is 
% va^ number of Rarities to be feen in this 
City, whicph is one of the fined in Italy} 
but I obferyed nothing fo curious, as a large 
Diamond which the Duke fometimes wears 
upon his Hat, and is cfteemed the fineft and 
l»rgcft StoRc of the fort ip the World. He

is the richeft Prince in Italy^ and the great- An. 169%. 
eft Merchant. Trading is no Difhonour to ' ' 

the Nobility in this Country ^ the Sovereign 
fets the Example, and delights in the Com- 
pany of the moft confiderable Merchants in 
bis Dominions. 

From Fhrence^ we went to Modena and 
Parma^ where we ftaid incognith^ and from 
thence to Milam.

liie End of the Third Tsrt. 
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E came Poft to Turiti, at the time. 
Preparations were making for the 
Campaign, - which not beginning 
fo foon as was expe&ed, occafion- 
ed the Mifcarriagc of our grand 
Defigm. France improved the Advantage of 
this Delay, and only kept a few Battalions in 
the Mountains to guard the principal Pafles, 
while /he put her Defigns in Execution in 
Germany and Catalonia^ and then flood upon 
the defenfivc in rhofe Places, from whence 
Ihe fcnt confidcrable Detachments into Pie- 
monty which arrived foon enough to oppofe 
tiic Army of the Allies, or to conquer it. 
This prevented us from maintaining ourfelvcs 
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}» -Daapbittf th^ kft Campaign, and from ta- 
jcifig Po£bffion of Pigmrol this Year, not be 
iDg in i Condition to execute our Defigns 
before the Succours, detached from Catalo* 
nia and ^ Ubiney had joined Mr. de Ca^ 

The Frmcb bad fent a Fleet to Sea in the 
beginning of the Spring, confiding of twen-» 
ty Men of War, and ibme Firefhips, under 
the Command of the Count D'Eftriey with 
a Defigo to deftroy the Spanijb Fleet in the 
Port of Baia^ near the City of Naples. The 
Stratagem made ufe of upon this Occafion, 
would have been admirable, had it fucceed* 
ed. Admiral Papacbin daily expe&cd. to be 
joined by an Englijb and Dutch Squadron $ 
and Mr. D^Efiries being apprized of it, had 
boiftied Engfifb and Dutch Colours upon bis 
firft Appearance, thinking by this means to 
enter eajGily into the Port. But that Vicer 
Admiral being betray'd by his Correrpondenc 
on hoixA the SpMtJb Fleet, he found all things 
(b well difpofed to receive him, that he was 
obliged to return to Marfeilks. 

As the French apprehended a fccond Inva<- 
fion this Year (which might have been better 
executed than the former, while the Troops 
which had ferved under Mr. de Catinat were 
employed in GertMny and Catalonia) the Mar- 
shal pofTefled himfelf of the mod confidera- 
ble Pafles, by which they might enter into 
Dauphin^j while he guarded the Pafs of Fem^' 
ftnltes. At the fame time he caufed the Val- 
ley of Barcelonetta to be attacked by Mr. de 
la Raye^ who foon became Mailer of it, and 
made other Detachments, that pofreiTed them- 
ielves of the reH of the Pafles.

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if».i<93. But this wts not the Duke of Savoy's Dc- 
fign ) be was willing to improve the Abfence 
o( the Enemy, by the Reduftion of Pignerol^ 
and in the Month of July blocked up the 
Places and when he had uken poflcflion of 
Peroufe and fome Redoubts, which favoured 
the Communication of the French Army with 
the Town, he refolvcd to befiege it. This 
might have been executed without taking 
St. Brigidey but, as it was neceflary to cdme 
on that Side to attack the Citadel, he be^eged 
that Fort in form, and carried it in a Fort* 
night, the Garrifon having time to retire into 
the Town. 

Being Mafters of this Poft, the Defign was. 
to attack the Citadel and 1 own at the ikme 
time, and to remove that Thorn from his 
Royal Highncfs, which had remained fb long 
in the Heart of his Country: Bat upon the 
News that Mr. de Caf inat v^ovld foon be re- 
inforced to oppofe the Siege, they changed 
the Attack into a Blockade and a Bombard- 
ment. The Spaniards bombarded the Town, 
but the Imperialifts and Piemontefe could not 
reach the Citadel with their Mortars, though 
the Bombs thrown from that Place went over 
our Batteries J which pi'ocecded from the 
Fault of the Mortars or Bombs, and not firom 
Treachery, as was fuppofed. 

After the Englijh Knight, who accompani- 
ed me in my Voyage, had feen the Nature of 
an Army and a Siege, he paflcd by Switzer^ 
land and Germany into his own Country. Wc 
had contradted fo ftrift a Friendfliip together, 
' that he obliged me to promife him that 1 would 
come to England^ afToon as the Peace was 
concluded. He gave me prpper Dire&ions

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to find him; but you will fee hereafter how if». 1693. 

Erecarious the Fricndflup of the En^lijh is,^- — — ' 
y the . Reception I met with in his own 
Country. 

Cazal had been partly blocked ujp the whole 
Winter, by the Spanijh Quarters, but fufFered 
a clofer Reftraint from the beginning of the 
Campaign, by the Redoubts which were rai- 
fed in feveral Places around it, and the Re- 
duAion of the Caftle of 4$*/. George^ which was 
poflefled by the Marquis de Leganez. The few- 
Troops which formed the Blockade, could not 
prevent the Garrifon's being fupplied withPro- 
Vifions from tjie Country, notwithftanding 
the Severity of the Punifhment inflifted upon 
thofe who were detefted. 

The confiderable Reinforcements of Troops, 
Mir. de Catinat impatiently expe6ted, being at 
length arrived, towards the end of ,Septembery 
that General abandoned the Mountains, and 
marched into the Plain to relieve Pignerol^ or 
to offer Battle, and performed both. As the 
Duke's Army confifted only of 20 or 2f 000 
Men, it was impoffible to maintain the Poft; 
they refolved therefore to retire under the 
Cannon of 2«ri», or to repafs the P^; But 
it was now too late, the French being come 
up with them at QrhaJJan^ it was impoffible 
to avoid coming to a Battle, notwithftanding 
the Inequality of the Numbers; dr rather, 
they did not endeavour to avoid it, thinking 
it a Diflionour to fly, or believing they might 
gain a Viftory over the Enemies Army, whicji 
was fatigued by long Marches. 

That famous Battle was fought on the 4th 
of OSobetj in the Plain of MarfailleSj near 
Qrhajfan. The Army of the Allies performed

f^'J^] Wonders in the Beginning, an^ was WtSkori* 
^-''^r^'-^ ous in every Attack j but the Spanijh Caval- 
ry, which was compofcd of Italians^ bein^ 
put to flight, the French penetrated on that 
fide, and attacking the right Wing in Front 
and Rear, who had before thought thcm- 
fclvcs Conquerors, obliged them to fly, to- 
gether with the Center of the Army. This 
happened after a moft obftinate Fight, "which 
was dear to the Conquerors, as wen as tlie 
Vanquifhed I mul^l do Juilice to the loipo^ 
rial and Religionary ^Troops, who diftinguifll- 
cd themfelves upon this Occafion, beyxxod 
what n)ight naturally be cxpefted. The Com- 
putation amounted to 4000 killed and wound- 
ed on the French fide, and 6oco of the Al- 
^ lies, befides a great- number taken Prifoneo. 
The Duke cxpofed himfelf in this Battle, ^ac- 
cording to Cuftom $ but had the good Fajf*- 
tunc not to be wounded. Many brave Oc* 
ncrals did not efcape fo well 5 Prince Ctm^ 
merci was wounded, and the Duke of Schom-^ 
herg wounded and taken Prifoner, and fent to 
Turin upon his Parole, where he died of his 
Wounds. 

As the Seafon was far advanced, the French 
could not reap the fame Advantage from this 
Viftory, as they might have done in the be^ 
ginning of a Campaign. They feemed to caft 
an Eye upon Coni\ but his Royal Highness 
faved that Place by throwing a good Garn- 
fon into it, and into other Places liable to be 
attacked J therefore this memorable Battle lit 
Italy clofed the Campaign. 

The Allies were every where uniuccdsful. 
The King of England and the Elcftor of 
Bavarialofc theTambus Battle of Neertvindeny 

a Vidory 
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a Vi&ory which coft the French very dcar^ An. 169^ 
as wdl as the Battle of MarfaiUes. The Spa* 
niards loft Rofes^ after the Trenches had been 
but nine Days opened, and the Germans Hei* 
delberg^ which was taken at the firft Onfet| 
and had it not been prevented by the Con- 
du&. of Prince Lewis of Baden^ who flopped 
the Dauphin at Heilbren^ that Prince would 
hav6 penetrated into the Heart oi Germany}. 
Their Fortune at Sea was the fame; the 
Marihal de,TourvUle taking a large Number 
oi EngJiJb and Dutch Merchant Ships upon 
the- Coall of Spain, under the Convoy of Vice 
Admiral Reok tor Smyrna. 

The Marquis de Montlrun^ whofe Amours 

we have mentioned before, was dangeroufly 

wounded ac the Battle oi Orbajjan. He ha^ 

ever fince carried on his Intrigue y/ith Madam 

ie /^(prriif, . which had occafi6ne4, her Dif 

.grace. His Royal Highnefs had long refufod 

to fee her, or to liften to her pretended Jufti- 

ficatioci, and copdnued his Amour with the 

Lieutenant Colooers Lady \ but ^he facetious 

and engaging Behaviour of his former iMiir 

trels, made it impoflible to forfake her^ and 

he returned to her again, after (he had faith*

* ^Thc Opportunities he took chiefly tcr vifiC 

her were during the Campaign i he left the 
Army, and came incognith to Turin^ when he 
knew his Royal Highnefs was in the Camp. 
The Prince, who fometimes took a Tour pri- 
vately himfelf, would have furprifed him a 
fecond time with the Countefs, if timely no* 
ticc had not given him an Opportunity of 
hiding himfelfV The Duke's Condufl and hit 
Miftrefs's was the fame, and tho' he began tp 
vifit her again, he fecretly continued his other 
Intrigue. Madam de Verrue was too cunning 
not to pay him in his own Coin, or to .re*, 
linquifh her Pretenfions to Mr. de Monthrtm. 
He lov*d her to excefs, and being ienfible 
that fhe efleemed a Man of Courage, which 
he naturally was, he expofed himfelf fo raihty 
in the Battle, with a defign to recommena 
himfelf to her, that he received a dangerous 
Wound, of which he died fomc Days after 
at ^urin. 

The Countefs was under the greateft Con- 
cern at the News of his Wound, and though 
ihe was miftrefs of the Art of Diffimuhtion^ 
Ihe could not conceal her Grief, or refrain 
vifiting him in difguife, when ihe expre(s*d 
her Defpair in the moft pathetick Terms > 
tender Paflion could fugged:. He diftatcd % 
Letter to her before his Death, which I have 
fince feen in the hands of a Perfon, whom 
he intrufted with his Amours j it was very 
paflionately exprefled, and concluded by aflir-- 
ring her that he died her moft faithful htiioiy 
ble Servant.

^\\ of Billets Joux^ Jewels and other Prcknti^MiiA^ft 
he had received from the Countefs, which 
he had the Precaution to fend back itnmedi- 
atehr before his Death, to prevent a future!. 
Dilcovery of the Intrigue. The Bearer being 
known to the Duke, was furprifed by him, 
as he came out of the Houfe, which raifed a 
itufpicion in his Royal Highnefs, that he had 
delivered a MefTage to her from him, and was 
(oon fatisfied of the truth, when he found 
Madam de Perrue in Tears, who was reading 
the Letter fhe had juft received. At the fight 
of the Prince, (he threw it into the Fire^ 
thinking to burn it ; but he had time enough 
to take it out before it was quite confumed^ 
and the Remains which he read were fufficienC 
to convince him that the Colonel had not 

Sailed for his Rival without fome Reafoii< 
ut the Duke^ in Confideration of the Efteeift 
he had forhim^ and of his^ Death which food 
followed, pardoned the Countefs's Grief, ahd 
the Tears me had {hed upon that Occafion. 

After the Lofs of the Battle of Orbajfan^ 
the Duke of Savo/s Council was chiefly em* 
ployed in the Difcovery of a Method to re* 
pair the damage fuftained, and in endeavoring 
to raife an Army againft the next Vear^ 
more numerous than the former. Orders Werd 
' ijnmediately given to recruit the Regiments^ 
and make them complete > and at the fame 
time. Advice of the Defeat of their Arm/ 
was fent to all the Courts of the Allies, whetd 
they folicited for Men and Money, without 
which it was impoilSlble to defend the Remain-' 
der of that Princess Dominions from an In* 
vafion the next Year. Each Court gave hif 
Royal Highnefs a Promife of what he defir*df . 

I though 
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JlkiiS^^^ though few obfcrved it. ^ The King of Eng' 
' land not only augmented his Troops with feme 
Regiments, but mcreafed the Penlion granted 
the Duke to foooo Crowns, This Sum was 
regularly paid, while the Spaniardsy who had 
promifed Millions, were feveral Years in Ar» 
rear, as well as the Emperor. Thefe two 
Powers made fome Remittances however td 
Turin^ and augmented his Troops with a few 
Regiments; but this Reinforcement not be- 
ing fufficient, and the Duke having a defire 
ft>r fome Troops of Brandenbourg^ was pleaied 
to charge me with the Commiflion. I fet 
out for Berlin at the End of the Year, with 
full Power to folicit for thofe Troops, zsA 
to agree upon the Conditions of their March, 
and their Maintenance. 

I foon arrived at Berlin^ and fucceeded in 
my Negotiation, the Ele&or being heartilf 
difpofed to affift the Duke of Savoy to the 
utmoft of his Power, as he was fully per- 
fuadtd that the Diverfion occafioned oy the 
Troops in Italy was as prejudicial to the 
French^ as the War in Flanders^ by reafbn of 
the Expence in tranfporting Neceflaries from 
DauphinS and other Provinces, and the Mor- 
tality and Defertion which generally attended 
their Army, befides the Lofles they fuftained 
by the Faudois^ and the Peafants in the Moun- 
tains. I had no reafon to be difple'afed with 
my Stay at Berlin^ where I could pais my 
time in the Winter as agreeably as at any 
of the Courts of Germu ny or Italy. The Elec^ 
trefs, who is a beautiful young Princcfe, tiusd 
naturally gay, did not a little contribute to 
all the Divcrfions, with fome other Princes 
and Princeflcs, iivho were then at the Court. As 
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to tile tsicAot^ he employed himfeif More ih^flr.i^ 
his Clofec, and iti Affairs of State, than in 
Pleafures. Mr. D^nkelman was his Favouritei 
tnd one of his firii: Minifters at that time, 
through whofe Hands all Bufinefs paOed) 
buc fats Fall and Difgrace, which happened 
about the fame time as thait of Coixnc Binsi 
firft Minifter to the Duke of Savoy^ fuffici- 
ently dlfcovers the Uncertainty of Courts^ 
and that he^ who is raifed to the higheft 
Dignities out of the Duft, runs the hazardi 
of returning to his former nothing. 

Mr. Dankehnan was notwichftanding sK t^er* 
fon of conTiimmate Underftanding in Statd 
AfiBursi and whether his Ele&oral Highnefs^ 
the ji^relenc King of Pruffia^ made ufe of him 
for a Spunge, as the Fafhion is with other 
Sovereigns^ that is, to let him fuck the Pco- 
^ki and then fquee^e out all his Subftance 
lor himfelf^ or whether he was gniity of 
tirhat he was accufed, it is very certain, that 
the Fate df Men of hxi Abilities, who have 
taifed themfdves to that Height^ is always 
to be pitied. 

At that time, the Bombardment of Raiz^ 
ffwrg was much talked of at the Court of thc^ 
t.lcS:or, and the intirc Ruin of the Place' 
could rtot be prevented, only by granting the 
Demolition of its Fortifications to the King 
of Denmark. The Affair of the Duke of^ 
Hanover^ to whom the Emperor had granted' 
the perpetual Titfe of Elcttor, and the Op- 
]^fition of the difTenttng Princes, emrployed 
the Minftcrs of that Court, ^ much as the 
thoughts of completing their Regiments^ 
^hich had fuflfered at the Battle of Landau^

ifi».f693. Thcfc Affkirs did not prevent my obtain- 
' ing three of the bed and neatefl Regiments 
belonging to the Elcftor, which were to join 
another Regiment of Brandenbourg^ alreacly in 
. the Service of the Duke, and to be under the 
Command of Prince Charles^ Brother to the 
Eledldr: Prince Cbrijlian^ another Brother, 
was to ferve under him as Volunteer, and 
Mr. de Farenne a General-Officer, was to fervc 
under that Prince. The Marriage of this 
General made a great Noife in the World at 
that time. ! 

Mr. de Farenne being quartered at Nivelk 
in Flanders^ with his own Regiment, and fome 
others under his Command, fell defperately 
in Love with the Canonefs of the Abby in 
that Place. It is generally known that the 
CanoneiTes of Mms^ Maubeuge^ and Nivelk* 
are Perfons of Diftin&ion, and never received' 
till after a Trial of fome confiderable time. 
They are not confined like other Nuns, but 
quit the Habit of the Order, afToon as they 
return from Church, drefs like other Wo^ 
men, and go out when they pleafe. Gallanr 
try generally reigns in its full Luflre among 
thefe Ladies, who have the Liberty of mar^ 
rying whom they pleafe ; but their Fortunes 
not being anfwerable to their Rank, they fcl- 
dom have the Opportunity of ma!rrying to 
Advantage. 

The Marquis de Farenne was of the French 
Nation, and a very accomplifh'd Gentleman; 
and though not very young, was ftill agreea- 
ble enough to engage the Ladies. The Ca- 
nonefs foon became fenfible of his Lovej (he 
was a Perfon of Wit, perfeftly engaging^ 
and paiTed for the Beauty of the Convent; 

but 
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but admitted nothing, contrary to the ftrift- >*»• ^^3 
eft RuJcs of Virtue. The General, having ' ^ 
the Liberty of feeing his Miftrefs as often as 
he pleafed, at length grew weary of his Pla- 
tonick^Love, and perhaps the Canonefs was 
no lefs weary than himfelf; but her Virtue 
always remained an impregnable Barrier. If 
Mr. de Farenni had been unmarried, and they 
had both been of the fame Religion, this 
Match would have met with no Difficulty | 
but with thefe two grand Impediments, ic 
was generally thought impofllble. But what 
Ends cannot Love obtain, or what Obftacles 
can it not remove ? Here are two, which 
feem unfurmountable, yet thefe Lovers eafily 
conquered them both. 

The Canonefs began firft, by confenting 
that the Marquis fhould take her away from 
the Convent, and by changing her Religion. 
^fter (he had made this Step, the General 
began to think of removing the other Obfta- 
cle^ Madam ^e Varenne^ being forced qbc 
of France with him^ upon account of Reli- 
gion, foon returned^ under pretence of her 
Husband's Infidelity. He made ufe of her 
Return, to obtain leave to be married to the 
Canonefs 5 and reprefented to the Court, 
and to the Proteftant Synods, that his Wife 
having left him without Rcafon, to return to 
France^ he had fummoned her feveral times, 
but fhe had refufed to comply, and therefore 
defired the Liberty of taking another Wife. 
The Synods and the Luiheran Confiftories, as. 
well as the reformed, were divided in Opi- 
nion, fome maintaining, that if his Wife re-, 
fufed to come back after another Summons, he 
had a right to marry again. This was the 

I } Opi- 
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yf9. 1693. opinion of the Eleftor^ but moft of t!ii 
^ Clergy and Minifters of State were of a con? 
trary Sentiment. The Prince fixed a time 
for him to wait for the Marchionefs de Fih 
rennej who was at Metz^ and the Eleftor 
wrote to her hitnfelf to oblige her to return| 
(offering to procure her a PafTport from the 
Court of France \ but the Lovers, who were 
imp^ticqt at the length of time, married be* 
fore it expired, which fo difobliged the 
Prince, that the General was fome time ii| 
Difgrace. But Madam de Varetme not aq- 
fwering the Summons, the laft Marriage was 
^confirmed, which would have been diublved| J 
lf ihe had appeared within the limited time* 
The Marquis de Varenne and his new Ladf 
were foon reflored to Favour, and madethetf 
Appearance at Court, where (he was la % 
faoxt time univerfally beloved, and all De- 
f(^s in the JMarriage intirely forgot, as oauci) 
)ipon account of the Religion fhe had cm« 
jbriced, wherein (he appeared very zealoiiS| 
as for her extraordinary Civility, and Sweet* 
nefs of Temper. Though I refolved to con- 
fine my fclf to Italy^ in my Hiftories of Gal? 
jantry, I could pot let this efcape, fince the 
Klarquis de Varenne and his Lady have held a 
ponfiderablc Rank in Pimgnt the laft Years or 
fhe War. 

Having received the Approbation and Rati- 
fication from 7'urin of all that I had negotiate^ 
for, I fet out from Berlin^ and nothing haft* 
ning my Journey, I took this Opportunity 
pf feeing the qipft copfiderablc Tpwns upoi!| 
fhe Road. 

The Civilities I received from the Duke of 
fFsrtefnkerg^ oWigcd me to ftay fomc Days t| 




that Court He was at this time a yomg^ff.i69ii 
Prince, about 18 or 19 Years old, and fo ad- 
di&ed to his Pleafures, that to gratify them, 
no Expencc was too great. 

The Duke Adminiftrator, his Uncle, had 
been furprifed the preceding Year, and taken 
Prifoner, with the Corps under his command, 
by a Detachment from the French Army, and 
was carried Prifoner to Fer/ailleSy where the 
King releas'd him without Ranfom, after a 
chouiand Marks of Civility, and fent fomc 
Propoiitions of Peace by him for the Empe- 
ror and the Empire, which were foon after 
pubUlhM by the Frencb. At his Return, he 
went direftly to Vienna to give an Account 
of his Condu& ; but met with a cold Recep- 
tion from his Imperial Majefty, who was in- 
cenfed that he had charged himfelf with fucb 
« Commiffion, and fufpe&ed his good Xiti" 
derftanding with the Enemv, by fufFering 
bimfelf to be fo eafily furpriied, and by the 
Civilities he had received from the French 
Court. He therefore declared the young 
Prince Major, though he was under Age, 
without permitting his Uncle to fpeak in his 
pwn Juftification \ and not only deprived him 
of the Adminiftration of the State of Wir' 
temberg^ but excluded him the Service. 

As 1 pafied through the Palatinate^ I faw 
part of the Ravages committed by the French 
Army, which had reduced moil of the prin- 
cipal Cities and Villages to Afhes, tftrtenh^ 
berg only efcaping, by paying a Contribution 
of a hundred thoufand Crowns yearly. 

My Lord Galloway arrived at this rime 
from England J to fuccecd the Duke' of Schom^ 
berg. That General was well known 'vaFtancf^ 
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>Ar,i693.by the Title of Marcjuis de Ruvigny, he wtf 
a Man of extraordinary Capacity in Nego- 
tiations, and a confummate rolitician, whofe 
engaging Affability foon made him univerlal? 
ly eueemed ) and the Duke himfelf confided 
in his Advice, preferably to that of his own 
Minifters, not only in Affairs of War, but 
in thofe of his own Dominions. He was t 
Perfon who undcrftood how to employ his 
Talents, and the Confidence the Duke had 
placed in him, for the Service of his MzftcVf 
being the firft who difcovered the fecret Inr 
trigues of that Prince with the Court of 
France^ which we fliall fee in its proper 
Place. 

Since I had broke off all Commerce with 
Madamoifelle de Piombinij I had no particu* 
]ar Engagement at Turing therefore was fz^ 
tisfied with going to the ordinary Aflcmbliea. 
But, as Gaming (my utmoft Averfion) gene-» 
rally prevails in thofe Afiemblies, I cndea* 
vourcd to find a Place, where I could pafs my 
time more agreeably, and comfort my felf for 
the Lofs of my beautiful Raman and Milanefey 
with whom all Correfpondence had infenfibly 
dropt, and at length I found an Opportunity 
f o my Satisfadtion. 

As I happened to be at the Countefs de U 
Jioque\^ a Lady I fometimes vifited, I faw the 
Wife of a Counlellor of the Senate of I'urinj 
with whofe Sprightlinefs of Wit and Gaiety 
f)f Convcrfation I was extremely delighted^ 
• though her Beauty was not extraordinary,' 
Her Behaviour had been fo engaging, that I 
defircd the Liberty of feeing her home, which 
Offer fhe readily accepted. Her Husband was 
eld, and 'reputed a little jealous 3 but a$ Hip 
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had the Aicendanc over him at hAne, it gave ^«« i^)*. 
her no Uncafincfs. I was pleafcd with her at 
the firft Sight, in a fliort time I fell in Love 
with her, and with fomc Diligence and Ap- 
plication ibon made her fenfible of ic. The 
Husband often found me with his Wife, who 
did not offer to conceal my conftant Vifits, 
being fully refolved not to be under any Re* 
ftraint. 

In this manner I faw her for fome timc^ 
and not only loved her, but had a particular 
Efleem for her Virtue. She leemed fond of 
an Intrigue, only for the Pleafureof Loving, 
and thb Pride of having a Gallant, without 
exceeding the Bounds ofModefty, being al- 
ways rctervcd in her Paffion, Convcrfation, 
and other little Liberties common to Lovers. 
I was exceedingly pleafed with this manner 
of making Love y and as fhe wanted neither 
Judgment nor Wit, fhe had the Art of giv^ 
ing it that Reliih, which is fo pleafant and 
agreeable to an Intrigue of this Nature. 

I was one Day under the greateft Surprife 
and Adoniihmeht on a fudden, when fhe 
made me a Propofal of Marriage. I asked 
her Meaning, and whether (he had forgot fhe 
was married? and foon comprehended by her 
Pifcourfe, that her Defign was to carry off 
what Money ihe could, and efcape with me 
into France. I reprefented to her the Folly 
of her Defign, and that the War would not 
prevent the Infli&ion of the fame Punifliment 
in France^ fhe was liable to in Piemont. She 
feemed fatisfied with my Reafons > but what 
flie had mentioned before, was only a Prepa- 
rative to a qnor^ cruel Propo^tipn> which hep 
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if«* 1693. Hatred to tier Husband had made her fog* 

gcft. 

Whea I Taw her the next Day, (he repeat* 
cd what (he had advanc'd the Eyening be*' 
fere, and farther propofed the Aflaffioation o( 
her Husband. I trembled at the very Thought^ 
and employed all the Eloquence I was maflber 
of, to difluade her from fo bafe an AC 
This did not prevail ; {he declared there 
no Fear of being difcovered, and that* more 
private Method might be ufed} without car* 
pofing my felf, if I would promife to manrv 
ner ; fhe meant by Poifon. I was as muck 
ftartlcd at this Propofal as the former, and 
not only abfolutely refuted to marry a Per* 
ion, who could be capable of entertaining 
Thoughts of fuch a nature, but exprefled at 
much Indignation and Diidain for her, as I 
had done Hove before ^ declaring, it (hould 
be the laft time I would fee her, and that all 
I could do, was to keep the Propofals fecret^ 
and then retired, leaving her in the utmoft 
Defpair. 

She fince endeavoured, by all poffible mc^ns^ 
to engage me to vific her, which I abfolutely 
refufod : This Refufal drove her to the fcve- 
reft Extremity 5 and whether through Def- 

5 air or Revenge, or the Apprebenfion that I 
lould difcover her barbarous Defign, fhe hi- 
red a Soldier of the Guards, who, with three 
of his Comerades, were to take away my 
Life, and make the Attack pafs for a Ren* 
counter, tha.c the Author of it might not be 
difcovered. 

Several Days paflcd, before an Opportu- 
nity offered to execute their Defign j but as 
) fcturwd home by my felf one Evening, I 




wru followed by four Men, wbo gaye me ^.1693. 
fomt Sofpicion, and obferving, that they^ 
paflcd ana repafled by my fide, was convinced 
of their Incention. I took no Notice of 
them, till I came near an Inn, where fome 
Officers of my Acquaintance were at Dinner, 
jand then asked them the Reafon they follow- 
icd me, but had no fooner fpoke, than they 
fXi four drew their Swords > I defended my 
felf as well as I could, and calling aloud to 
the Officers, they foon came to my Affiftanct> 
The Soldiers all fled, except one I had woun« 
ided, who fell upon the Spot, and proved to 
be the very Perfon ihe had hired. He was 
<arriied to the neareft Surgeon to be drefled 
pf his Wound, where he confeiTed the whole 
Matter, in the Prefence of feviral Witncfles, 
fxid died in a few Davs. 

As foon as the Lady found her Villany was 
4eted:ed, (he fled into a Nunnery, where the 
Immunity of the Place prevented the Seizure 
of her Perfon. Though I did not offer to 
profecQte )ier my felf, the Judges commenced 
la Profecution againft her, by Order from 
Court, in which my Appearance was abfo- 
)utely required, and I was obliged to declare 
i^hat Ihc had formerly propofed to me, with 
relation to her Husband. The good old 
Man, upon this News, came to return mc 
Thanks for the care I had taken of his Life, 
and feemed refolve^l to profecute her with the 
Qtmoft Rigour of the Law : But, whether 
through Love to his Wife, or a Difpofition 
naturally peaceable, he was willing to ftiflc 
an Afiair of this nature, which publickly ex- 
pofed his Family, and folicited her Difchargo 
fxm t|ic Cpj^yei^t, a^ hgr R?turn home. 
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Jim.i693* HcrRelcafc, however, met with fomfc Ob^; 
ftacles, till the AfFair was moderated at Court^j 
by the Reputation he had in the Senate, of 
"which he was one of the moft ancient Mem- 
bers. I have fince often met her in Company 
by Accident, but always declined fpeaking ta 
her) and, to all Appearance, {he has lived, 
with her Husband ever fince without Re-, 
proach. The three other Soldiers were ar-: 
rcfted, but I intercccded with the Duke for, 
their Pardon, which I eafiW obtained. TbuS: 
this AfFair ended, which anords a flagrant In- 
fiance, how far the Love or Hatred of a Wo-, 
man may extend, ; 

The Senate of 7ir/», which rcfembles the, 
Parliament of Paris^ had an AfFair of Gallan* 
try to be decided at that time. Madam ♦ * *• 
was married to Mr. Santus the Secretary oC 
the Town, who being fuperannuated, confe- 
quently ran the hazard of not having his^ 
Wife to himfelf; though her Amours, and, 
the Number of her Gallants were the com-. 
mon Subjeft of Converfation, her Husband- 
being very prudent, was contented among 
many others in the fame condition, and a^ 
long as matters flood thus, pafTed it over in 
Silence. But when his Lady happened to be 
delivered of a Child, notwithflanding he had 
not concerned himfelf with her for above two 
Years, he demanded a Divorce, declaring the 
Child illegitimate. His Wife maintained tho 
contrary, offering to prove, that her Hus-. 
band had not been fo long abfent from her. 
They both publickly appeared before the 
Judges, where the Husband gave a long Ac- 
count of his Wife's Intrigues, proving him- 
felf a Cuckold very ?mtheAtiqkly. This Evi^ 
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dtnce, thoagh very ^Icar, not being fuffi- 40.169}^ 
cient, he was obliged to fwear that he had ^ 
lived fo long withdlit having any Commerce 
^ith.his Wife I and having taken his Oath, 
and excufed his Im potency on account of his 
Age, the Judges granted his Requeft, and de«- 
clared the Child illegitimate. Her own In- 
lereil) and that of her Relations could not 
prevent this Sentence j after which Ac reti- 
red to Milan^ hoping to hide her Shame more 
^ffe^ually in fo populous a City. 
I The three ^Brandeniourg^ Regiments, I had 
negotiated for, arrived in Piemont^ having 
pafled through Germany in very fevcre Wea- 
ther ; his Royal Highnefs reviewed them, and 
found them in good Order 3 after which they 
^ bad .Quarters of Refreihment aiS^ned them, 
till the beginning of the Campaign^ which 
^as to be very early in the Spring. 
- ; The two Princes oi Brandenbourg^ Brothers 
!tp the Ekftpr, arrived in Piemont foon after 
jdie Regiments 3 and as I had the Honour of 
being acquainted with them at Berlin^ the 
JDuke deputed me to meet them, with a Com- 
pliment from his Royal Highnefs. They 
.were two handfom young Princes, who want- 
ed neither Judgment nor Wit. Prince Charles j 
!the elder of the two, was guilty of fome Ex- 
travagancies during the time he was at Court, 
which being chiefly the EfFeds of Love, 
were more excufable at his Age. The great- 
eft Folly that Prince committed, was his 
Marriage with the Countefs de Salmoure^ the 
Widow of a Captain of Dragoons, an Al- 
liance which made fo great a Noife in the 
.World, and occailoned k> much Grief to the 
Elcftor.

Jh. ifi^j. That Intrigue has been varioufly fepottdf 
and the Italians^ I have been told, have eyeil 
framed it into a Romance, which, without 
regard to the Truth of Hiftory, confifts ol 
Adventures invented intirdy for the Dive^ 
fion of the Reader, as is common in Piecei. 
of that fort. I ihall therefore relate it in a 
few W ords as it happened, being acquainted 
with that Hiftory from the very Origin. 

Prince Charles being at that time betweed 
twenty -two and twenty-three Years of Age^ 
had not been long at the Court of Turin^ be^ 
fore he was fmitten. At firft he loved a Lfk 
dy who was very beautiful, but wanting th< 
Countefs Je Salmoure's Wit, a Qualification 
which this Prince preferred to Beauty, at drt 
fecond Sight of th6 Widow, he quitted Idi 
former Miftrefs, who had made but a flight 
Impreflion upon his Heart. This Lady,* Uif^f 
not a perfeft Beauty, had the mod engaging 
Behaviour imaginable, accompanied with tM 
utmoft Sweetnefs of Temper and Complai* 
fance, which Perfedions lb captivated thC 
Prince, that he became extravagantly in Love^ 
and fpared neither Expence, foft Expreflionfa 
or Affiduicy, to gain the Heart of his M^ 
crefs. What Woman could refift a younC 
Prince, who loved to that Excefs, and be* 
ftowcd his Favours and Prefents in fo gene^ 
rous a manner ? Madam de Salmoure^s Heart 
was not long inflexible, and ihe at laft fell m 
Love with the Prince, or perfuaded him ihe 
had. Though he was extremely pleafed ac 
this Acknowledgement, it was not fufficient t0 
;ratify the Extent of his Paffion, which made 
lim ufe his utmoft Endeavours to obtain the 
laft Favour. The Countefs was fo artful, «f 
S C9 
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to take tbc Advantage of his Weakncfs, and Am, i^ 
always rcfifting his Attempts, his Paffion be*^ 
came ^more inflamed by the Difficulties he 
cncountred. At length the Lady perceiving 
his I^vc at a proper height, ihe ftrongly in- 
finuated to him, (hat he could not enjoy her 
without Marriage. This Word threw him 
Into a very ferious Mood y he was a Gentle- 
man of ftrid: Honour, and fenfible of the 
Shame that muft follow his Marriage with a 
Pcrfon of inferior Rank. But obferve the 
Power of Love ! he refolved at length to con- 
fcnt, and gave her his Promife, which (he 
did not depend upon, fo far as to grant sit 
he defired, refolving to wait till the Conclu- 
fion of the Marriage. The Prince, finding 
no other way to enjoy her, at laft refolved 
upon it, and chofe the Fenerie for the Per- 
formance of the Ceremony, left it fhould reach 
the Ears of his Royal Highnefs, who would 
iindoubtedly have prevented it. 

To this end he propofed a Party of Plea- 
fiire at that Place, where only a few Rela- 
tions of the Countefs were to be prefent, 
who had been acauainted with the Affair. 
But the Prince, aihamed of appearing alone 
among fo many People of inferior Diftin&ion^ 
defired a youn^ German Prince to accompany 
him, who, bemg ignorant of the Defign, as 
foon as he perceived the Marriage of Prince 
Charles in Agitation, prevented the Per* 
ibrmance of the Ceremony at that time, by 
drawing his Sword upon the Prieft, whom he 
would have facrificed to his Rage, had he not 
cfcaped him by flight. The Marriage was by 
this means deferred to another time, the 
Prince promifing his Friend to relinquifh it, 
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Jm. i6^. that he might keep the whole Affair fecfe(. 
But this was only a Stratagem, he was too 
deeply engaged to decline it, and was married 
by the fame Prieft a few Days after, at a 
Chapel a little diftant from the Townj and 
left his Marriage fhould be prevented a fecond 
time, it was performed by Proxy, the Prince 
being reprefented by one of his own Gentle*- 
men at the Ceremony, which he ratified him* 
felf in the Evening. 

He concealc d his Marriage as long as he 
could ; but his Royal Highnefs being inform* 
ed of it, to juftify himlelf to the Eledor^ 
declared his Ignorance of the Intrigue, pror 
mifing to diflblvc the Contrad. The Princef 
whole Love was not diminiihed by Pofleflion, 
would by no means liiten to this, and conti* 
nued his Efteem for the Countefs of Salmoun 
as his Wife, which obliged the Duke to take 
her from him by force, and confine her in a 
Convent She was in Bed with the Prince at 
this Junfturc, who was in the utmoft Defpair, 
when he heard the Duke's Orders: He arofc 
and drew his Sword, ufing all the Strength 
Tie was matter of in Defence of the Countefs. 
But being deprived of any Affiftance, his Ser- 
vants having deferted him, for fear of the 
Eleftor's Difpleafure, he was at length obli- 
ged to fubmit to Force. The Lady was di- 
redly conveyed to a Nunnery, where (he was 
conhned j but the Apprehenfion of the Prince's 
Attempt to relcafe her, occafioned a itrong 
Guard to be fet upon him to prevent it, 
and the Duke, as Generaliflimo, put him 
under Arreft, for not fubmitting to his Or- 
ders. 

His. 
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His Royal Highncfs had this Affair C64H.t6g^4 
tnuch at .heart, that he was not fatisfied with ^^^""'S r '^ 
placing a Guard over the Lady^ and con<« 
fining the Lovers within the Walls of Turing / 

but ordered fome Detachments to march 
from f^erceff^ to guard all the Paflagesj by 
which he might make his efcape. 

The Eleftor of Brandenbourg was highly 
fatisfied with the Duke's Conduft in this 
Affair, and wrote a Lettcf to returii hira 
thanks, wherein he exprefled his Concern at 
the Marriage, and ratified the Diflblution 
of it by his Royal Highnefs5 forbidding his 
Brother's Attendants, and the Troops lindet^ 
his Command in that Country, to acknow-^ 
ledge her as Princefs; 

The Prince, being foon after fet at liberty^ 
made (everal attempts to releafe her from the 
Convent i but the Difcovery n^ade by his 
own Dom^fticks, who had rather pleafe their 
Sovereign thai\ the Prince, always prevented 
his Succels. He often wrote to her notwith- 
flanding, and (aw her fometimes at the Gfate^ 
which was a flender Confolation to him, 
whofe Paffion was fo ftrong, that he could 
not endure the Lofs of her. At length he 
was fo grievM, that he went the Year fol-^ 
lowing to the Sjiege of dazaU in hopes of* 
perifliin^ before the Walls of that Place, ex- 
pofing himfelf daily to the greatefl Dangers 
without neccflity* Though he voluntarily 
offered his Life in this manner, he never re-» 
ccived the fligHteft Wound 5 but his conti* 
nual Grief, occafioned by the Lofs of what 
he fo much loved, threw him into a dange-* 
rous Diftemper, of which he died before the 
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Am. 1^3. £nd of the Siege. This wai the Biul of that 

>^v-^ unfortunaie Prince, who died a Marcjrr to 

Love, and by his Will bequeathed all in hu 

Power to his Lady, who waa foon feleafed 

after his Death.

The cwd Artniei . feened to enjoy a profound 
Peac^, in tiK midft of a hot Wmt, and at 
a timCj when all the World was m Ux-fcQik- 
tiort of a moft bteotty Scene in Italy. The 
Vaft Advantage* the FrtiKh had gained ia 
this Country, at the G.nd of the k(l Cam' 
Paign, awarded Tottie pkauliblc Reafom ctf 
ejcpra: it, and feetned to offer an Enf icatioa 
for Ibtne memorable A&ioit in this. In ibd 
Wimer tb«y tbrMCned ib« Wsfioa of alt 
K 1 Pitmenft 
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4n. |£94. except thofp, who were to pofiefs the Moam 
^ uins and Pailes, under the Command of the 
Marfhal di Catinat. 1 he Duke was engaged, 
on his part, not to march out of the Plain 
with his Army, to undertake nothing againi^ 
the French, and to fubvert all Dcfigns formed 
^y the Qenerals of the Allies againft that 
Crown. This Treaty was the very Caufc 
they entered fo late into the Field, and that 
Slothing was undertaken againft the Fr§mcb^ 
though they had fent all their Forces into 
Catalonia^ Prdvenct^ and upon the Bhiwe^ ex* 
cept a fmaU Number, which guarded the 
Mountains. Neither the Generals or Mif 
nifters of the Allies were to be blamed, they 
would have improved the Abfence and Weak-* 
pcfs of the Enemy, by propofing a Siege | 
but when they offered to befiqgc Cazai^ bis 
Royal Highnefs advifed the Si^e of Fignerol^ 
jind whep they had confeoted to this, he 
jR)und fome Exeufe to evade that Siege, and 
propofed another, whieh mifcarried like the 
former \ and as nothing could be undertaken 
without his own Artillery, and the Afliftaoce 
of bis Troops, they were obliged Co aft at 
his pleafure. 

Thu« the whole Cam^paign pafled, in en^ 
camping and decamping about Pigmrol^ and 
coniuming the Forage in that Neighbour* 
hood. Another confiderable Body orTroop$ 
blocked up Cazal^ and retook the C^ftle q(F 
^t. Giorge^ which the French had poflitiftd 
tbemfelves of ip the Winter. Befides thefe, 
wc had a Flying Camp in the Valley of Dp- 
monty whicl> lay as quiet as the grand Army. 
None but the Faudois diftinguiflied thcmfelvcs 
this Campaign, who had frequent Skirmiflies, 
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Jtook feverfti Convoys of ImpbrUiKie frodi if a 1694* 
the Fnncb^ ami even infulced them in their ' 
x>wn Gamp^ from whence they often brought 
away their Horfes. 

The principal DeHgns of France^ in drawr 
ing her Trdops from PitmonU were to pe- 
netrate into the heart of Spaitti^ and compel 
them to a feparate Peace, or at leaft to have 
fnch a footing in that Country, as would fe- 
cure the Godqueft of it^ and ferve to main- 
tain the Fretenfiond of the Dauphin to that 
Cix>wn, upon the Demife of his Catb^litk 
Majcfty. Thefe Projefts fucceeded fo well, 
that when the Duke de NoaiUes had defeated 
the Spaf$ifil^ Arrny^ at the Paflage of th£ Ri- 
ver Tifj he t6Qk pofleflton of Palamos in a 
few dKys. The taking of GtroHne^ Ofialriek^ 
and G4ifi§kf$lk$ foon followed ^ and if Admi- 
ral Rugel bad Hot arrived at that time in the 
Port of Barcelona^ with the Englijh and Dutch 
Fleeta tmder his Command, that Marfhal, 
wberm the King of France had lately made 
Viceroy of CatahM^y from the general Con- 
liernation of the Spaniards at that time, would 
have ea^y reduced that important Place. 

The Fleet, under the Command of the Eng^ 
UJh Admiral, not etlly re*eftabli(hed the Af- 
fairs of Cauknia iot a time, but alarmed the 
whole Goaft of Pr$'v€nce^ obliging the French 
10 keep a Flyuig Camp near Rades^ and at 
other Places liabl§ to be atucked. They pro- 
vided fo well fer their Security however, and 
defended their Fleet in fi^h a manner, whicBf, 
upon the Arrifval of the EngUJh^ was har- 
boured in^ the Ports of Toukn and MarfeilleSi 
that my Lord Rufel could not poffibly under** 
|a|cp anything on that fide^ therefore having 
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4n. i69f fecured the ftw Towns remaining to the Ca^ 
faUnSj he wintered in the Ports of Spaitt^ de* 
ferring the Execution of his Orders to ano- 
ther Opportunity. The reft of the Fleet be- 
longing to the Allies, which ftaidinthe Ocean 
under the Commiind of my Lord Berkely^ was 
not intirely ufclefs ^ for the Enterprife againft 
Brefi having mifcarried near Camaretj by the 
Fault of General ^alm^Jh^ who, with many 
others was killed, he bombarded Diepe^ Havre 
de GracCy Dunkirk^ Calais^ and feveral other 
SeapPorts. 

The two Armies in Flanders were more nu- 
merous than ever, each Army exceeding the 
number of a hundred thousand Men. That 
of the French was commanded by the Dau- 
phin, which layalmoftas quictinthis Country 
as that in Piemont^ nothing remarkable paffing^ 
except the taking of Buy by the King of 
England. 

Affairs upon the Rhine were much in the 
lame Pofture. We had long heard 'nothing 
confiderable from that fide> and except the 
two firft Campaign?, when /'i&i/^^j^ii^r^, Bonne^ 
Mayence^ and fome other Places were be- 
ficged, the two Armies were as unaftive 
during the Remainder of the War, as in time 
of Peace J but the flat Country is fenfible of 
the Damage done by the French to this very 
pay,nQCwithftanding the Care taken to repair 
it, fincc the. Conclufion of the Peace, 

The Genoefe^ paying Contribution to the 
Emperor with regret, {hewed fome Inclina- 
tion to the Frenchy who, under pretence of 
cafing them of that Burden, had endeavoured 
to perfuade thp Republick to declare in their 
favour i but the Arrival of Admiral Rujfelin 

the 
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i^c Meditirranean rc-cftablifhcd all on that ^1^.1694. 
fide, and the Genoefe foon altered their Rc- 
folution, apprehending the fame Severity 
from the Englijb as they had formerly ex- 
perienced from the French Fleet. There 
was feme Mifunderftanding likewife at this 
time between the Court of Rome and the 
Duke of Savoy^ occafioned by the Duke's 
Publication of an Edift, in favour of the 
FaudofSj at the Solicitation of England and 
Holland \ but that Prince made a jeft of his 
Bulls, and to revenge himfclf, at the end of 
the Campaign foraged in feveral Fiefs be- 
longing to the holy See, which were locked 
in his own Dominions. 

Mr. de Caprara^ perceiving the Steps taken 
by his Royal Highnefs were inconfiftcnt with 
the Intcreft of the Allies, began to fufpcfk 
fomc fecrct Intelligence, and dcfired the tm- 
pcror to recal him from Piemont in the 
Spring, which being granted, he was ap- 
pointed to command in Hungary^ being fuc- 
ceeded in Italy by Prince Eugene^ who had 
Count Palfi and the Prince de Commerci for 
his General Officers. Thefe two Princes were 
extremely beloved by the Soldiers, which 
was owing in a great meafure to their Birth, 
their engaging Behaviour, and an Affability 
natural to them both. 

Thus the Campaign ended, which was en- 
tered upon late, and concluded early; and 
Kow the Officers began to think of paffing 
the Winter as agreeably as they could, either 
in the choice of a Miurefs, or in frequenting 
the more pul>lick Diverfions. 

For my own part, 1 went to Ferceilj where 
I had aq Invitation from fome particular 

Friends, 
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/f«. 1 694. Friends, who had long delired my Company, 
They received mc with abundance of Joy, 
endeavouring to procure me fuch Acquaio- 
tancc as might render my Stay at FerceU 
moft agreeable. Madam ae Fianci^ in my 
Opinion, is one of the moft beautiful and 
moll facetious Ladies in the Town. She 11 
Wife to a Captain in the Service of his Ujoy- 
al HighneG^ and a paflionate Admirer ef 
Gallantry ; but among the Number of her 
Lovers, one Riotor^ 2 Brigade Major, was 
chiefly in her Efteem. He was wcli-ihafe4, 
and agreeable in his ^erfon^ pofle^ng all ibe 
fecret, as well as open Q(ialities of pkadng 
the Sex. Madam de Ftanci became extrava^' 
;antly in Love with him, and afted fo psb* 
ickly in the Intrigue, that Ae pa^fed tht 
whole Carnaval with him at MtloM. iTh^ 
Husband knew of it > but being an Officer^ 
and not affcded with Jeaioi:^, was undei 
very little concern at what pailed in hU Abrt 
fence. This Lady pleafed extremely ^t tha 
Court of the Marquis de Leganezj who en- 
deavoured to make himfeif beloved by hcr% 
but ihc was conftant to her Gallant, who^ to 
prevent the fecret Solicitations of the Go- 
vernor^ which fhe had difcovered to him, 
condufted her back to Ferceity where ihc con- 
trnued her I ntrigue till the Campaign began, 
1 hefc Lovers kept a Correfpondence during 
the whole Campaign, by the moft tendec 
Letters to each others and th^ Wintdr being 
come, the Major endeavoured to renew bis 
Acquaintance with her, but was furprife(i 
to meet with fo cold a Reception, being treat- 
ed by his Miilrefs with all the Indifference 
of a Stranger. The Major^ enraged at this

ftidden End a»€xpe&ed Change, begun to re* /'»*i694. 
gret the Jtrge Sums of vjoney ihe had for- 
snerljr coft htm, and refolved, by expofing 
her Chtra&cr, to make the World fenfible, 
that flic had not always received him in the 
faioe manner. This Proceeding occafioned a 
Duel, between FiancS and a Friend of the 
Ma]or% who blamed the Condu£b of hi$ 
Mtftrdj, in the Preience of her Husband, in 
ivhich the latter received two Wounds, and 
then Fisftd was dttarmed. The other would 
bave obliged him to beg his Life, which Fi^ 
Mci refuwig, be generoufly delivered him bis 
Sword, £i^ying, Ttbtrc is your Stmrd^ and if 
fou bav$ an Jmlmation to die^ fetk font other 
£xeat$iimr than myfelfy I am cofftinted to dio 
atone. After he had fpoke thefc Words, he 
&mted awajP) but Fianci took care to have 
htm carried home, where he recovered of his 
Wounds, ccditrary to £ixpe£itation. 

My Friends, among others, brought me 
acqmaiated with the Cotintefs d^Orgade. She 
was a Lady of Wit, well acquainted with the 
Worid, and osa^ wbo in her younger years, 
had rcfetfed the Addre0es of his Royal High- 
neis. I went fomctimes to pafs an Hour in 
her Componji % and as it is neccfTary to ufe 
fome (bft Expreffions to the Ladies, to add a 
Rclifli to Conimfs^ioo, (he imagined that I 
lerved ben. Though it was far fnom my In- 
dinati^n, I was pleafed however to maintait^ 
bcr m thae Qpuuos, and to laugh at her 
Credctlity, which 1 bui fooa after reafbn ta 
repent. At this time I had expreflfed a mora 
tdvm< ordinary Faffion for her, which fiie rea- 
dily anfweced,. and,, as I was. taking my leave, 
prayed meto retuip fibf fiwae Evening, at an 

Hour 
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An, 1694. Hour (he appointed, unde^ pretence that fbe 
had fome important Affair to communicate* 
The time of her Affignation, gave me a Suf^ 
picion of her Defign, and I confefs I fhoaid 
have complied with fuch Orders, from a Per- 
(on of a more tender Age ; but as (he was too 
far advanced in Years to infpire me with 
Love, I difappointed her at the time. The 
Countefs was fo little difcouraged at this, 
that (he fent a Servant to acquaint .me tli^ 
fhe expefted my Company immediately, 
which, after the Steps fhe had taken, I could 
not in good Manners refufe. I was cooduft- 
ed into her Apartment by a Chambermaid, 
with all imaginable Precautions, where I 
found the Countefs in Bed, who counterfeit- 
ed a flight Indifpofition, which had obliged 
her to go to Bed fooncr than ordinary, and 
defired me to fit down at her Pillow. I then 
began to ask, what important Aflair fhe had 
to communicate 5 but fhe anfwered me only 
with Sighs and tender Looks. Though I 
was too well acquainted with this Language, 
not to comprehend it, yet I feemed fo inxXve 
a Stranger to it, that fhe was obliged to make 
fome Advances I diflik'd, declaring her 
Efteem for me a long time, which fhe had 
hitherto concealed, and therefore chofe the 
Night, that the Darknefs might hide her 
Confufion upon fuch a Difcovery. I anfwer* 
ed her with all the Refpefi: due to a Perfon 
of her Rank \ but perceived her Diilike to fo 
profound a Refpeft, while fhe betray'd her 
Inclination by her A6bions. As I could not 
anfwcr it, only by Difcourfe, fhe fell into the 
utmoft Defpair, that fhe had made fo fruiti- 
lefs an Attempt, and fuddenly changed her 

Language 
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Language into the mod bitter Invedives, that^«^. 1694. 
Rage and Diiappointment could invent. Her ' 
'- Paflion afforded me the Opportunity of efca- 
ping, pleafed with being delivered from the 
Uneafinefs occafioned by her Carefles. I 
went the next £)ay to repair the Affront, but 
{he refufed to hear me, and ordered her 
Chambermaid to forbid me the Houfe. 

An intimate Acquaintance of mine, to 
whom I related this Adventure, as the Con- 
fident of ray Amours, was not fo extremely 
nice, but fought an Opportunity of viiiting 
her, and in a few Days, gencroufly repaired 
the Affront her Ladyihip had received upon 
ray Account. It was foon whifpered, that 
he was Father of the Child {he had in her 
old AgCi but her Husband, who was much' 
older than herfelf, feemed overjoyed to find 
himfelf fo young, when little had been expect- 
ed from his Performances for fifteen Years 
pa{l:. 

The Marquis de St. George was at this time 
Governor ot f^erceil^ and all its Dependen- 
cies 3 he was married to a very beautiful La- 
dy, yet was feldom without an Intrigue, 
which produced feveral Adventures, efpccial- 
ly one at this time, of which he had no rea- 
fon to boaft. 

He was difficult to pleafe in his Amours ^ 
though not fo, as to the Rank and Quality 
of his Miftrefs, provided {he was beautiful. 
Among others, he became in Love with the 
Wife of a Coachmaker, lately fct up at Fer^ 
ceilj who paffed for the greate{l beauty of 
the Town, and her Husband working for 
the Governor, favoured him with the Op- 
portunity of feeing her fometimes. He was 

pleafed 
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if«. i694-plcarcd with licr Beauty^ and took t pfoptt 
Seafon to make his AddreiTes to her, which 
were not rejcftcd. This private Amour wai 
generally carried on, in the Place where thi 
Husband kept his Coaches, and the Intrigut 
continued for fome time undifcovered i bm 
whether he was infDrmed of it. or fufpeded 
it, he waited one Evening for the Marquis t( 
the Place of Rendezvous, attended by fomH 
of his Servants, who fell upon him on a fad^ 
den, and beat him fevercly. As the Govern 
nor generally went in Dtfguife uppn (hch 
Expeditions, they pretended to be ignorant 
who he was, and to take him for a Thi€f< 
t^or Privacy's fake, he had no body to ac- 
company him, therefore took to his Heels, 
wd durft not afterward refent the Blows he 
had received, left the Adventure fhoutd be 
difcovered^ which was divulged underbaod 
Aotwithftanding. 

Tho'the Marquis de St. George frequently 
changed his Miftrefs at Ferfeilj be was a lonff 
time conftant to the Bell^ BeJ^uiy a Mi^ 
trefs he had at Turin $ and tboagh the Com^ 
merce between them bad hfted a confidenn 
blc time, the Mother of the Damfel^ whp 
was very fevere upon the C^iiduft of he* 
Daughter, was infcnfible of the Intrigue j o# 
of another fhe carried on with a Page "be- 
longir^ to his Royal Highnefs, trho parti* 
crpated of her Favours > with the Mar«» 
quis. 

During the laft CampaigD, while ttie Af- 
fny was encamped near MontcalKer^ the Maf* 
quis de St. George prevailed upon his Miftrefi 
to retire to a Country-Houfe belonging to 
her, not far from the Camp. She framed ^ 

thou- 
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thoufand Ejccufes to perfuadc her Mother to /fo. 1694. 
ftty at this Houfc during the Summer, where ^ 
the Governor and the Page feldom paflcd 
one X)^y without their Rendezvous 5 which 
ihc fo artfully managed, that the two Rivals 
cotUd not poflibly meet. Thcfe were not 
La Boffue*s^ only Gallants. A Gafcogne Ba- 
ron, whofc Name I forget, a Captain of 
Foot in the Army, had been lately in Love 
with her, aad endeavoured to obtain her at 
Turin without Succefs. At length he difco- 
Tcred her Country Retirement, and the In* 
trigUe (hp carried oq with the Marquis, re* 
iblying to take the Advantage of it, and to 
conquer by Stratagem, what he could not 
prevail upon by Iptreaties. 

Being acqyaiqted that the Governor vifi- 
tcd his Miftrcfs cvqry Evening, aflbon as ihc 
was in Bed, he imagined that he might eafily 
introduce himfclf, bv the favour of theNightj^ 
a little before the Marquis's Hour, and pafs 
in bis Phc^. He had obfcrved the Night be* 
fbre in what manner he went in, and per* 
ceivine that UtiC icft her Chamber- Door half 
open, ne went the Night following to exe* 
<;ute his Projeft, and was received into Be4 
with opei^ Anns, paifing at the fame time 
for her old Gallant. The Baron was very 
6lent, till he had obtained the utmoft of his 
Defires^ and (hen difcovered himfelf, deck* 
ring his Knowledge of her Amours, and the 
Stratagem he had contrived to enjoy her. It*s 
cafy to judge of her Surprife at t;his Night's 
Adventures but it was uqw too late to pre- 
vent it, and perhaps (be was not difpleafed 
with being fo agreeably deceived. She pro- 
mifed the jBaron her good Graces fdr the fu- 
ture, 
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if».i694 turc, provided he kept ic fecret, and retired 
* ^ ^ * immediately, for fear of meeting the Marquis 
de St. George^ who was every Minute exped* 
cd. The Gafcon^ fatisfied with the Succds 
of his firft Vifit, unfortunately met with thtf 
Marquis, as he was going out of the Room, 
who was fo enraged to find another befoore 
him, that he fell upon his Rival with the 
greateft Fury. The Baron, being equipped 
in the fame manner as the Marquis, with oih 
ly a Nightgown, defended himlelf as weU as 
he could, and both fell upon the Ground 
flruggling in the Dark. The Servant, who 
held the Baron's Horfe, hearing a Noife, ran 
to the Afliflance of his Mafter, the Marquis'i 
Servant did the fame ^ but falling upon each 
other, foon forgot their Mailers. Some Pea- 
fants and Footmen, who lodged in the Q^r 
fine, being awaked at the Noife of the Coiia'' 
bat, took this trouble upon them, and ran 
with Forks and Staves, which the Lovers 
hearing, efcaped as fad as they could. The 
Baron found his Horfe where his Servant had 
faflened him ^ but the Marquis's being run a- 
way, he was obliged in this Habit to go on. 
foot to the Camp, without difcovcring tha 
Name of his Rival. La Bofqui was .artful 
enough to deceive her Mother and the Pea-» 
fants, by making this Adventure pafs for an 
Apparition > but the Marquis de St. Gemrp. 
was not fo credulous, and abandoned his M^ 
trefs from that time, who by this means loA 
a handfom Allowance. She endeavoured to 
comfort herfelf with the young Page and the 
Baron, who, fo far from entertaining her like 
the former, devoured the grcateft part o^ 
what (he had acquired in his Service.

When I returned from Berlin laft Winter, An, 1694. 
1 met a Monk upon the Road, who volunta- ' 
rily took the pains of relating the Hiftory of 
his own Life, by which he dilcovcred hirafclf 
a profeft Knave. He had made his Efcapc 
from the Convent he belonged to at Rome^ 
and going to Berlin^ had embraced the Pro- 
teftant Religion, rather as a Libertine, than 
firom a Principle of Confcience, as you will 
perceive in the end. By this means he raifed 
a little Money from the Confiltory of Bran^ 
der^ourgi under the colour of his pretended 
Converfion, and from thence went to Ham* 
bourg^ where he made the Appearance of a 
Perfon of Diftinftion, and borrowing the 
Title of a Chevalier, intruded himfelf into 
the beft Company ^ and at length made a Fi- 
gure in Gallantry, by fpoiling the Shape of a 
young Lady of the firft Quality. Her Rela- 
tions were upon the point of offering her to 
him in Marriage, when a Perfon, who had 
feen him at Berlin^ difcovered him to be on- 
ly a profligate degraded Monk, of mean For- 
tune and Birth. Upon this Difcovery, they 
refolved to puniih him for his Impudence; 
but being informed of their Deiign, he made 
his efcape to the Haguf^ where he remained, 
till he had confumed the Jewels and other 
Prcfents he had received from the beautiful 
Hambourgerj and then returned into Italy^ 
where he was obliged to become a Monk a 
fecond time for Subfiftence. He was well 
acauainted with the Religion he had lately 
embraced, and coming to yerceil^ with a De- 
iign to fbrfake that Religion, in which he 
pretended he was born, obtained a Place in 
the beft Convent of the Town. As 1 was 
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Am. 1694. one Day walking in the Monks Garden^ I was 
' furprifed to fee him in company with other 
Monks ( he made me a Sign to take no no- 
tice of him 1 but I was no fooner at home, 
than he paid me a Vifit, and continued the 
Hiftory of his Life, which confifted of va- 
rious Adventures, with the fame Freedom he 
had began, defiring it might be kept fecret. 

The new Monks Habit had made no Re- 
formation in the Man $ for though he had 
not been long at Ferceil^ he was already af- 
fociated with fome loofe Companions in the 
Cloifter, who had Miftreffes in a Nunnery, and 
I feldom faw him without a relation or frcih 
Intrigues, which I looked upon as Ro- 
mances, till he offered to make me an Eyc- 
Witnefs of what he had advanced, to which 
I confented out of mere Curiofity. He 
went with me to the Convent in the Even- 
ing, and conduced me into a very neat'A- 
partment, well furniihed, the Place where 
Strangers are generally admitted. Here we 
found the Cloth laid, and an elegant Sup- 
per provided, with fome other Monks to 
bear us company. Aflbon as Supper was 
ferved up, we were favoured with the Prc- 
fence of as many Nuns, among whom was 
the Abbefs herfelf, who came in at a pri- 
vate Ooor behind the Tapeftry, and placed 
themfclves at Table. Neither Wit nor 
Beauty were wanting in this Society, or oi- 
ther Qualifications neceflary to raife Mirth. 
After we had been thus agreeably entertain- 
ed at Supper, we formed a fort of Confort 
and Ball, and then retired into the Cloifter 
to view the Cells, and the Apartment of 
the Abbefs, My Guide informed me this 

Pra^ice 
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t^raftict w)4s common, and that he hid ofceti>f».i6j>4» 
leaped the Benefit of fuch intrigues, but aK^ 
Ways with that Privacy, as to have them kept 
fccrct. We ftay'd till Day-break with the 
Ladies^ and then retired^ having firft afHfted 
the Fathom in fcaling the Walls, that they 
might repair to their Cells 5 then I returned 
home, admiring the Artifice of the MonW 
and Nuns,; who under a pretence of Pietjr^ 
could fd dcitroufly conceal their Gallantry. 

Having flayed fome time at Verceil^ I had 
an Inclination to return to Mtlan^ which wai 
iiot far dtftanr, to inquire of my beautiful Aff- 
lanezBy for whom 1 had always preferved fddi^ 
Remains of Efteem, and I arrived very apropos 
to her Affiftance, by eafing her pf a Yoke 
her Relations wire going to impofe upon her. 
Though Ihc had not heard from me a confi- 
derable time, flie fo far remcmbred me as tq 
exprefs fothe Satisfaftion when fhe faw tiie. t 
found the fam^ Woman who had formerly fer- 
ved us, ready to introduce me privately into 
the Houic^ or to dehvermy Letters. The Lady 
told me, the very firft Vifit I paid her, that 
(he looked upon me as her tutelar Angela and 
imagined^ that i came upon the Receipt of a 
Letter (he had font, which by fome Accident 
had mifcatri^. She informed me, that after 
inany Perfuafions and Intreaties, her Rela- 
tionj had obliged her to conlbnt to marry 
Mr. Bonifane^ a Colonel in the Italian Service, 
He was a very hoiieft Gentleman j but nei- 
ther agreeable nor young enough to be beloved j 
by a Lady of her Age ; ihe Was however con- 
ftrairied to prdmife hitni Marriage, and thd^ 
Cerenoldny was to be performed in a few Days. 
When Ihi had told me with what Rcluaanccf 
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if».i694(he had confented, and increaced me fo ear- 
ncftly to free her from the Tyranny exercifed 
over her, by going with her from Milan^ I 
could not poflibly refufe the Service ihe re- 

Jiuired. Therefore, having taken proper Mea* 
ures CO execute this Defi^n, the Night before 
the Nuptials, I received her on the Back fide 
of the Houfe, and conveyed her in a Chaife 
to TrtHf a Village three Leslgues from CaT^ 
dependent upon the State of the Duke of S^ 
voy. 

It is eafy to conceive the Surprife, the Fa- 
ther, Mother, and the whole Family were in 
the next Morning, when they found ihe was 
gone. They had always been, not only ig- 
norant of my former Intrigue, bat unac- 
quainted with my Perfon, and therefore could 
not guefs who was the Author of this Con- 
trivance, or where fhe had retired, tho* they 
were f^nfible, her Diflike to the Marriage, 
was the Reafon of hrr Efcape. The Colo- 
nel, who had made great Preparations for the 
Cenmony the next Day, and had invited 
moll of the People of Fafhion in the Town 
to an Entertainment, was in the utmoft 
Concern at this Adventure. He joined with 
her Relations to difco er the Place of her 
Rctrear, which was» at length known, and the 
Father being informed of it, went to make 
his Complaints to his Royal Highnefs, who 
ordered me immediately to 7Wr/», with the 
young Lady. When the Duke had heard the 
Realons offered on both Sides, he deliver- 
ed the Daughter to her Father, upon his 
abfolutc Promife, that he would defift 
from marrying her to Mr. Bonifane^ and ne- 
ver compel her upon that Subjed. The 
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Reafon may be asked, why I did not ofFer to ///». 1694- 
marry ^a Perfon, who had openly declared fo 
great an Inclination for me ? Indeed, if her 
Relations, who wanted neither Rank nor 
JBiUre, \had been of her Sentiment, it might 
*havc happened ; but as the Father feemed to 
refute it,, upon feme Overtures made to him 
by the Duke, and that the Daughter had fo 
itiuch RefpeA for her Father, as not to difo- 
bligehim, I thought it proper to dcfift, and 
confented to her Return without much Diffi- 
culty, upon the Conditions prefcribed by the 
Prince, and fuch as fhe herlelf had accepted. 
At my Return to Turiny I found Affairs 
much altered at the Court of Madam Royal $ 
the Maids of Honour had neglcded to fol- 
low the Example of fo pious and devout a 
Princeis) and one, who was with Child, was 
forbid the Court, common Fame making the 
Prince of Hanover Author of her Difgrace. 
He was Brother co th^* prefent Ele£tor, had 
the Command of an imperial Regiment of 
Cavalry, and was a General- Officer in the 
Emperor's Troops. This Prince was obliged 
to fly from hi' Father's Dominions, being ac- 
cufed of a Defign to take the Government 
from him,, .in favour of himlelf ; but was be- 
trayed by thofe who were to affift him in the 
Expedition. The Duke, who could have fei- 
fed his Perfon, and punifhed him according to 
the Laws, being unwilling to (lain his Hands 
in his own Blood, permitted him to efcape, 
and put the principal of his Accomplices to 
Death. He has fince intirely pardoned him, 
and affigned him a Penfion, with the Liber- 
ty of ferving in the Troops of his Imperial 
M^efty, to whom he recommended him ; 
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if/i. 1694. but never enCered his Dominidns till; siftei 
his Death. . 

This was a very Gallant prince, who ha4 
the Talent of ingratiating himfelf with %i» 
Ladies when he pieafed, and was only apt to 
carry his Amours too great a Length. I was 
prefent when he firft came into Piemtmty and 
went to pay his Refpe&s to the Dqtchets, an4 
particularly obferved the Freedom of his Dif« 
courfe ^t that time. Her Royal Highneli 
told him, among other things, that hearing 
he was a Lover of Gallantry, he would have 
no reafon to be weary of the Court, where he 
might find Women of Prudence and Virtuf, 
worthy of his Company. The Prince an* 
(wered, So much the towfe^ Madam^ it is not 
nvhat I feek\ and that Prudena a$d Virtn$ 
'which all the World admires in thf Sexy is 
generally what makes me avoid them. He cn-^ 
deavoured by his Aftions, to confirm what 
he had advanced to the Dutche&» and ne- 
ver met with Virtue among the Ladies he 
frequented, without offering to corrupt it. 
This Behaviour gave him fome Oifcredit 
at Court, and moil of the Ladies, who had 
the leaft Regard to their Reputation, care-* 
fully avoided any particular Engagement with 
him. 

I have faid enough of Gallantry, there^ 
fore fhall pafs to the Military Aftions of 
the Campaign, which began fooner than or- 
dinary.

> with the Campaign, and the frem 
i OBcri made to the Prince by that 
' Crownt to engage him in a fepa- 
rate Peace, proving unfuccefsful, chey began 
to think of carrying on the War with vi- 
fcour. His Royal Highnefs having by his Po- 
hcy diverted the Storm, which threained 
him after the Battle of Mar/ailles, and ob- 
fcrving, that the Enemy had only a fmall 
Number of Forces at hand to prevent his 
pefigns, thought himfelf obliged to take the 
Advantage oi their Weaknefs, by underta- 
king foue important Expedition, to re- 
L 4 cftabliHi 



yfif.iepf.cftabUfli the Reputation of his Arms in Italy. 

'-^v*-' As Experience had made him fenfible, that 
the ill Succcfs of his former Entcrprifes, was 
owing to his taking the field too late, he re- 
folved at this time to be beforehand with the 
Enemy, and ftrike one Blow, before they 
could aflTcmble. 

To this end, he invefted Cazalin the Month 
of March^ with a confiderablc Body of TroopSi 
and made all ncceffiry Preparations for opcn^ 
ing the Trenches to belicge it in form at the 
beginning of jlpril^ but the exceffive Snows, 
which fell on the feventh Day of that Month, 
and the Severity of the Cold, which laftol 
fome Days, obliged them to leave the Camp* 
A great Part of the Infantry only, which was 
cantoned in the neighbouring Villages, af* 
fiftcd by a number of Pioneers, worked upon 
the Line of Contravallation, marked out by 
order of the Generals, and was fupporte4 by 
Forts and Redoubts, to block up rfie Gar- 
rifon of the Place, till a more favour- 
able Seafon offered of forming a Siege. 
The Mifcarriage of this Stroke gave the 
French an opportunity of relieving Cazaly by 
detaching a number of Troops from Ger- 
many and Catalonia^ which joined to thofc 
under the Command of the Marflial de Ca- 
tirtat, were fufficient to divert the Defign, 
and put the Forces of his Royal Highnefs 
upon the Dcfenfive. But the Troops of that 
Crown not exceeding the number abfolutely 
receflary in that Country, bcfide the Necef- 

■ ftiy the French were under of keeping a con- 

fiderablc Body of Men in Provence and AV- 
nmndy^ to defend the Coail from the Fleet of 
the Allies, or rather, bccaufe a numerous 
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Army in Pkmont would coft an immcnfe Sum,^«. 169J'. 
at a time when their Trcafurc was declining, ' 
they therefore judg'd it moft proper, laying 
Force afide, to have recourlc to fomc o- 
ther Method for preventing the Siege. To 
this end, they privately offi*ted his Royal 
Highnefs a confidcrablc Sum of Money to 
defift from that Enterprize, which being re- 
fufed they refolved to make the bcft Bargain 
they could, by furrendring the Place. This 
Affair was generally negotiated by the Mar- 
(hal de Catinatj who at length offered to re* 
ftorc Cazal demolifhed to the Duke of Man- 
tua. The Duke of Savoy^ who was fenfiblc 
that the Imperialifts would take pofleilion of 
the Place as foon as it was reduced, being 
unwilling to have fo powerful a Neighbour, 
readily confented to thefc Propofitions. Bur, 
as it was neceflary a Decerum fhould be ob- 
ferved, to conceal this Treaty from the Im- 
perial Generals, it was agreed that his Royal 
Highnefs fhould befiege the Town in form, 
and that Mr. de Crenan ihould beat the Cha-^ 
madij and deliver up the Place, upon the 
Conditions ftipulated with the Marihal, as 
foon as they were lodged upon theGhcisj 
fo that the Prince had the Capitulation in his 
Pocket, before the Siege began, and knew, 
almoft to a Day, when the Town would be 
furrendered. 

The Trenches were opened, on the zjth of 
June^ before the Town and the Citadel at the 
lame time, and our Troops being poftcd up- 
on the Glacis of the Counterfcarp on the pth 
of July^ the Governor furrendered the Place, 
according to the Agreement privately con- 
cluded with the Dul^. The Imperialifts con- 
fented 



Am. i6fS' ktited to the Demolition with reludancei 
but the Spaniards uniting with his Royal 
Highoefiy they were obliged to confenc to 
what tbofe two Powers had agreed ; which 
Agreement they embraced the more readily, 
becaufe the Mju'quis de Crenan was in a con* 
dition to hold out a longer time, had he re- 
ceived orders to defend himlelf. They bcgaa 
therefore to .work with the utmoft diligence 
in the Demolition of that important Place, 
whofe Citadel was a Mafterpiece of Art, and 
the fineft in Europe. The Allies took car^. 
to demolifli the c5ut-works, and the Frguck 
demoliflied the body of the Place. 

As foon as the Capitulation was figned, hi» 
Royal Highnefs difpatched me to Fietma^ 
^with the News of this important Conqueft to 
the Emperor. I delivered the Duke's X.etv 
ters with a Copy of the Capitulation, which 
I plainly perceived was difagreeahle to his 
Imperial Majefty. He had conceived this Ci-!' 
ty to be a proper Poft for a Place of Arms, 
to maintain his Rights over feveral States in 
that Country, an^ advantageoufly fiaiated to 
take pofTcilion of the Milaneze^ upon the 
Death of the Kingoi Spain -^ therefore, it was 
no fmall Grief to him to fee his Hopes fruf- 
trated by its being demolilhed. Some of the 
Imperial Minifters were ready to exprefs their 
Sentiments upon this Expedition j but haviog 
a particular Intereft in the Duke's Afiairs, 
they feemed to fubmit to thofe Reafons I of- 
fered in JufliHcation of his Condu^ ap- 
cording to the exprcfs Orders I had re-, 
ccivcd. 

The Attention of the Imperial Court was 
chiefly turned at this time on the ddcoi Bun- 
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|<*ry, where it was under great Apprchenfi- >f>r. i^pf . 
ons from the Jurkijh Army. The new Sultai^V^^ ^ 
commanded in Perfon, and had already taken 
pofleffion of Gyula and Tituh, the Ele&or of 
Saxm^^ who had the Command of the Imperial 
Army that Year, not being in a condition to 
relieve thofe Places. Thefc Apprchcnfipns 
appearM juftly founded in the End , for the 
Troops iinder the Command of Count Fete^- 
ram^ COnfifting of 9 or i opoo Men, were to<« 
tally defeated by loooo turks^ after the Ge- 
neral himfelf had fir ft loft his Life in the 
Battle, Affairs continued in the fame Pofturo 
upon the Rhinty the whole Campaign pafling 
only in Encampments on both fides* 

My Suy at H^tM was fo very ihort, that 
it is impofliblc I ihould give any particular 
Account either of the Court or the City: 
I cannot however omit the Recital of a fin- 
gular piece of Impudence, which was carried 
on hy 2i Piemonufi the Winter before. One 
of the Bankrupt Counts, a Set of Gentle- 
men very numerous in that Country, know- 
ing the Duke of Savpy was upon the point 
of (ending an Amhaffador to the Emperor, 
fet out fome Weeks before him, and came 
to Fietm0\erj indifferently equipp'd. As foon 
as he arrived, he borrowed the JSTa^e.of a 
real Ambaffador, find having counterfeited 
letters of Credence from his Royal Higb« 
nefs, by this Affiftance aad his artful lJif<* 
courfe, he obtained what Credit he pleafed 
from the Bankers of the City, till his pre- 
tended Equipage arnved, which he faid he 
expcfted in a very (hort time. 

Having thus procured Money fufficicnt to 
make ^ tolerable Figuxet he appeared incog-^ 
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if». i69f. nith at Vienna^ and fixed a Day for his pub* 
lick Entry. As foon as the BanKers perceived 
him in daily Conference with the iviiniften 
of State, and that Preparations were making 
to give him an honourable Reception, tliofci 
who at firft lent him Money with Fear, now 
ofFered it to him in larger Sums, till he re- 
ceived his Remittances, and by this meanS| 
he got Money fufficient to purchafe a mag- 
nificent Equipage in a ihort time. The Day 
of hi'spiibhck Entry being come, moft of cIm 
People of Diftin&ion were ready to fend their 
Coaches to appear at his Proceflion, Sidmi* 
ring the Granaeur of his Equipage atid Li- 
very. He was conduced to the Audience of 
the Emperor, with the ufual Ceremonies, to 
whom he delivered his Credential Letter^ . 
particularly one from his Royal Highnefs'to 1 
his Imperial Majefty, all fo perfeftly wdl 
counterfeited, that they pafTed undilcovercdp 
As this pretended Ambaflador wanted neither 
Wit nor AfTurance, he made an excellent 
Speech, with which the German Gazetteen 
cmbellifhed their News. He was elegantly ^- 
tertained, according to Cuftom, an J re-con- 
duded with the lame Honours : Then haying 
paid his Compliments to the King of the R9' 
mansj the Emprcfs, and t> the other Princes 
and Minifters, he received their Compliments 
in his turn, and managed the whole with as 
much Decorum^ as if he had been frequently 
employed upon fuch Occafions. The Courc . 
ordered feveral Divcrfions for his Entertain- 
ment, and after a magnificent Supper he gave 
a Ball to the Ladies at his own Houfc} in 
{hort he performed the whole without the 
lead Concerp, knowing the Merchants were. 
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to defray the Exp^^ncc. But it was Impofli- An. ifipf. 
ble he mould reign long m this manner un- 
dilcovered, and therefore had reaibn to ex- 
pe& a Puniihment, proportioned to the Cha- 
ra&eis of the Powers he had deceived. At 
length he received private Advice from tmin^ 
that the true Ambaflador was upon his Jour- 
ney to Fienna^ for whofe Arrival he thought 
•it improper to wait j but was firft wilhng 
to enrich himfelf by Play, without hazarding 
what Money he had rcferved j he therefore 
playM upon his Parole^ till he had loft twenty 
thoufaod Crowns, which he proniifed to pay 
' the next Morning. As this was impoflible, 
-when he had borrowed what Money he could, 
he departed in difguife from Fienna^ at break 
of day, taking his rout to France^ where he 
was in hopes of being fheltered on account 
of the War. His Domcfticks he left behind 
him, were furprifed the next Morning, when 
th y found their Mafter was gone > but the 
Bankers much more, by reafon of their Lofs. 
I After many fruitlefs Inquiries to find him, 
every body began to fuipeft the Deceit, and 
were fully convinced of it, upon the Arrival 
of the Duke of Savoy's Minifter, whofe Name 
he had borrowed. Aftions of fuch a nature 
feldom go long unpunished. The Imperial 
Court was extremely exafperatcd to be duped 
in fuch a manner, and not only gave orders 
to ieize him in Germany^ but even wrote into 
France upon that Subje&. If the Court only 
had been deceived, the French who are natu- 
rally jocpfe, would have been fatisfied with 
deriding the Germans^ without the leaft Con- 
cern at the Cheat \ but the Bankers being fo 
great Lofers in the Afiair, they gave luch 
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if*, ifipy. ftrifl: Orders Upon the Frontiers, to fcize this 
pretended AtnbafTador, that he was taken 
and imprifoned at Stratsbourg^ juft as he was 
departing the Imperial Territories^ and 
thought himfelf fafe in the Kingdom of 
France. I left him in Prifon when I cami 
from Fienna^ and am iince uncertain what 
Punifhment he fufFered, not havins; heard of 
that Afiair, or even had the Curiofity to in^ 
quire into it. 

While I was this time at Fienna^ I had a 
Relation given me of the Marriage between 
the Count de ^larftllij and the Princcfs of 
Rsg9tskie^ Daughter to the Princefs of that 
Name, who was fince contracted to Const 
Itekeli. Her Mother being in Turky with htf 
Husband, this young Princefs was extremely 
rich, by enjoying the greateft part of thr 
Eftate fhe had abandoned. Thefe Lovers had 
long had an Affection for each other, and the 
Emperor had granted him the liberty to ma^ 
ry her, at a time when fhe was clofc Prifoner 
in a Convent at Vienna. But her intended 
Spoufc, having the Misfortune to futfer thi 
J^urks to take Belgrade^ while he was Govcr- 
tiox of that Place, his Imperial Majefty re- 
voked his Promifc. The Lovers, having a 
different Expeftation at the end of the Cam- 
paign, were obliged to fubmitj but thnc County 
taking the Bifhop of Vienna to the Grate rf 
the Convent, under pretence of ihewing hifli 
the Beauty of the Princefs, asked him whe- 
ther he approved of the Choice he had made 
of fo charming a Creature. The Bifhop ap^ 
plauded his Choice^ and gave them bis Bept^ 
diction with the Sign of the Crofsj this the 
Lovers thought fufficienr, and concludii^ 
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xhemfelves married from that time, the Count Att. 169;^ 
rcfolved to take his Miftrefs from the Con- ^ 
vent to confummate the Marriage. He put 
liis De^gn in Execution the fame Evening, 
and by^he Affiftance of fome Ladders, fhe 
fcaled the Walls. The Emperor being ap- 
prized of it, would have taken her by force 
torom the Houfe of Count Marftlli^ who be- 
ing informed .of the Defign, retired with his 
Spoufe to his Eftate in Hungary. His Impe- 
rial Majefiy caufed the Marriage to be made 
yoid^ and ordered the Lowers to be arrefted ) 
,but they always took care to avoid the Am- 
bufhes laid to furprife them j and the Count 
becoming M-ifter of a large Tra6t of Land 
in Hungary^ by this Marriage, his Friends fo 
far infinuated at Court, the Apprchenfion of 
his following the Example of Count "Tekeli^ 
that bis Imperial Majcfly refolved to recall 
him, and confirm the Marriage. The Em- 
peror confented the more willingly, becaufe 
the Count de Marftlli was a Man of Wir, 
and capable of doing Service by his Nego- 
tiations in Turkyj which Language he fpoke 
perfcftly, and was well known in the Coun* 
try. The Emperor has fince fuccefsfuUy em- 
ployed him in all bis Negotiations with the 
Port, during the laft Warj and upon the 
Conclufion of the Peace, he was fent to fet- 
tle the Limits of the two Empires^ which he 
happily concluded. 

The Princefs of Ra^otskie^ her Mother, ha$ 
been no lefs the Subjed of Converfation^ 
than her Husband. It is generally wellknown^ 
with what Relolution (he preferved the For* 
trefs of Mongaz for Count tekeli^ the only 
Place he Had remaining in Hungary^ notwith^ 
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Am. t69f . (landing it was three Years Blockaded by the 
Imperial Troops. Sheexpofcd hcrfclf to the 
Fire of the Cannon, like the meaneft Soldieri 
and often gave Orders on Horfcback, at the* 
mod dangerous part of the Attack s and when 
the Garrifon was at length obliged to furren- 
der, for want of Pro vi dons, (he was carried 
Prifoner of War into a Convent at Vienna^ as 
fhe had defired, where (he remained fome 
Years. But the Count, her Hu^^band, havii^ 
the good Fortune to take General Heufler Pn- 
foner, fent him back upon his Parole, to fo- 
licit the Emperor's Confent to the Exchange 
of the Princefs his Wife, for himfelf, which 
his Imperial Majefty refufed, till the Gernum 
General was upon his Return to the Count| 
as he had promifed. Heujkr reftored her to 
her Husband himfelf, and when fome Com* 
pliments had pa(red between them, he r^ 
turned, and took upon him the Command ot 
the Imperial Army. 

I forget that I am making a DigreffioOi 
having promifed to keep within the Limits 
of Italy^ while I am rambling into Hw^arj 
and ^urkyy which is owing to my Journey to 
Vienna. I left the Town, after I had recei- 
ved his Imperial Majefty's Liberality for my 
Expences upon the Road, and then returned 
by the way of Tirol into Piemont. 

I arrived at the Camp of Cazah while they 
were employed in demolifhing the Fortifica- 
tions. The Outworks were foon razed by 
the Allies > but Mr. de Crenan^ having Orden 
to amufe f or 6000 Men, that were before the 
Place, lell they (hould join the grand Aimyi 
went fo flowly on with his Work, that my 
Lord Galloway^ who commanded the Camp, 
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WIS obliged to threaten that he would force /f». 169 jr. 
the Garrifon from the Town, if the Re- 
mainder of the Works were not foon demo- 
lifhcdj upon which they were fhortly dif*- 
patched, and the Governor leaving Cazal on 
the 1 8th of S^tember^ arrived at Pignerol the 
ifth. 

The ^adies, as well as other Inhabitants, 
extremely r^rctted the Lofs of the French^ 
who had been Fifteen Years in pofleffion of 
the Town > and fomc of them, even at this 
Day, cannot mention their Departure with- 
out Sighs and Complaints of the Inconftancy 
of their Lovers, who promil'ed to fee them 
after the Conclufion of the Peace. I could 
relate an infinite number of Gajlant Adven- 
tures during the Stay of thofe Gentlemen in 
this Places but apprehending their Number 
would overfwell this Volume, Ihall leave the 
Town, and the Flying-Camp, which, after the 
Demolition of the Works, marched to the 
Grand Army encamped near Rivalte. 
, The Redu&ion and Demolition of Cazal 
was all that happened in Piemont this Cam- 
paign. The French Troops not being very 
numerous^ continued in the Mountains, where 
• they were fo advantageoufly polled, that it 
was difficult to force them from their Camp. 
We talked however of befieging or bom- 
barding Pignerol (which was only Difcourfe) 
for aflbon as Mr. de Crenan was arrived in 
that Town, we began to think of retiring in- 
to Winter- Quarters, 

Befides the principal Army, we generally 
had a Flying-Camp near Demont^ to guard 
the Valley by which the French had threaten- 
ed to penetrate, during the Siege of CazaU 
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Am. i69f to attack Coni a fecond times but this was not 
' put in Execution. 

This Campaign, with that of Bonne and 
M.iy:n:e^ were the only two, in which the 
Land*Forces of the Allies did any thing con- 
fidcrable. Befides the taking of Caza/ in 
Piemont^ the King of England in Perfon, wid 
the Elector of Bavaria^ undertook the Siege 
of Namur^ which they carried in fix Wee&t 
The Marihal de Filleroyf who fucceeded the 
Duke of Luxembourg^ made an Offer to raife 
the Siege without undertaking it, which, ad- 
ded to the Stroke he had mift againft the Ar- 
my of Prince Faudemonij gave room to the 
frenc/:^ who judge of things by the Evtnti 
to compofe feveral Satires againft him. 

Admiral ^^ritf/y continued to bombard font 
Sea-ports upon the Coaft of France^ as he hid 
done the Summer before, which occafioncd 
the Bombardment of Brujfels by the Maribd 
de Filleroy^ by way of Reprifal. 

Admiral Rujfel tell ihort of what was ex- 
pe&ed from him in the Mediterranean. Hav- 
ing undertaken the Siege of Palames^ in 
conjun£tion with Mr. de Cajianaga the Sfanijb 
General, the Frencb by a Stratagem pre- 
tended to come out of Toulon with their Flec^ 
which the Englijb Admiral believing, rcim- 
barkcd the Men he had fet on Shore, and 
failed to meet Mr. de Tourvil/e, who had ncX 
ftirred from the Port. The Spaniards, after 
the Departure of the Fleet, not being ftrong 
enough to continue the Attack, and to op- 
pofe the Duke of Vandome^ who at that time 
commanded the Army in Cataloniay in the 
room of the Marfhal de Noailles^ raifcd the 
Siege almoft aflqon as it was begun, which 
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(Created a Mifunderftanding between my Lord '^^•ifi^r 

RujffilMd the Spanijh General. ' ' 

The principal Defign of the King of Eng-* 
land in fending this Fleet into the Mediterra-- 
neaMf was not fo much to affift the Spaniards^ 
• as for his own Glory. He had been acknow- 
ledged, aijid received the Compliments as King, 
from no other Court in Ifaly but that of Sa^ 
vey^ and was treated in this Country, as well 
as in France^ only as Prince of Orange. But 
the Italians foon changed their Language, 
upon the Arrival of Admiral Rujfel with a 
aumerous Fleet in the Mediterranean. The 
moft petit Prince of that Nation immediate- 
ly fent his Minifter to London^ or the Hague^ 
to compliment the new King upon his hap- 
py Acce£Gon to the Crown. Thofe, whofe 
|>ominions were nearell the Sea, made more 
hafte than the reft, and the Republicks of 
Venice and Qema diftinguiihed themfelves up- 
on this Occafion. 

This laft City kad lately lent the King of 
France four Millions at a certain Inrereft, and 
the EngUJb Admiral being informed of it, 
took the Opportunity, while his Fleet was in 
fight of the Place, to demand the like Sum 
in the Name of the King his Mailer, upon 
the very fame Conditions, which the Senate 
durft not refufe, left they ftiould be thought 
to favour one fide more than the other. The 
Duke of Savoy received great part of the 
Money, for the Payment of the Englijb Troops 
in his Service, and the Pqniion allowed him 
by the King of England. 

Neither the Genoefe^ nor any other Italian 
Princes, talked at this time of cntring into a 
League with the Court of France^ to eafe 
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An. i6ys thcmfelvcs of the Imperial Troops quartered 
in their Dominions j even the Pope himfclf, 
as great an Enemy as he is to the Proteftants, 
was obhged to receive the Englijb VefTeJs in- 
to his Ports, and complimented my Lord Ruf* 
fel in his Name, with fome Prefents more va- 
luable than Relicks, a fort of Curiofities thofe 
Gentlemen do not greatly admire. . 

I had long taken a Refolution to (ee Ge^ 
noay and undertook the Voyage aflbon as ^tbe 
Campaign was ended ^ but pafHng by Cmij I 
met with fome Acquaintance, who detained 
me a few Days. As there was always a good 
Garrifon in this City, few Women, who ^ad 
a tolerable Share of Beauty, paiTed without 
fome Gallant Intrigue. Among others wis 
the Countefs of Sujane^ who had the Repu- 
tation of being the greateft Wft in PiemM^ 
and was feldom without her Amours, fine 
amidft the number of her Gallants (which Ac 
changed as often as the Troops changed their 
Quarters) flie feemed moft conftant to the 
Chevalier Fichet. He was Colonel of the 
Regiment of Saleuce^ and not inferior to the 
Countefs in Wit, which was the principal 
Reafon of her Conftancy to him. This 
Gentleman's Paffion contributed very much 
to the publick Diverfions, during my Stay 
at this Place, few Days paffing without a 
Confort, Ball, or fome other Party of Piea- 
fure, upon account of his Amours. As he 
compofed Verfcs and fung, we were fre- 
quently entertained with tome of his Airs. 
The following is a Song made for that Lady, 
which I found among my Papers. 
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fTitb Rigour you the ftrongeft Flame oppofe^ An. 169s* 
fyikh by Oppreffion but the fiercer grows. • * 

But ah / what does the fierceft Flame avail^ 
fFhen o'er a flinty Heart it can* t prevail. 
My Lifefo long has groan' d with your Difdain^ 
Tiat Death muft put a Period to my Pain. 
His lighter Chains to wedj from you Ifly^ 
^ef re tight y indeed^ to IVoman^s "Tyranny. 

He wrote this in the beginning of his Paf- 
iion \ and though the Councefs loved him at 
£r(t Sight, ihe was too artful to reveal it on 
a fuddcn, being feniible that a Man valued a 
Heart he had conquered, in proportion to the 
Ji\SiQ\Aty of the Conqueft : But aflbon as it 
was convenient, (he ventured to declare her 
Sentiments in his favour, by fending him th? 
following Anfwer to the fame Air,

I went from hence to Mondovi^ proceeding 
on my Journey to Genoa by the Marquifat of 
Sevey and ftaid a few Days with the Marquis 
de Lefagnesy who was at his Caftle in this 
Country, where he has a plentiful Eftatc. I 
had been long acquainted with him, and for- 
merly one of his Confidents, when he made 
Love to his Lady, whom he married while I 
was in France. This Lady was a pcrfefi: 
Beauty, when I faw her before, but at this 
time, fo disfigured with the Smallpox, that 
it was impomblc to know her, though ihe 
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An. 1695'. was ftill very young. Such an Alteration led 
me to reflea:, how little the Sex ought tQ 
value themfelvcs, upon fo fleeting a thing as 
Beauty. Her Husband being at Court when 
flie had that Diftemper, upon her Recovery 
file made the follo\^ng Couplet, which Ihe 
fent him, with an Account of her Illnefs. 

The God^ who us with Love infpiresy is bUndy 
So only fees the Beauties of the Mind. 
By Cupid taught^ perform theftgbtlefs Part^ 
My Face o'erlookj ufe tenderly my Heart* 

This Alteration did not in the leaft dimi* 
Tiiih the Efteem Mr. de Lefagne had for his 
Lady 5 and though after Marriage, Love ge- 
nerally changes into Friendfhip, he had no left 
of it now, than he had before. 

The Inhabitants of thefe Frontiers of Pie^ 
monty efpecially thofe of Mondwvij have given 
the Duke of Savoy abundance of Trouble^ 
and the publick News has often mentioned 
their Revolt, which in reality is founded up- 
on fomc Rcafon. Thefe I eople fbrnicriy 
compofcd a free Rcpublick, but being Neigh- 
bours to the Genoeje and Piemontefiy whofe 
Power increafing, to avoid being conqucred| 
they voluntarily fubmitted themlielvcs to the 
Puke of Savoy^ after he had fworn to pre- 
fervc their Privileges. Thofe Princes obfcr- 
ved what they had promifed a long time, bu? 
the laft, and more particularly the prefent 
Puke, often endeavoured to impofe the fatnp 
Taxes upon them, as upon the reft of 
Subjedts. At every Attempt of this 
there was a Civil War, wherein the reeolar 
Troop's of the Duke fometimes fu^mtd^ 
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though they were oppofed only by the Vc^-^ft.iSgf. 
iants of the Country. During the late War ' ' 

with France^ that Prince having a Number of 
foreign Troops in his Service, impofed upoa 
them what Laws he pleafed, while it was not 
in their Power to reufl: him : But having the 
Piemontefe only to contend with, after the 
Conclufioo of the Peace, they took Arms to 
free themfelves from thofe Impofitions which 
had been introduced amongft them. It was 
not without fome Difficulty, and the Lofs of 
a great Number of Men, that the Piemon* 
tefi brought them to Subjedion in the Year 
16989 an^ put them in a Condition, never tQ 
make War for the future > for having put the 
Ringleaders to Death, they tranfportcd thofe 
who were found under Arms into the Pro*- 
vincc of Ferccil^ or fome other Places, where 
they had Land afligned them to cultivate, 
with a Prohibition, that they fliould not re- 
turn into their own Country without a PaiT- 
port, upon pain of Death. 

This People drew fuch Treatment upoo 
themfelves, not only by taking Arms, but, 
by a Confpiracy they had formed, to deliver 
the Town and Country of Mondovi to the 
French. The Confpiracy was dete£led, when 
it was upon tTie point of Execution, and one 
7'oukyy with the principal of his Accomplices, 
loft their Heads. 

Having with much Difficulty pafled the 
fnowy Mountains, which feparatc this Re- 
public k from the Dominions of the Duke of 
Savoj/j I arrived at Genoa. It is not without 
fome rcafon, that the Italians call this City, 
Genoa the Proudly for it far furpafles all others 
in lialyy both in Magnificence of Buildings.

Thi< Rule is not without Exception^ lor 
Men of Probity and Women of Honodr are 
to be found here, as well as in other Places. 
They are indeed more inclined tp Gallantry, 
than othej //^/mds Women, ' and having a 
decent Liberty, it is not difficult for a 
Stranger, who is well-bred, and frequents the 
AiTeniblies, which are generally kept at the 
principal Houfes in the Town, to pfocure 
himfelf a Miftrefs. Thefe Ladies have a 
particular Inclination for the Englijb^ morel 
than thofe of any other Nation, which i$ 
the EflFcd of their delicate Tafte ; for, ge* 
nerally fpeaking, the Gentlemen of that 
Cpuotry have fiqe Faces, and are well flia- 
pcd. Something very jparticular happened 
to an Engiijb Gentleman, who was in JLovo 
with a G^/f^^y?, which was the whole !D9coarl0 
of. the Town at that time. 

Two Sons of an EngU/b Nobleman tra* 
veiling in Italy with their Governor, the 
Younger, being of a niorc tender Nature 
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than the Elder, became in Love with a young /f/v.ifip^ 
^ Lady at Genoa^ of better Birth than Fortune. ^ 
He would freely have confented to marry 
her, had his Income been fufficient to main- 
tain hers but as the eldeft Sons in England 
inherit the Eftates of their Fathers, while 
the youngcft are obliged to trade for Sub- 
liftence, he rcfolved that his Marriage with 
her, ihould not make her more unhappy 
than fhe was. The Father of thefe two 
Gentlemen happening to die at this Junc- 
ture, the Governor, who received the News 
of his Death, concealed it from the elder 
Brother, and having a greater Afledbion for 
the younger, contrived a Stratagem, that 
be might enjoy the Eftate. To this end, he 
propofed his writing a Letter to his p.ela- 
tions in England^ that his elder Brother, hav- 
ing the Misfortune to lofe his Senfes, at 
the News of his Father's Death, he fhould 
be obliged to fend him to London by Sea, or 
fecure him in a Madhoufe at Genoa % and 
that he kept him confined in a Room, till 
he received their Opinion in the Affair. 
The younger, who was naturally honeft, 
vrould not nave confented to this Device up- 
on any Confideration, if his Love had not 
been engaged. But finding himfelf, by fuch 
a Contrivance, in a Condition to marry the 
beautiful Genoeft^ and to live with Splendor 
in England^ he complied with the Propofition 
of the Governor, who confirmed, under his 
own Hand, what his Pupil had wrote. The 
Relations, who gave Credit to the News, be- 
ing unwilling an Accident of this nature 
ihould be made publick, wrote an Anfwer, 
defiring that he might not be fent to Eng;- 
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4B.i69S4andj but continued at Genoa in t proper 
* ~ 'Houfc, ordering an Allowance accordii^y. 
The younger producing the Orders he ad: 
received, had no great difficulty to perfuado 
the Publick of the Truth of his Brother's 
Madnefs, who^ fpeaking Englijb only, could 
not prove the contrary by his Difcourfe. 
AfToon as the elder Brother was confined in 
a proper Place, the Lover concluded the 
Marriage with his Miftrefs, whom be (Car- 
ried into his own Country, and took po/Icf« 
iion of the whole Eftate upon his Arrival % 
and that the Accident which happened to 
his elder Brother might be kept fecrer, it was 
agreed by his Relations, to report that he was 
dead. 

Thus the younger peaceably enjoyed a 
plentiful Eftate for feveral Years, while the 
lawful Heir, who had loft his Liberty, vain- 
ly attempted to make it appear that he was 
in his Senfes. The E>ire&ors of the Mad-» 
Houfes, perhaps, plainly perceived ic^ but 
as they had a coniiderable Share of his Al- 
lowance remitted from England^ they Xccmed 
not to underftand him, and prevented tbofe 
Englijhmen from fpeaking to him, who fre* 
[uently came to fee the Houfe out of Curio* 
ity, as well as other Travellers. At leogtb 
he had the good Fortune to fpcak to a GV- 
man^ who underftood Englijb'^ and having 
time to relate his Misfortune, and to ac- 
quaint him with his Name, he undertook 
upon his Arrival in England^ where he wag 
going, to lay open the whole Scene of Vil* 
lany to the Court. He kept his Word, and 
the Court taking Cognizance of the Afiajr. 
wrotQ to the Senate of G^noa^ who fcnt the 
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pretended Madman into England. The young ^». 1691. 
Nobleman was perfe&ly in his Scnfes, and' 
the Roguery of his Brother and his Gover- 
nor dete&ed. The laft was cxemplarily pu- 
ni^ed> and the elder Brother took poflef- 
fion of his Eftatc. The younger would 
have felt the Severity of the Law, had not 
jiis Brother gcneroufly forgiven him, an4 
folicited his Pardon at Court, which he ob- 
tained with much difficulty, by fetting forth 
this Trick, partly as the Eflfe6t of his Love, 
and partly committed at the Infligatioa ot 
the Governor. 

I went to fee the City of Savonnay 4 
Fortrcfs to which his Royal Highnefs ha$ 
great Preteniions, and at my Return, I per- 
ceived a Workman of good appearance in 
the hands of five or fix Sbirri^ who were car- 
rying hioi to Genoa^ and asking him, out of 
Curiofity, what he had done ; I am, faid he, 
a poor Journeyman Stone-cutter, who, at ^ 
time that I was intent upon my Work, was 
feifed by the holy Inquifition, without know- 
ing the Reafon. I cannot conceive that I 
Ihould be fufpe6l:ed. of Herefy, fince I caq 
neither write nor read, and am hardly acr 
quaintcd with my own Religion. They give 
me no re;^bn why I am arrefted, and have 
allowed me fix Months to confefs my Crime, 
^d then (hall be condemned to Death, if I 
perfifl: in my Innocence; but if I confefs my 
fclf guilty or Ibme Her? fy on my own accorcf, 
they have promifed * my Sentence may be 
mitigated. As he thus held his difcourfe, 
two Monks who accompanied him, perceiving 
he addrefs'd himfelf to me, interrupted him, 
^ made him a fign tp be iilent, which he 
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ridpf.wai immedutdy obliged to obferve. I reUtt 
'chit FaA» to ffaiew the Hij^pinefs of the PfaK 
pk in FfMce and GermMjy whofe So^erd^' 
wooikl not iisceive this crad Tribunal, whtck ^ 
if to little governed by the Laws of Jultice. 
' After I had .ftaid a few Days longer at Gh 
m^f and had feen moft of the Curiofities ta 
the Town^ I returned to T^rin. * I was fah 
fible his Royal Hiehnefs would go to Nkrt 
Dame de Leretto^ where he had made a Vt>w» 
and haftened my Return to accompMnr-him* 
But upon my Arrival I found he bw.been 
{ono (ome Days before^ and ihould faiitve fbl- 
owdJ) had I not been informed^ ^tlttt he de- 
fired but few People to efcort YAtck^ and had 
particularly named his Attendant^. - . 

In the Abfence of the ^Gourt, I toc^ 
the opportunity of paying 'a rific to Count 
MaziH^ who was at his Gaftle fifteen or 
twenty Miles from Turin. I Was particu- 
larly acquainted with hiAy the firfl time I 
was in Fiemont^ and he had long defircd to 
renew our Acquaintance. The Hiftory of this 
Gentleman is very well known in'that Opun- 
try. At that time he was much in, favour 
with Madam ReyaU who was then Regents 
the Efteem fhe had for him in the Bejsinning^ 
foon exceeded the Bounds of Friend£ip| and 
he had not long appeared at Court, before 
file felt a paffion for his Perfon. But as So^ 
vereigns cannot take the mofb private Steps, 
without having the Eyes of tne People to 
difcover their Actions, this Princefs's' Love 
foon became the fubjeft of publick Difcourle. 
The Prince was too young at this time to find 
fault with the Condud of his Mpther, but had 
fo much Honour notwithftanding, as to ex« 
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prefs his DilTatisfadion at the Report that^«-i69f< 
was fprcad to the Count, who was affronted 
at his Difcourfe, and being refolved upon Re-* 
yenge, foon found an Opportunity by bis 
CounleL 

Not lone after the Death of the Queen of 
France^ thclCing, who was ftill young enough 
to marry again, if a proper Alliance fhould 
ofier, caufed a Propofal of Marriage to be 
made to Madam Royal^ upon Condition, that 
ihe would fecure to him the Dominions of 
her Son. That Princefs, who would have 
rejoiced at the Title of Queen, by an Alli- 
ance with the fame Blood, from which fhe 
was defcended, immediately confented to the 
Propofal, and by the Advice of Count Mazin^ 
who intirely governed her, endeavoured to 
compafs her Defigns. The Count was glad 
to meet with an Opportunity of being re- 
venged on the young Prince, and advifed her 
to propofc a Marriage between her Son and 
the Infanta of Portugal^ who being an only 
Daughter, that Crown, upon the Demife of 
her Father, would devolve to the Prince who 
Ihould marry her. Madam Royal^ having by 
this means the Opportunity of being a Queen, 
and making her Son a King, readily gave 
her confent, and immediately difpatched an 
Exprefs to the King pf Portugal^ with this 
Propofition. He foon came into the meafures 
propofed, and Preparations were making for 
the Duke's Departure to Lisbon^ when the 
Marquis de Parelk difcovered (by what me- 
thod I know not) that the Princefs his Mo- 
ther dcfigned to deliver the Dominions of the 
young Prince to the Kingof France^ to whom 
ihe was to be married, a» foon as the Mar- 
riage 
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AM.t69f.rizge of her Son with the Infanta >as coii* 
' "^fummatcd. The Piemontefe^ who would gladly 
have fccn their Sovereign King of PortugnU^ 
without being in fub)e&ion to another Prince^ 
made the Diiadvancage of this Alliance fo 
plainly appear to his Royal Highnefs, not 
only by tne Lofs of his own Dominions, but 
from the Probability of the King of Portth 

fal's having male Iflue, (which afterward 
lappencd) that they occafioned the breaking 
oft his intended Voyage, and foon after de- 
prived the Princcfs Regent of the Adminiilra- 
tion of Affairs, and placed it in the hands 
of the Duke and his Council. Thus this 
double Marriage was intirely defeated^ to the 
great Mortification of the Proje&ors. 

The firft thing the Prince did, ailb(»i as 
he had the Reins of Government in his own 
hands, was Co reftrain the Count within his 
Lands of Mazin^ who could never fince be 
reftored to Favour, notwithftanding the En- 
deavours he has ufed. Madam Royal^ in de- 
fpair at the Difgrace and Confinement of her 
Favourite, has never had the fame motherly 
Tendernefs for the Duke flie had before, and 
has often been accufcd of holding private 
Correfpondencc with his Enemies, and par- 
ticularly of being concerned in the Confpi- 
racy of Mondoviy which we mentioned be- 
fore, and of a Defign to deliver the Citadel 
and Town of Turin into the Hands of the 
French 'y but they were nev^r convinced of 
this, and the Duke, being afraid of coming 
to Extremities repugnant to the Laws of 
Nature, chofe rather to flifle fuch Informa- 
tions, than examine them to the bottom. The 
Exile of Count Mazin has not prevented his 

Cor- 
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orreipoiidence by Letters with that Princefs, An. i6^. 
id he has £nce made fcveral private Jour-'— v^^ 
eye to Turin upon her account : But being 
ow married to a very beautiful and rich 
^ianefe Lady, and Madam Reyal having 
Bitted Gallantry with her Youth, the Cor- 
ripondencc has infenfibly decayed, and they 
ave only maintained a Friendlliip for each 
ther, f^aratc from Love. 



Ihc End of the Sixth 9art. 
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HE Voyage of the Duke ofSavoj 
was not fo much a Voyage of De- 
votion, as Policy. The French 
began their urual Intrigues with 
that Prince in the Winter, antl 
the Pope's Nuncio, with the Envoy of the 
Rcpublick of Fesice fccondcd that Crown, 
which made him Offers, fo very advanta- 
geous, that he at length refolved to accept 
them. The Danger of being difcovcrcd by 
the Miniftcrs of the Allies was fo much to 
be apprehended, that this Treaty could not 
be carried on at Turin ; to avoid which, the 
Duke, always artful in DifEmulation, re- 
moved from that City, at the latter end of 
the

the Wltitcr, under pretence of vifiting iViJ/r< ''*. 1696. 
Dame de LoreftOi where he declared he had 
made a Vow. He named all his Attendants, 
who were fuch as he had no reafon to fufpcds 
and though the Generals of the Allies nar- 
rowly watcb'd him, to know whether Piety 
alone was the end of his Journey, he kept 
every thii^ fo fccret, that they could not 
poffibly have the leaft Knowledge of the fe- 
parate Treaty of Peace with France ^ which 
he iigned at Loretto^ by the InterpoHtion of' 
the Agents of Rome and Venice^ and a private 
Envoy from the Marfhal de Catinat. 

The Conditioas of the Treaty are very 
well known to the World. Bcfidc the Refto- 
ration of all that his mod: Chriftian Majelly 
had. conquered, belonging to his Royal High- 
neft, he gave him Pignerol^ with the Citadel 
demolilhed, four millions of Livres toward 
the Expence of the War, and his Promifc 
of the elded: Princefs of Savoy's Marriage 
with the Duke of Burgundy f as foon as they 
were at Age to confummate it. 

The Conditions of this Peace were too 
advantageous to be refufed by the Diike. He 
was indeed undet Obligations to the Allies 
both by Word ind Honour 5 but it is well 
known at this time, that fovereign Princes 
have no other Parole^ than Policy and Intereft. 
His Highnefs is not the only Prince who has 
followed this M^xim, he has been often di- 
redied in this Path by his Anceftors, and 
without raking the A(hes of the Dead, he 
faw too many Examples of this Sort before 
his Eyes, in the Condu6i: of his Neighbours. 
Befide this, the Allies neglected to furnifh 
him with the Troops and Money they had 
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A9f.i6g6 promised, and though the Subfidics of JEjag- 
-^ land and HoUand were regularly paid, Spam 
and the reft were deficient. They promifed, 
indeed, that he fhould have more advantage" 
ous Conditions at a general Peace, than Kad 
been offered him before ; but tb» was pre^ 
carious, and he had reafon to be under Ap 
prehenfions of the King of FrmuBy who 
threatned the Conqueft of the Remainder oif 
his Dominions with a formidable Army, the 
next Campaign. But, though this was< hit 
only Pretence to the Allies, it waSi not the 
principal Motive } for befide the Uncevtaia*- 
ty of the Entrance of the French Aimy into 
Piemontj they knew by what had pafled^ 
that thofe Menaces had produced very Uttle 
Effta. 

This Treaty, to which the Bope aod the 
Venetians were Guarantees, was. fooa ratified 
at the Court of France^ who found their Ac-^ 
count in it, as well as the Duke of S4woy\ for 
befides an immenfe Sum faved^ Framct. was in 
a Condition to bring a greater Army into the 
Field againft her Enemies the fucceoding 
Campaign, and compel them to a general 
Peace, which was juftified by the Event, and 
this fcparate Peace was the Foundation of the 
other, which perhaps would not otherwifc 
have been concluded at this Day:. 

Afloon as the Duke returned frovoLLoretftr^ 
his principal Care was to conceal the Treacys 
he had made, not only from the Mioifters 
and Generals of the Allies, but from his-owff. 
He confided in no body but the Marquis d$ 
St. fhomas^ who alone had carried on the Ne- 
gotiation, and taken feveral Journeys to Pig'- 
nerol in difguife, to confer with Mr. de Tejfi^ 
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'dWior of the Place, or Mr. de Catinaf^AnA6^. 
) was thcf^ incognitb ^or that purpofe. 

Minifter of State can undertake few fuch 
atyv Without being difcovercd, and the 
lent Abfcnce of Mr. ^^ ,S/. Thomas^ gav6 
icions to the Minifters of the Allies. 
f watched him fo narrowlv, that at length

itittg him with all that he knew of the 
-itt Peace, and produced the Conditions. 
loyal Hrghriefs was extremely furprifed 
id in Affair dete£ted, he had fo carefully 
voared to conceal, and always denied it, 
tt Ptencb were near enough to affift him^ 
6 put it in his Power to alter his Lan*

the end rf May^ the French Army con- 
J of foooo Men, entred the Plain, and 
iped at Rival/e on the Second of June* 
Duke ftill carried on the Difguife, and 
^ all bis Infentry into Garrifon , under 
ice of defending the Towns, that he 
c the more artfully feparate them from 
^rmy of the Allies, Which was encamped 
mcdllkry under fhdter of the Po. 1 hey 
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if*. 1696. made Lines about the City of Turin to prc- 
*^ vent a Bombardment, and put the I'own in a 
Pofture of Defence, as if they expe&ed a 
Siege, though they were very tcnfible of the 
contrary at Court. 

Marmal de Catinat being the only General 
in the French Army, who was acquainted 
with this Treaty, it occafioned fome Dif* 
putes between that Marfhal and the Grand 
Prior. His Royal Highnefs, to carry on his 
Diflimulation the more efFe&ually, detached 
fe veral Parties of Germans every Day, to ha- 
rafs the French Army, who generally came 
off with Advantage. The Grand Prior fuf- 
fered this with Regret ^ and having often bad 
the Opportunity of charging theu: Detach- 
ments with Succefs, and as often deilred feave 
of the Marfhal //if Catinat^ was always re- 
fufed. Exafperated at this Proceoiing, and 
attributing the Condud of this General to 
his Timidity, or want of Underftanding, he 
;ave Advice of it to the King, in a Letter 
igned by mod of the General Officers. His 
Majelty fmiled at the Advice he had received, 
and anfwered him, that Mr. de Catinat had 
aded only by his Orders, and that in a little 
time, the Event would juftify his Condufl:. 
The Grand Prior fufpedcd the meaning of 
this, and was fully convinced of it on the 
nth of July^ when a Month's Truce was 
publiflied in the French Camp, and at Turin. 
They perfuaded the Allies, as much as poffi- 
ble, to accept of it, which they abfolutcly 
rcfufedj who behaved themfelvcs notwith- 
flanding, during the Sufpenfion of Arms, 
which was at different times prolonged to the 
i/ch of Sept ember y as if they had accepted it, 
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and during the whole time, no military Ac- if«r. 1 69^. 
tion pa/Icd or either fide, of the lead confi- 
deration. . 

The Duke had defired this time, that he 
might withdraw himfelf honourably from the 
Allies. He had taken ofF the Mask from 
the Month of June^ and communicated the 
Propofals of the Court of France to the Mi- 
nifters of the Allies % and rcmonftrating the 
Strength of the 7T^»^i& Army, and the Wcak- 
nefs of his own, which confided only of 
^0060 Men, he declared his Difpofition to 
accept them, palliating the Rupture of the 
confederate Treaty with a thoufand fpccious 
Prctchccs. Not (atisficd with this, he wrote 
to each of* the Powers concerned, to ask 
their Confent 3 and though he could not ob- 
tain it from any one, he made no Scruple au- 
thentickly to fign the Treaty a fecond tiihe, 
which he had privately concluded in the 
Winter, 'The Allies fpared no pains to re- 
gain him to their Intereft, offering more ad- 
vantageous Propofals than before ^ and the 
Count de Mansfelt^ who was fent Exprcfs by 
the Emperor to his Royal Highnefs, propor 
fed the Marriage of the King of the Romans^ 
with tht Princefs of Savoy^ and an Augmen- 
tation of his Troops and Subfidies 5 but all 
his Eloquence proved ufelefs upon this Occa- 
^on. The Prince had chofe his Party be- 
fore, and all they could offer, would not 
prevail upon him to alter his Opinion. 

This unexpefled Change was fcnfibly re- 
gretted by Prince Eugene^ who had the Com- 
mand of the Imperial Forces, and was of the 
Houfe of Savoy^ and the Prince de Commerci^ 
who is naturally brave and extremely paffco- 
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^ 'J^jic bcinn nothing inferior 
>r. ''^'%re AaJ confcnted to it, and

A;^*hclefs the Count de fejfey Licute- i 
^OeocfiXi and the Maiquis <lt Bufotej Co*

^ Ko&ages for the Peace, on the part of 
/'f^nce; and on the part of his Rojal High- 
ncU, tlic Count (ie Tana^ Captain ot the Life- 
guard, and the MaiqMis d'^ix, arrived in the 
French Camp. 

As we now lived in open Peace with the 
French^ by the CelTation of Arms, and were 
but few Miles diUant from ^«", wc often 
went to pafs a Day or two in that Ciiy.

Upon this Difcovery, the Baron ie 
Cravace (hewed us a Letter fhe had fent him 
to the Camp, which we found to be the fame 
ihe had fent to the Lieutenant- Colonel and 
my felf, copied one from the other, and dif- 
fering only in the Superfcription. We com- 
pared them together, and congratulated each 
other upon the Difcovery of our Miftrefles 
Inconftancy, and then all three deferted her, 
with a thoufand Reproaches for her manner 
of afting, which (he could by no means jufti- 
fy, after the Letters fhe had writ in the fame 
Stile. 

We turned our Eyes next toward the Coq* 
vent, where we could eafily fpcak to fome 
beautiful Nuns at the Grate. The Baron de 
Cravace got farther into the good Graces of 
the Nun he addreJBTed himfelf to, than either 
of us, and in five or fix Days, fhe gave him 
%n Opportunity of feeing her in the Garden 
of the Convent, and once paffed two Days 
with her, the Nun taking care to conceal 
him, and to furhifh him with Provifions. At 
length we prevailed upon him to quit thiis 
Rendezvous, by reafon of the Danger in fuch 
aui Intrigue, from the Jealoufy of the Pricfts 
in this Country, who make their Fortunes by 
the Nuns. We narrowly efcapcd being top 
fenfible of the Effefts of their Jealoufy. 

After we were returned to the Camp, a 
certain Priefl, Gallant to one of the Nuns, 
jobferving his Miilrefs more cold than ordina-

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Jit. 1696 ryy carefully endeavoured to find out the 
* Caufc oF this Alteration, and was fo exaft in 
his Inqijiry, that he difcovcrcd our Intrigues, 
and gave notice of them to feme others of 
the Kraternity who moft frequented the 
Convent, all unanjmoufly agreeing to be r^ 
ycnged on us upon our fiill Return. Vft 
were ignorant pf this Confpiracy, J^nd re- 
turning to J^ffiers to yifit ^ur Nuns, had no- 
tice by a Letter they took care to fenid, not 
to approach the Convent, an Anibufcadc of 
Priefts lying in wait to furround us. Nothing 
lefs than our (^ives being at ftake, we folibw- 
cd the Advice, which we found to be true, 
by a Perfon privately fent to examine the 
Cloiftersi and as no Honour was to be ac- 
quired by engaging with a parcel of jealous 
Prieds, whole Strength conufted in Treache- 
ry, we rcfolved |:o (ep out next Day for thf 
Camp, leaving the Fathers to (he q^iet Eat 
joyment of their MiftrefTes. 

One of the principal Keafons, which indu- 
jced his Royal Highnefs fo carefully to con* 
ceal the Separate Peace he had conplude^ 
with France J was his DeQgn of obtaining the 
reft of the Subfidies due to hiip from the Al- 
lies. He particularly knew, there was a con- 
(idi rable (Remittance for him at Qekoa from 
Jinglandy which he firft wanted to have in his 
Poflcffion. But my Lord Galloipay having 
liotice of it in time, as we obferved before, 
pountermanded that Money, and made ufe of 
ir for the Payment of the Troops under hi; 
Pommand in the Milaneji^^ and thofe of Brafh 
dcnhourg and Bavaria^ which cntred from this 
tjme into the Service o( his Britannick Mg- 
jefly. It ii reported, that fome Generals of 

the 
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the AUicSi were of opinion to fcizc the Town ^n. kSjkJ. 
of tmn^ which they had in pofleflion, and 
the Pcrlon of the Duke at the fame time, to 
compel him to break with France. The 
Prince had private Notice of it, but took no 
niore Precaution than ordinary 5 and though 
jhc did not view the Camp at Montcallier e- 
yt^ry D^iy, as he had promifcd, he paflcd by 
the German and Spanijlj Guard as he went out 
of Turin^ and often vifited the Camp upon 
the Glacis of the Plice. This was an Enter- 
prize eafy to execute, but difficult to fuftaih, 
oy realon of fhe Wcal^nefs of their own Ar- 
iny, aind the Strength of the French^ who, 
withthc Affiftance of the Inhabitants, could 
Jiavc foon become Matters of Piemont^ and 
compelled the Allies to abandon the Country, 
which perhaps they would afterwards rcfufc 
to relinquitti; therefore th s Advice was re- 
jefted by the chief Generals, who feemed un- 
wilHng to violate the Right of Princes in fo 
^uthentick a m^oer, which would have been 
of more Detriment to them than Advan«> 
tage,. 

The Allies not accepting the Neutrality 
of lialy^ which was oflFered, were obliged to 
leave a Country, where they were furrounded 
by Enemies, and march to the Affiftance of 
the Milanefe^ which the ir^^^A Troops, joint- 
ly with thofc of Savoy^ were to attack ac- 
cording to the Treaty, and oblige the Spa^ 
niards to confcnt to the Neutrality by force. 
The Cavalry marched firft, being followed by 
the Infantry toward the latter end of Juguji^ 
anid entirely left the Dominions of the Duke 
in thci beginning of September. The French 
Armv, joined by the Trobps of His Royal 

Highncfs, 
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if«. 1696. Higbne&9. foJlo wed them ftep by ftep, tQ4 
cntrcd the Milanese the if ch of that Montb^ 
being the very Day the Truce expired. They 
were not long without AQri^:^, and in faqr 
Days begaq the Siege of Falencia. 

The Duke of Savoy being made Genera- 
Jiffimo of the Army, by the King of France^ 
commanded the Siege in Perfon^ having the 
Marfhal de Catinat under him ^ (o that by ao 
Accident not to be met with in Hiftory, the 
fame General commanded the two opjpofite 
Armies in one Campaign. Several ot chi$ 
Prince's PredeceflTors have changed fix>m one 
Side CO the other, but not one had been Ge« 
neral of the two Armies at the fame Inftant, 
What feems moft particular, is, that the 
Duke gave orders to the Allies at Turin^ and 
to the French at the fame time, who both 
looked upon him as their General. For when 
(he Allies were encamped between Cbivas 
and Turin^ and the French on the other Side 
of it, Prince Eugene fcnt every Evening to 
receive Orders, and the Word trom his Royal 
Highnefs: Marflial de Catinat did the Jikc, 
and the ylids de Camp of the two Generals 
have fome times met to receive Orders from 
the fame Chief, which proves how far the 
Policy of that Prince can extend. 

The Siege of FaUnclay was rather a Siege 
of Policy than an Attack in Form, and though 
the Duke of Savoy was look'd upon as Gene^ 
ralijfimo^ and had all the Honours paid him 
due to that Charader, the Marflial de Catinat 
had private Orders, and only obeyed that 
Prince, as far as was confiftent with the Inte- 
reft of his Matter. The Duke would have 
pufhed on the Attack with Vigour, and foon 

made 
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IDtade bimfelf m^ftjcr of the Town, it being Sn. 169(5. 
ftipukcoj by the Treatv, to put his Royal • - — ' 
J^ighncfs in pofleffion ot alj thofe Places th^t 
i)iould be taken from the Spaniards. But the 
f^remb General, unwilling that a Prince fo 
near a (Neighbour to France^ fliould become 
|iowerful in Italy^ protra^ed the Siege as 
pmch 33 poilible, that the Allies might havp 
time to n^ept of the Neutrality, which wa^ 
the grfiiid View of his moft Chriftian Mj|- 
jcfty. The Siege was however vigoroufly 
^rarried on, but th^ Att^ick being tortpe4 
againit the ftroogeft Part of the Town, for * 
reafoas menriooed before, and the Garrifon 
which confiilcd of (ix or feven thoufan^ 
jVfen, defending themfclvcs to a Miracle, they 
advanced vi^ry little after the Trenches had 
been openied a Fortnight, at which time 
a Courier arrived from the Marquis d^ Le^ 
ganez^ with his Catholick Majefty's Accep- 
tation of tl^ Peace. Thps ended the War 
in Italy J which has been fince renewed with 
greater warmth than ever^ occafioned by the 
W ill of the late King of Spain. At that 
time they talked pnly of Peace ^nd Friend- 
(hip to i:ach other. Th& greateft part of the 
principal Ofl^ers went tp fee the City of 
Milan^ and other Curiofities of that Duchy, 
and thofe of the Allies viGted their Armies, 
and ftrove to «3fccl each other in Entertain- 
ments. Before I lef( the Milaneze^ I had an 
inclin^tipn to fpc the great City of Pavia^ 
and the Chartreufi fomp Miles diftant from 
thence, which I bad not thp opportunity of 
feeing in my Travels before. It is one of 
the principal Curiofities ip Italy^ both for 
Riches and the Magnificence pf it^ Buildr 

ing^ 
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An> 1^96. ings. I paflcd by the Place near Pavia whcA 
*^^^ ^ ^ Francis the Firft was defeated and taken Pri- 
foner, and at this day, there is a Chapel to 
be feen, which was built upon that Spot; 
^nd filled with the Bones of thofe flain in 
the Battle. From thence I went to MRlan^ 
to take leave of the Marquis de LeganeZj iaM 
iomc other Spanijb Generals, with whom t 
had the hofiour of being acquainted. I did 
not forget my beautiful Milanefe^ fo often 
mentioned before, whom T found married to 
her Satisfaftion, to a Gentleman of better 
Quality than Eftate. 

' AfToon as the Campaign was ended, the 
Imperial and other foreign Troops had no- 
thing more to think of, than to execute their 
Agreements, and repafs the Mountains, tp 
take winter Quarters in Gertnany^ that xhcj 
might be ready to fcrve upon the Rhine the 
enluing Campaign. 

The French did the fame on their fide, 
and Italy faw it felf delivered from foreign 
Troops. The EngUJh and Dutch Fleets, under 
the Command of Vice-Admiral Rook^ who 
fuccecded Lord Rujfel^ were failed into the 
Englijb Channel ever fince the Winter, upon 
Advice that King James defigned to invade 
England^ in which he failed a third time, 
upon the Difcovery of the grand Conlpiracy 
formed by his Agents ag^^inft the Perlon of 
King miliam. The French Fleet, in the Ab- 
fence of the Enemy, took the opportunity of 
leaving the Ports of Toulon and Marfeilhst 
and repaired to Breji^ having happily paffcd 
the Straits. 

Nothing remarkable happened in other 
Countries this Campaign, in Flinders and up- 
on 
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on the Rbinij in Catalonia and upon the Goaft, An. 1696. 
there was the fame Ina&ion, as if they had ^ 
enjoyed a Sufpenfion of Arms, and only en- 
camped and .decamped for the more commo- 
dious Subfiftcnce of the Army. In Hungary 
ic was not altogether the fame, the Campaign 
proving inglorious to the Eledior of Saxony % 
who, after raifing the Siege of Temifwar^ loft 
another Battle, by endeavouring to force the 
Sultan'^s Camp : The Republick of Poland 
-chofe him to be their King the next Year 
notwithftanding, in the room of the former. 

The Princcfi of Savoy departed from Turin^ 
attended by the Count de lef^j who was ap- 
pointed her Mafter of the Horfe. The 
Duchefs accompanied her as far as Lions^ 
where fhe was met by a Party of the King's 
Houfholdy and his Majelly's Coaches, which 
cs^rried her to Court. She brought the Peace 
with her, and was confequently received wich 
the univerfal Joy and Acclamations of the 
People. As this Princeis was not one of the 
moft beautiful, it was apprehended that fhe 
would not have the gift of pleafing the Duke 
of Burgundy ^ but he told a Perfon, who asked 
his Opinion of her, when fhe firft arrived, 
thaf be efieem$d the Peace Jhe procured^ more 
' than all the Beauty Jhe could have had. 

After I had fpcnt a great part of the Win- 
ter at Turiny Ilct out for Paris^ afFoon as I 
had received my Pardon from Court, which 
the Marfhal de Catinat had taken pains to 
obtain. I took feave oi his Royal Highnefs, 
who was pleafed to make me a prefent of his 
Pifturc enriched with Diamonds, as a Pledge 
of his Fricndfhip. This PVefent was confi- 
derable, and had been formerly offered to my

^^""^^f"'^ montj bat rtrafbd by that Vliniftcr, upod thi 
PaftQiie of Afhirs at that titac. Affaon ai 
I arriftred at f^erfallUs^ I went to return hit 
Majefty and his Miniftets thanks for my Pap 
"^ don, afld was very kindly rcccitcd. I had 

difcovcrcd rtiy Indittation of cntring into thk 
Service of his Majeftv, and met with the 
feireft Promifes imaginable ^ bat my Condud 
being mifl-eprefentca by forac Gentlemen at 
Court, under a pretencd of my over-zeal fdt 
the Iiitereft of the lDii\fit, of Savoy, whdm I 
had ferved Jid de Camp Volunteer duthlg the 
War, artd reftfed to be a Spy for the French 
Minifters at the Court of that Prince, (a Fi* 
delity which ousht to have been efteemed) 
they deferred makiif^ Provifion for me, after 
ft Promifc of the firft vacant Regiment of 
Dragoons, and preferred others in my ftead. 
iPot this reafon I troubled thofe Oentlemeft 
no more with my Solicitations, or my Friends 
to give me ulelefs Recommendations. As the 
Eftate I poflTcffed was fufficient for an ho- 
nourable Subfirtence, I retired to regulate my 
Affairs, which were in Confufion by lo long 
an Abfence. Here I pafled all the Summer 
of the Vear 16,07, and while the World was 
alarmed with Sieges and Battles, I employed 
my felf in hunting and other Country Di- 
verfions.

J^n. 1697. All the military Exp'^ditions of that Cam- 
' ' paigf^ confifted of two Sieges, one undertaken 

by the French in Catalonia^ where the Duke 
de Vandome beficged Barcelona^ which did not 

fur- 
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forrender till two Months after the Trenches '*»• »697. 
were opened; the other in FlanderSy where 
the Marihal de Filkr^y beficgcd Jtb^ whkli 
fuflained only a few Days Attack. Prince 
Lewis q£ Ba^ took pofTeffion likewife of the 
(laftlc of Ebernhourgy after four or five Days 
Siege, a Place againft which the Prince of 
thffis had Boiicarried fome Years before. 

At- length a general Peace, fo long cx-» 
pe&ed,. and fo earneftly defired by the People^ 
was concluded at Ryfwick near the Hague^ on 
the aotJi of September in the fame Year, upon 
GondttioBS which are ftill frefh in the Me-< 
HuoTy of Madciod. As Minifters are generally 
blanaed fbr the Faults of State, tl^ French 
fipemed didSutisfied with their PIenipotentia«- 
xicsi^ Meffieur» Hartayy Ferjus, and Callieres^ 
who had refllored thirty two Cities,, each of 
which could have withftood a Campaign^ and 
wttohottt confidering they had tranfa&cd no- 
thing contrary to Orders, were not received 
vupoR their Return^ with that Joy the Peace 
they had concluded feemed to require. 

The Marriage of the Duke of Burgundy 
vmaiti.xiiiVxxact&oi Savoy (who impatiently 
expofted the. Day appointed for the Cere* 
mony) was. ccmcluded at, Fer failles toward the 
Utter end of that Year. This Princefc had 
bcea more than twelve Months at the Court 
of France^ and hadf already taken the Title of 
Duchefs of BuTffmdy ; but being both fo 
yoong, it was ft^ukted in the Treaty, that 
they fliould wait» till i€ was the Opinion of 
the Phyficians, who were confulted upon 
tfais^ Occafion, that they were of an Age fuf'* 
ficient to confummatcthc^beremdny.

The Chevalier Willlamfon received me with 
the greateft Coldnefs imaginable, notwith- 
llandiag the Obligationi he wm under to me 
in Ital^^ which he promifod aJwi^ to .ac- 
knowledge fttould an OppMttmitj ofler. BcK . 
when I expe&ed to be recdved ^th Timnf* 
ports of Joy and Friendftip* I net widi jdl 
the Indifference that could be ufed co a 
Stranger, and was fo affhmtcd at the Cold* 
nefs of his Reception and Difcoorie, that i 
rdblved to vifit him no moie. I ovxst toiX 
him fince in the Stieca and at CaM[tibiif 
received only a Salute from hitnownnai 
fpcaking. As he had no reafon to bealhkmcd 
of me or my Equipage, which iar exceeded 
his own, I can attribute this Ufage only to

ihclmation they have to all Foreigners. Thofe A169 
to whom I have related this Story, were fo far 
from bein^ furprifed, that oh the conltrary 
they confirmed it was cuftomafy with thfc 
Englijb^ and related fome Adventures of xht 
lame .Nature, one of ivhich I^ihall recite to 
prove the Extent of their Inconltancy. 

One Bafiide^ a Gentleman of the French 
Nation^ and Captain in the Englijh Service; 
being Quartered in a Town, the Name ot 
whi^ I forget, vifitcd a young Ladv (bmcT- 
times who was both beautiful and rich. A4 
to his own part, he was agreeable in his Per- 
fon, and foon gained the Lady's Efteem. Shd 
was Miftrefs both of her Perfbil and Eftate^ 
and thetcforc could efpoiife him \vithout Op- 
pofition. Her Love daily increafing, Ihb 
foon came to a Refolution, and Bajtide being 
a Refmei^ without any other Income than 
his Employ, readily confented to a Marriage, 
which made his fortune. As the Englijh La- 
dies love with excefs of Paflion, fhe was Very 
tender and endearing to her new Spoufe at 
the Beginning. But a Fortnight or three!* 
Weeks after the Marriage, Bajiidebeitig gond 
to London^ by the cohfent of his Wife, uport 
(bme particular occafion^ during his Abience^ 
wliich was very ihort, (he had time enough id 
change her Opinion, and to refleft upon the 
Inequality of Fortunes in the Alliance fhef 
had contra6i:ed. 

The Captain at his Rcturii went diredtl/ 
home> but was furprifed to find the Cham- 
bermaid rcfufe hiiri admittance. She went to^ 
acquaint her Miftrefs with the Arrival of her 
Husband, who, inftead of the kind Recep-* 
lion he expe£ted, was ordered to retire^ add 

O ihreatned 
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^ii.iC97.threfttned by the Servants if he ofFered th^ 
' leaft Violence. The next Day fhe fcrit him 
the Marriage Contrad, telling him, that fhe 
diflbived all (he had done, declared that he 
might feefc another Wife, and that fhe look- 
ed upon him no longer as a Husband. He 
defired to fee and fpcak to her, thinking to 
make her relent i but fhe proved inflexible 
to all the Remonftrances he could inakc) 
therefore his only Remedy was at Law, 
where, after a tedious and expenfive Suit, fht 
was ordered to allow him a hundred Pounds 
a Year, which was a flender Allowance, com- 
pared with her Eftate of eight hundred ; and 
then they were feparated. 

It is dangerous for Foreigners to many 
Women in this Country, with whom tbef 
are not particularly acquainted. A German 
having a long time made Love to a Girl^ 
who m all appearance was exceeding rich, 
readily confentcd to marry her. According 
to the Laws of England^ the Husband is ab- 
folute Mafter over the Eftate of his Wife; 
for which Reafon, he is obliged to pay all 
the Debts fhe has contrafted, both before 
and after Marriage. By virtue of this Law, 
the Day after the Ceremony, an Officer cn- 
tred the Room while they were in Bed, and 

S reduced a Note of his Wife'sf, by which 
le acknowledged to have received Money 
and Furniture of a Tradefman, the better to 
carry on her Defign. The Officer and his 
Affiftants feized the Furniture, and would 
have taken her Clothes, had not he engaged 
for the Payment, and left him the Woman to 
maintain at his own Expence. 

The 
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Tte Mcfl hardly know whiC Jfciloufy if». i^f 
is in this Country, which is one of their ^^^^^ 
beft Qualities. It is Ill-manners in a Man 
to interrupt his Wife's Converfation with 
another, ,by his Prefence, and they gene- 
rally withdraw, to avoid the Imputation of 
being jealous, which is a confiderable Ble^ 
mifli amongft them; even a virtuous Wo-^ 
man receives a KUs in the Prefence of he^ 
Husband, without the lead Difficulty. Thof 
following is an Inftance what little Notice 
the Huspaads cake of the Conduft of theiif 
Wives. 

A certain Knight having been long rtiar* 
tied to a Lady of confiderable Eftace, with-* 
out havine a Child, contrived a Method of 
being Father, which would never have been 
thought of by a jealous Husband. He had 
a particular Friend^ who^ though unmarried, 
had often given Proofs of his Manhood i to^ 
this Friend he propofed the Refignation of 
his Place at Night, while his Lady was A* 
fleep, to try whether he could meet with 
better Succefs than himfelf. His Friend 
thought him in jeft, till he ferioufly told him 
the Oblig^tioils he (hould be under, could he 
fumiih him with an Heir, by which mean^ 
he fecured an £ftate to himfelf, that others 
wife returned to the Relations of his Lady^i 
at her Deceafe< Upon thefe Reafons he gavtf 
his Confent, and the Knight promifed bim« 
if he fucceeded, the Reward of a thottfand 
Pounds. The Day and the time being fixed^ 
the Husband donceafed his Friend in a neigh* 
bouring Apartment, and rifing gently otit of 
Bed, aflfoon as he perceived his Wife afleep, 
be introduced the other to his Places this 



il». i697* t^as repeated fcvcral Nights fucceffively, the 
Lady bein^ all the time infeniible of the leaft 
Change, for he kept filent, aad Toon yielded 
his E^ace to the Husband. Aflbon as he 
thought the Dofe had been fufficiently admi* 
niftred, he thanked the Gallant for his trou- 
ble, and perceived with Pleafure, in a fhorC 
time, that he was more capable than him- 
felf, the Lady proving with Child, and was 
delivered of an Heir according to his Wifhes. 
The Knight kept his word to his Friend, 
who had done him this Service, and gratified 
him as he had promifed, without repenting 
of the Stratagem he had ufed ^ for in a few 
Years his Lady died, and he was in quality 
of Guardian, and Father of the Child, being 
in full Pofleffion of the Eftate ihe had 
left. 

The City of London is not inferior to P^* 
fis^ etcher in Extent, Beauty, or the Num- 
ber of Inhabitants. Thefe two Cities have 
long difputcd this laft Article. For my own 
part, I believe the Difference is inconiidera- 
ble, and that thefe two Capitals ought to be 
reckoned, not only the largell and moft po« 
pulous Cities in Europe^ but in the whole 
World. If regard be had to the Buildings. 
the Streets and Houfcs are more handfom and 
uniform than at Paris 5 but in return, Paris 
has a greater number of Hofpitals and mag- 
nificent Palaces than London. The laft for 
exceeds the former in Riches, without Con- 
tradidion. I {hall fay no more of this City, 
it being fo near us, that it is aim oft univerfal- 
ly known to the Inhabitants of this part of 
the World. 

Having 
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Having ftaid fomc Months in England^ I An. 1697. 
returned into France^ by the way of Holland. ^ — v-^ 
After I had fcen the principal Cities, and the 
greateft Curiofities in that Country, I re- 
paired to Brujfels^ and from thence to Paris ^ 
where I arrived before the beginning of the 
Winter. 

£xcept the Expedition of Prince Conti in 
Polandy which did not prove the moft fuc- 
cefsfiil, Europe was only employed that Year 
in a War againft the Turks. The Ambafla- 
dors of England and Holland^ whom the Porte 
had accepted as Mediators, being at work to*^ 
ward the Conclufion of a Peace, nothing con- 
iiderable palled on that fide; and foon after 
the Campaign was ended, a general Peace 
was conduced, between the Sultan on one 
fide, and the Emperor, the King of Poland^ 
and the Venetians on the other. The Mufco^ 
viteSj not fatisfied with the Conditions, made 
a Truce for the Space of two Years, which 
was farther prolonged at the expiration of 
that time to a confiderable Term of Years,

Thus Europe faw the War happily extin-zf^.idpp. 
guifhed en all fides ^ but this Calm had fcarce 
kfted above a Year, before the new King 
of Poland^ who naturally delights in War, 
firft began againft the King oi Sweden^ by 
the Siege oi Riga\ an Expedition which 
proved unfuccefsful, he being obliged to a- 
bandon it after a Blockade of feverai Months. 
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Anno 1700. 

4w,i^m* Tfae King of Denmark^ his Ally in thif 
^ War, Toon followed him» and after one Cam* 
paign againft Holfiein aiul Siveden^ which had 
efpoufed the Intercil of that State, by tfas 
Pefcent of his Swedijb Majefty, al&fted by 
the Englijb and Dutch Fleets, he was obliged 
to conclude a Peace upon difadvantageoas 
Conditions , impofed upon him by thofc 
v^ho bad concerned themfelves in the Qtfar^ 

rcl. 

The Czar of Mufcovy having cntrcd into 
9 triple Alliance againft Sweden^ with tholb 
two Princes, was afraid to declare bimfirlf, 
till the Prolongation of the Truce he ne^o* 
tiated with the Porte^ was detennined, which 
Was no fooner figned, than he eatred Livonia^ 
fis he promifed the King of Poland^ with ao 
Army of above a 1 00000 Men. He befieged 
Nefua^ thinking to make himfelf Mafter of 
it at the firft Onfet, but the Garrifbn of the 
Place making a better Defence than was na- 
turally expefted, the young King had time 
to advance at the Head of his Army, that 
jconfifted only of zoooo Men, who attacked 
the Mufcovites in their Lines, and obtained 
one of the mofl: memorable Vidories record* 
ed in Hiftory, delivering Nerva and Livonia^ 
gt one Stroke, from the Oppreflion of their 
]£pemies. 

But, to fpeak a Word more of our prin- 
pipal Heroine in Gallantry, the Countcfs di 
Ferrue. After his Highnefs had feveral 
fimes abandoned her and retaken her, he 
feemed at iaft fo ftrongly reingaged, that

there wa4 no room to doubt his Pcrfcvc->*».i7oci; 
ranee: Bat whether the Prince, after the 
Peace of Italy^ had received Advice of her 
fccret Intrigues with the Officers of the Al- 
lies, during tht Warj or whether her Beau- 
Vf was decayed J or laftly, whether the 
Duke's Inconftancy was the Occafion, who 
ik efaahging his Side, would change his Mif* 
trefs, the Afieftion he had for the Coun- 
tefs certainly declined foon after the Peace. 
As /he coald not endure to fee her Rivals 
tridmph before her Eyes any longer, fhe re-, 
folved out of Revenge to retire into a Con- 
vent. 

The Cotnftefs apprehending that his Royal 
Highnefs ^ould prevent her Defign if he 
knew it, departed from 7'urin in the Morn- 
idg, opon pretence of going to her Country- 
Houfe, ti^ifig nothing with her but her Mo- 
ney and Jct^cls, except the Pifture of the 
Prince^ and thofe of feme other Lovers, 
whom flic could not refolve to forget in her 
Retirement from the World, and dcfired the 
Maj6r of the Phci not to ftrut the Gate too 
foon, havifi^ 1 Defign to return in the Even- 
ing. Sh6u%d this Stratagem, that fhe might 
not be Overtaken, if {he was purfued. This 
ahfwered htr Kxpeftation) and the Major 
having waittd for her in vain till midnight, 
gave his Royal Highnefs notice of it, who 
immediately difpatched a Meflenger to her 
Country- Houfe, where he was informed that 
{he was gotle that Moiiiing for France. He 
ordered a Party of his Life-Guard to follow 
her J but all was in vain % fhe was met by her 
Brother upon the Frontiers,- who conduced _ 
her to a Convent at Paris^ where the Abbefs

yf#. i)poo. was % very near Relation. This is the oooh 
' mon Face of chofe Ladies, who have the Art 
of pieafiog i chcy devote their younger LhEjn 
to Love and Gallantry^ and when their 
Charms begin to diminifht and they are de* 
firrtcd by their Lovers, being no longer in a 
Condition to relifh the Plealures of Life, the 
reft of their Years are devoted to Prayers and 
Repentance. 

After my Return from England^ I pafled 
the whole Winter of the Year 1 6999 *t ^^* 
nV, and in the beginning of the Summer re- 
tired a fecond time into the Coimtry, to re- 
gulate my Affairs, which were in fome Dif- 
ordcr by my Voyage to England and H^llamd^ 
and my ftay at Paris. I did not quit my Re? 
tirement the whole Summery and (here it 
was that I ibegan to write thefe Memoirs 
which I offer to the Publick, as welUto avoid 
being idle, as to recoiled the various Paflfages 
I had feen in the late War, and the multiplicity 
of gallant Adventures, which happened to 
my fclf and my Acquaintance. 

The Motions occafioned by the Death of 
the King of Spain^ and the Rumour of War, 
called me to Paris^ to folicjt once tnore for 
an Employment in the Service, if I found 
an Opportunity to my Satisfadion, which I 
jfjad reafon to hope from «iy Fjricnds.

I HAD not been long at FefAM.f]oi. 

\ faHUjt without perceiving that I '--%~^ 
i was only amufed with thePromife 
j of a Regiment of Dragoons. There 
was indeed no Vacancy at that 
timci and I was informed by a MiniAer of 
State, with whom I was intimately acquaint^- 
ed, that all Thoughts of raifing any new Re- 
giments were intircly Uid afide, and efpecially 
Dragoons: I wat alfo feniible, notwithltand- 
ing the Civilities I had received from the 
King and his Miniftcrs, at nay retyrn from 
Italy, th^t I was fufpe&ed at Court, upon 
Recount of my Fidelity to the Duke of Savoy 
jn the laft W^. This obliged pe (o depart 
privately 
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ife.1701. By this means, I had an opportunity of - 
' ' * feeing many of my Acquaintance, and among 
others, the Chevalier Gafiin^ mentioned be- 
for in thefe Memoirs, who at this time en- 
joyed the Commiffion of Lieutenant Colonel 
of Horfe. Though this Gentleman had kept 
no Correfpondence, for feveral Years, with 
his former Miftrefs, the Countefs ifc * • • 
he refolved not to lofe fo favourable an Op- 
portunity of renewing a Paffion, which he 
thought quite extinguiflied on both fides. 
But how eafy is a former Paffion renewed? 
The Countefs no fooner faw him, than her 
Love began to revive ^ and the ChcYalier 
himfelf had not fecn her above twice, with* 
out being fenfible of the fame Imprcffion. 
Her Charms were not diminifhed in his Ab* 
fence, and a Widowhood of three Years had 
rather added to her Beauty. The Count her 
Husband, being embarkea in the Affair of 
the Count de BinSj who was his particular 
Friend, died with Grief at the Difgrace of 
that Minifter, and by his Will had left a 
good Eftate to his Lady, who had no Child^ 
which did not a little contribute toward re- 
viving a Flame, in the Heart of the Cheva- 
lier, which was extinguifhed before. He ex- 
peded the fame Familiarity and Favours at 
firft which (he had fo liberally beftowed up- 
on him ten or twelve Years paft ; but me 
was intirely altered in this refpeft, having at- 
tained to that Age, when Women begin to 
think of Devotion and Repentance. Since 
therefore he could by no means gratify the 
Paffion he had renewed, to fatisfy both his 
Love and Ambition, he refolved to many 
her, and took no more time thaq was necel- 

facy 
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Skry to obtain a Difpenfation from the new ifir. tyot. 
Pope, which Formality, as a Knight of Malta^^ 
lie was obliged to obferve ; then renouncing 
his Knighthood, he was married to her before 
the opening of the Campaign, ftill preferring 
his military Employment. 

The Neapolitans were as highly diflatisfied, 
as the Milaneze^ at the Advancement of the 
new King, to the Throne of Spain -, and ex- 
cept the Governors, who were moft of them 
Spaniards J none of the People in his Italian 
Dominions were pleafcd. The haughty Beha- 
viour of that Prince, upon his rirrival at Mi- 
irid^ gave room for Sufpicions 5 he not only 
bani(hed the Queen Dowager, the Grand In- 
quifitor, and the Marquis de Leganez, who 
was fucceeded by Prince Faudemont after the 
Peace, but deprived all thofe he fufpeded, 
of their Employments, under the pretence of 
retrenching the fuperfluous Expences of the 
Crown. That this was not his Intention foon 
appeared $ (iflfce the Chief of thofe Employs 
were given to the French^ or to fuch as were 
abfolute]y in the Intereft of th^t Crown. The 
People of Underftanding even looked upon 
the Spanijh Counfel, as the Echo of that in 
France^ from whence they received their Or- 
ders 5 which proves the Spaniards as liable to 
be u^nftcady in point of Government, as other 
Nations, who have the Charadcr of being 
inconftant in that refpefl: > fince they changed 
on a fudden, from the greateft Antipathy be- 
tween two Nations, to the grcateH: Sympa- 
thy and blind Imitation of all that was infi- 
nuated to them by the Court of France. 

Neverthelefs, there being no Powers in a 
Condition to oppofe the Torrent, he was ac- 
knowledged

and in all the Dominions in general depend-^ 
ing upon that Crown. Thole Courts eveii| 
who had no Intereft in his Advancement| 
hailened to congratulate him upon his Ac« 
ceflion to the Throne, and thofe, who at firft 
made fome Difficulty, foon followed the Cur» 
rent : The Elcftor of Brandenbourg only, wha 
was newly created King of PruJJia^ and fomd 
other German Princes, attached to the Intereft 
of the Emperor, did not follow the Example. 
Butfuchisthe Policy and Myftery of crowned 
Heads, that fome, who feemed to rejoice with 
him upon his Acceffion, were at the fame 
time treating with his Enemies to dethrone 
him, or at leaft; to deprive him of Part of hii 
Dominions. 

The Duke of Savoy was one of the firft 
who expreflcd his Zeal to the new King \ but, 
as that Prince never afts without Defign, iC 
was generally concluded that ibme Myftery 
was concealed in this Policy, which feemed 
oppofite to his Intereft, and was di/covered 
in the End. That Prince never made a Step 
without fome Advantage to himfelf If he 
concluded a feparate l-*eace with France^ his 
eldeft Daughter had a profpeft of being 
Qiiecn of that flourilhing Kingdom. If he 
joined with Spain^ his other Daughter was 
crowned ; and what is ftill moft uncommon, 
he gave no Dowry with cither j but obliged 
thole Princes to purchale them with ready- 
money, filling his Coffers, at the fame time 
with French Louidorcs and Spanijlo Piftoles. 

Though the Treaty between France^ Spain^ 
and Savoy was fixed, it was neither figncd 

ii nor 
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E)r ratified, and much lefs made publick at a/lW.i7ov 
ourt, where every thing is myfterious : ^ ' 

But the Marlhal tfe Catinat^ Negotiator iti 
brdinary of the Affairs in Italy^ brought the 
Ratification from Ferfailles on thp Fourth of 
Marcb^ with fomc fccret Articles, which the 
King had added with his own Hand. As the 
• publick Arrival of this General, would have 
created too great a Sufpicion in the People 
and foreign Miniflers, though it was no long- 
er a Secret that his Royal Higbncfs had ef- 
poufed the Intercfl of the Houfe of Bourbon^ 
the Marfhal de Catinat arrived Polt at Noon- 
day, with four of his Retinue in Masks, and 
crofled the City in this manner to the Palace. 
The Curiofity of the Publick was immedi* 
ately raifed, to know who were the Couri- 
ers ^ and though they endeavoured to make 
it pafs for a Mafquerade, they were fooa 
ftifpcfked by the foreign Miniflers, who knew 
from what Country they came. The Marfhal 
i€ Catinat fcnt for me, itwo Hours after hi% 
Arrival, by Mr. de Cracy^ who was to go 
from thence to fome other Courts in Italy. 
I went inflantly, and gave him fomc Inflruc- 
tSons how to ad:, with regard to the Mini- 
fters, that he might accomplifh the Conclur 
fion of thofe Articles, upon which they had 
not agreed % Difficulties that none but him- 
ielf could have furmounted in fo fhort ^^ 
time 5 for he both preferved the Interefl of 
his Mafter, and fo far fatisfied the Duke in 
two Days, that he figncd the Treaty, and the 
Marfhal departed to give an Account of thp 
Succefs of his Comp^on. 

He did not flay lon^in France^ without re- 
taming as he promifcd, not incognitb^ but in 

the 
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^••iToi.the quality of General, and was recdyed 
■•'with all poffibic Honours and Civility by 
his Royal Highnefs, who went to meet him 
in his Coach out of the Gates of the City^ 
and ordered him to be conduced, by a De- 
tachment of the Guards, to th# f^alace of tht 
Coaht de Longuiy which was prepared for hif 
Reception. It was obferved, that the Dukq 
among the reft of his obliging Difcourfc to the 
Marflialife Catinat^ often cali'd him Father, and 
faid, he would defire his Inllru£tions in the 
Art of gaining Battles, which he never un- 
derftood, when he had fought againft him. 
He continued two Days only at the Court, 
and then embarked upon the Po to give Or«^ 
ders to the French Forces, which were alrea* 
dy arrived in the Milaneze. From thence be 
went to ManttMy to gain that Duke to the 
Intereft o( France^ who was already biafied 
by the contrary Party. 

He was , at this Capital, difguifed in the 
Habit of a Francifcan Monk, according to his 
ufual Cuftom, that he might the more effec- 
tually conceal himfelf from a Meflenger who 
was then arrived from the Emperor, upon 
the fame Errand. But who could withftand 
the artful Infinuations and confummate Poli- 
cy of the Marfhal de Catinat^ which was ac- 
companied with Ready. Money? The Duke 
of Mantua did not long refift the Temptation 
of thirty thoufand Crowns per Month>. as 
Offer far more prevailing than all the Argu- 
ments of the Imperial Minifter. He was 
obliged, indeed, with this Money, to defray 
the Expences of the French Garrilbn put in- 
to the City J but made a Referve fufEcient 
to fatisfy his own Ambition, and befide that 

Pcnfion, 
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Pcnfion, received a confidcrable Gratuity be- -^». 1761; 
JForehand. The Duke had proved himfelf^ 
tn'ercehary to the Marfhal de Catinat in a 
former Negotiation, upon his Surrender of 
the City of Cazal for two Millions; and 
therefore bad no Reafon to fear his Succefs 
in this, by taking the faihe Method. After 
he had fecured the Prince in the Intereft of 
France^ he would not leave the Court, till 
four, thoufand Men of the Troops belonging 
to that Crown, had entered the City, accord- 
ing to Agreement, under the Command of 
Mr. de CrenaUy formerly Governor of CazaJ^ 
who by that means was more particularly 
known and more acceptable to the Duke. 

The fubtle Marfhal did not meet with the 
(ame Succefs at Fenice^ as at Mantua and 7«- 
rin: He had flattered himfelf to engage the 
Senate by his Artifices, not to fufFer the Ger- 
man Troops to pafs through the Dominions 
of that Republick. The Promife they had 
made was not fufficicnt, there was a Necef- 
fity of railing Forces to oppofe them, which 
theyabfolutely refufed. He offered the Re- 
publick confiderable Sums, on the part of the 
King his Mafler, to defray the Expencc of 
the Troops they fhould raifej but the Se- 
nate would' not confent, either refolving to 
keep an exa£t Neutrality, or being rather 

f prevented by the Imperialifls, whom they 
iiffered to pafs without Oppofition. Thd 
Mar(hal de Catinit^ fometimes difguifed in the 
Habit of a Monk or noble Venetian^ fome-» 
times in that of a Merchant or Peafant, made 
feme Attempts at the Courts of Parma and 
Modern^ where they promifed him all he de- 
fired, cither out of Refpc£t to, or out at 

p " Feai' 
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/i».i7oi.Fcar of the new Spanijh Power, ^ith tbc 
Rcfcrvc of coritradi&ing thcmfclvcs,- tkpoh'che 
Approach of the Impcrialifts. 

Frotti thence he paffcd to Napks^ and ihtb 
SicHy, where he fecured the Viceroys in his 
Incereft, promifi'ng, on the pirt of the Kin|j 
of France and Spain^ all ncceflary Succours li 
cafe of a Rebellion, with the utmoft Riecom* 
pence due to their Fidelity. He returned by 
the way of Rome^ where he was received bj 
the new Pope with all poffible Civility. Itis 
reported that his Holinefs, among otlier thing^^ 
told him he was pleafed to fee hint htimfbie 
himfelf in the Habit of a Capuchin (in which 
Habit he chofe to kifs his Slipper) atxd tlm 
his Apollolical Drefs feemed as an ^ameft of 
his Zeal for the Intereft of the Chrnrch, and 
the Roman People. The Pope promrfed him 
all he had deured, except tnie inveftitute of 
Naples^ which he deferred from time to time 
upon foirrc frivolous Pretences. At length 
the Marfhal returned to Milan^ very few be- 
ing acquainted with his Journey, it being ge- 
nerally believed that he was gone to vifit 
the Paflages, by which the Germans were ex- 
pcfted, who were already upon the march, as 
he had reported. 

The Duke of Berwick^ natural Son to King 
James^ arrived at Turin about this time, in 
his Return from Rome^ where he had been to 
congratulate the new Pope upon his Eledionj 
on the part of the King his Father. That 
Diike was received by his Royal Highncli 
with all the Honours due to his Charafbcr, 
and being very agreeable in his Perfon, and 
extremely Gallant, he was foon admired by 
the Ladies. The Marchionefs de Falinij who 

came 
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came from' Genoa wich her Husband, to pafsyf«.-i7oi. 
the Carnaval at Turin^ was one of his prin- 
cipal Admirers. This Lady was exceeding 
rich) and the Duke wanting Money at thac 
tioie^ being unwilling to difcover his Neceili-* 
ty to the Duke of Savoy^ thought himfelf 
obliged to ivakc ufe of the Good- will (he ex- 
pretted for his Pcrfon. To this end, he de- 
ferreci hi« Joumey, and was very aiHduous^ 
till he had obtained what perhaps fhe wifhed 
for more than himfelf, and then thought he 
h^4 right to borrow a confiderable Sum of 
Money of ber. He asked her for two thou- 
&iid Piftoles^ the fame Sum with which his 
Holiqe& had prefented him at his Depar- 
ture froin JRomty and was hardly fufHcient to 
pay the Pebts he had contracted in that Ci- 
ty. Ma^^m di Falini^ though her Husban4 
was very rich, could not poflibly raife fo large 
a Suiq, neither dared ^e to refufe him, left 
the Duke fhould difcover the Advances fhe 
had made, which would have proved fatal to 
her in the Eyes of a jealous Husband. Find- 
ing therefore no other Expedient, fhe robbed 
the Marquis of four thoufand Pifloles, in 
Bills of Exchange, and having received their 
Value from the Bankers of ^urin^ who were 
ignorant of her Projed, (he put the Money 
into the Hands of the Duke of Berwick^ and 
followed hito the fgme Day in the Road he 
had taken to France. 

The Marquis foon perceived her Efcape, 
and the Theft flip hiad coipaiitced, without 
fufpefti/^g that iho'had fpilov^ed her Lover, 
till it was confirmed to hin^ by thofe who 
were acquainted with thcif Intimacy. He 

immediatriy gathered 9$ mt^y of his Friend; 
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/». 1 701. together as he could, and purfued the Dtikc 
and his Lady, whom he overtook ac Su^ia. 
The Duke of Berwick^ apprehending the 
Purfuit, was provided with a Number of 
Servants, and fome Englijh Gentlemen, who 
obliged the Marquis to retreat, being firft 
wounded in the Arm by a Piftol Shot, and 
tTien condufted his Conqucft to Paris^ where 
he maintained her as long as the four thou- 
fand Piftolcs and her Jewels lafted. But 
whether her Inconttancy, of which he had 
accufcd her, or his own Apprehenfions of a 
fiiturc Expence was the occafion, he aban- 
doned her at lengthy and if fhe had not 
found an Afyium in my Lord Milfort^ would 
have been at a lofs, thought in the Flower 
of her Age, and in the height of her Beauty. 
I have (ince heard that fhe continued at ^/i* 

fers with the Count, where he was banifhed 
>cfore the Death of King JameSy for Rea- 
fons of State. 

Prince Eugene aflenibled his Army at Reve- 
rcdoy near the l^rente^ and the Ftench and Spa- 
niards ac Rivoli^ on this fide the Adige^ each 
Army confilling of thirty thoufand Men. 
The Impcrialills began their March toward 
the Venetian Territories, at the latter end of 
May^ and entered them in the beginning of 
June^ having pafled the Adige near Legano^ 
over a Bridge of B.)ats, built without Oppo- 
fition from the Enemy, who were divided 
into Platoons along the River, to difpute their 
Paflage the better. This Event was' a good 
Omen to Prince Eugene and his Army \ and 
the Court of France was fo fenfible of the 
Confcquence, that theyexprefled an immedi- 
ate DiiTatisfadion at the Condud of the 

Marlhal 




Mar(hal de Catinat^ by appointing the Dukc>f«.i7oi. 
de Filleroy General of the Army he had un-! 
der his Command. 

The Court of Turin was extremely fur- 

. prifed at the fuddcn and unexpefted Entrance 
of the Germans into Italy-y they flattered 
themfelves, that the Army of the Allies, un- 

; der the Command of Prince Vaudemont and 
the Marfhal de Catinat^ both expert Gene- 
rals, would at leaft have difputed the Paf* 
fagc of the yldige^ or the Defcent of the 
Mountains and Defiles^ through which they 
were obliged to pafs in Tirol-, therefore thay 
looked upon this firft Shock with Grief, 
which they attributed rather to a Mifundcr- 
ilanding between the French and Spanijh Ge- 
nerals, than to the Incapacity of either. 

And indeed thcfe two Generals, who 
thought themfelves capable of commanding 

: an Army, and were certainly fo, had not been 
encamped above a Fortnight, before they be- 
came Rivals to each other. They blamed 
one another upon the Succefs of Prince Eu- 
gene y but the Affair of Carpi happening in a 

. few Days, it put an end to the Divifion bc- 

- tween them, and determined the King of 
France to fend the Marfhal de Filleroy inifo 
Ifaly. . 

^\ffoon as the Duke of Savoy (who would 
not leave Turin till the Marriage of his Daugh- 

. ter with the King of Spain was concluded) 
received Advice of the Approach of the two 
Armies, he difpatched me to give notice to 
the Marihal,.that his Troops were upon the 
march to join him, and that he would foon 
follow in Perfon. This was only a Pretence 5 
however, I was ordered to be near the Gc- 

P 5 neral, 



J$f. I f 01. dizdcd that Prince to retard the joining his 
Troops, with a view of Revenge, for the ill 
Ufage I had received at Verfailles. 

The Day after my Arrival at Turin^ the 
Marquis de Caftel Rodrigue^ Atnbaflador ex- 
traordinary of the King of Sfain^ came to 
make a formal Demand of the Princefs Lorn* 
fa for his Mafter. The fame Day they began 
to fettle the Marriage-Con trad, and. in eigl^t 
or ten Days the Difficulties being removed, 
it was figned on both fides. The Marquis 
de Lirii was likewife gone from Turiif^ to 
carry his Catholick Majefty the Pidure pf 
his future Spoufe : But that Marriage , 
which ought to have been perfbrmM in the 
King's Name, by the Prince de Carifftanj 
was deferred till the beginning of September^ 
either becaufe the Duke of Savey was obJiged 
to go to the Army, or upon account of the 
Mourning for the Death of the Duke of Or^ 
Jeans^ Father to the Dutchefs of Savoy. 

I made no l(M^g ftay at Turin, being^ obliged 
to follow the Prince, who went away on the 
i4th of July with the Marquis de Caftel Ro- 
drigue^ after he had regulated and fixed the 
Marriage of his Daughter, and lefttheAdmi- 
niftration of the Afl^irs of the State to his 
Dutchefsj and the Command of the City of 
Turin, with the Garrifon, to the Marquis de 
Bagnafio. Wc lay the fame Night at Milan, 
and arrived early the next Mqrning in the 
Army, where his Royal Highnefs was recei- 
ved as Generaliflimo. Prince Eugene^ upon 
advice of his Arrival, fent a compliment 
to him with fix fine Turkrjh Horfcs, five of 
which his Royal Highnefs refufed. Such 
^n extraordinary piece of Civility furprifcd 
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every body at that time; But befides the near ^*'i7oit* 
Relation of thofc Princes, the natural In- 
conftancy of the Duke of Savoy ^ gave the 
Emperor Room to expeft, that he might 
regaid him to his Intereft, and perhaps you 
will find in the end, that he was not mif* 
taken. 

Prince Eugene, continued to advance, and 
furmounted ^1 the Obftacles he met at thofe 
Rivefs he was obliged to pafs, and where he 
expedcd the greatcft Refiftance, he found 
the icaft Oppofitionj I mean in paffing the 
MinciOy a confiderable River which forms a 
Lake near Mantua. He ordered a Bridge to 
be made over this River, and pafTed it on 
the z8th oi Juljfy almoft in fight of our 
Army. 

This was the third confiderable Miftake of 
which our Generals had been guilty \ neither 
'can I conceive the Reafons why they did not 
encamp along the MinciOy to obftruft the Paf- 
. fage or the Germans^ which could have been 
CTOiSrcd with the greateft Facility, and the 
Country of Mantua covered at the fame time. 
His Royal Htghnefs was fenfible of this^ 
though not of equal Experience with 
MefSeurs de Catinat and de Faudemont\ but 
as he was perhaps unwilling that the Impe- 
rialifts ihould be driven out of Italy^ he ap- 
pcarecf under no Concern at the Mi (lakes 
they had committed. 

" Prince Eugene mifcarried at that time in 
an Enterprife againft Mantua^ which was con- 
trived by the Afliftance of a Francifcan Monk 
of the Convent of St. Sehajlian^ feveral Chefts 
of Arms being found in the Convent. The 
Prince, being ignorant that his Defign was 
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Jm.iyoi.^Kcovtttdj advanced with ^conflderable .pum' 
'ber of M^n within five Miles of the .City? 
under prctjencc of hearing Ma6 at Noire Dame 
des Graces: But receiving advice that the 
{French had reinforced the Garcifon with ix 
JSattalions, which till then confifted onljr of 
four, he perceived his Stratagem defeat- 
ted, and retired. At his Return be pub- 
lithed g Proclam^tioaj and caufed Plac^rc^ to 
be -fixed up Jn the Emperor7s N;iine jagainft 
jtbc Duke of Alantfia. 

J4is Royal I^ighnefs, who delights in ex- 
traordinary A£tion$, at length prevailed.upon 
the Marfb^l de Catinat and the Prince /^^./fa/v- 
demdut to uke this opportunity of ^tu^:k'u\g 
the Imperialifti, by the affiftance of «bk own 
Troops and thofe of France. To this end, they 
jKiarched all Night toward the £oepQiy ; -but 
•Prince Eugene having advice of it, 2XiA tbii^kr 
ing himfelf not ftrong enough to hazard jsl 
Battle, before the Arrival of the Succours he 
expected from Germany^ decan^ped in . the 
Night, and difappointed our Defij^n. 

Our Generals having failed in this Stroke, 
thought proper to retire, and guard the reft 
of the Paflages with more care than they had 
done the former. The Spaniards^ under the 
Command of the Duke de Sefio^ feparatcd 
from our Army which rcpaflcd the Oglio nc^v 
.ConSloi this Retreat giving the Imperialifts 
an opportunity of taiing poflcfSon of Cafiigli- 
ene^ Caftel-Gaifre^ and fomc other garrifoncd 
Places without Refiftancc. 

The Duke de Filleroy^ who had been long 
expcftcd, at length arrived in the Army on 
the zid of /lu^ujl. As every thing is perfect 
JMyftery and Grimace among Courtiers, the 
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M^rfhzl de Catinat and this General faw esich jln.^\y(n 
other with the fame Marks and Proteftations 
of Fricndfliip, as they had Hatred and Jea- 
loufy againft each other in their Hearts. /^H- 
lerojj who was naturally conceited, and full 
of his own 'Merit and Abilities, was pleSifcd 
to fee himfelf preferred to Mr. de Catinat^ 
'Who had the univerfal Charafter of the beft 
Officer in France. This Preeminence and pre- 
tended Capacity of the Duke de J^illeroy fub- 
fiftcd only in the King's Mindj few Offi- 
'Ccrs of the Army were in the fame Opinion, 
which they did not endeavour to conceal j the 
vfery Soldiers ^ openly declared their Senti- 

^metits of their new General by Satyrical Songs, 
which (bon reiached the Ears of the Duke. 
He thought therefore, that the only Method 
of gaining the Efteem of his Officers and 
Soldiers, and of the Kingdom in general, 

•would be to perform fome extraordinary Ac- 
tion upon his Arrival. 

For this purpofe, he ordered his Army, 
conlSftif^ of foooo Men, to pafs the Oglio in 
fight of Prince Eugene^ whofe Army, amount- 
irigottly to 3f or40 thoufand, was afraid to 
ftir from an -advantageous Camp to oppofe 
his Paflage. The Pnnce was fatisfied with 
the Pofleffion of Chiariy which fecured ^a 
Communication with the Lake of Guardia 
and TiroJ^ and vtftd all poffible Precaution, 
not to be confined to his Camp, as the 
Duke de Filleroy had thrcatned, in order to at- 
tack him with the utmofl: Advantage. This 
Projcft was well enough concerted, though 
ftrenuoufly oppofed by thoMarfliaW^ Catinat^ 

* but being approved of by the Duke of Savay^ 
who had the. Title of Gmieraliffimo without 
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Jn.ijoj.tht Power (which was in the hands of the 
Duke ele FUleroy) the Army marched toward 
Cbiari^ thinking to take that Port at the firft 
Onfet, before the Imperialifts could be in a 
Condition to relieve it. Prince Eugene had 
provided againft this^ and though the Troops 
ported in different Places, were not fo nume- 
rous as thofe which attacked* thera, they 
were confidcrably favoured by the advan- 
tageous Situation of the Place. Seventeen 
of our Battalions, French and Irijbj vigoroufly 
attacked the Caffincs, the Moulin, and other 
Intrenchments on the firrt of September^ and 
carried all before them in the fieginningi 
but Prince Eugene having ordered five or uz 
of his bcrt Battalions to advance, retook, 
with the fame eafe, what we bad taken before^ 
and then attacking our Troops on the Right 
and Left, put them to flight with the Lo(s 
of If or 1600 Men: Bat the Night inIC^ 
pofing, and this Shock having damped the 
Courage of the Soldiers, our Generals thought 
it mort proper to return to the Campi which 
they did without being purfued. 

If the Duke of Savoy^ who is as brave as 
poflible in liis Pcrfon, ever performed hcrotck 
Aftions, it was upon this Occafion. He cx- 
►ofed himfdf in the midft of the Fire, and 
[cd the Battalions on to the Foot of the In- 
trenchments, his Horfc was wounded 'in the 
Neck, and his Coat and Wartecoat torn by 
a Musket fhor. The Count d'EJieire and. the 
Marquis de Drcux^ Son-in-law to Mr. ie 
CbaTnilhrd^ were wounded, Mr. deUCbaffagm 
Brigadier, the Colonels rle Bondi and de Cbaa- 
telus^ and Mr Roujfel Officer of the Artilleiy, 
were killed, and the grcareft part of the Of- 
ficers 
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^ccrs ot the Brigades of Jnjou and Normandy^ /tm.iyoi. 
'were killed or taken Prifoncrs. ^ 

Although this was not a general A6tion, 
the Imperialifts were highly puffed up by it, 
having by this means prefervcd their Com- 
munication, and gained a favourable Opportu- 
nity of trying the Bravery of their Troops 
again&ours. The Duke of Savoy ^ according 
to Cuftom, appeared little concerned ^ it was 
not his particular AiFair, neither were his 
Troops prefent at the Attack. The Prince 
de Faudemont feemed intirely attentive upon 
the Affairs of the Country, and concerned 
himfelf little with the Army, fince the Ar- 
rival of the Marihal de Villeroy. The Mar- 
fhal de CaJinaf cxcukd himfelf in this A&ion, 
under pretence they had not followed his 
Advice i fo that the whole Mifmanagement 
rcflc&cd upon >the new General, who was 
not a little mortified at his ill Succefs. 
Mr. de Catinat his Rival rejoiced at it, and 
difcovered his Joy in a Letter he wrote to 
a Friend at Paris^ which accidentally came 
to the Hands of His Royal Highnels, who 
ordered me to convey it artfully to the Duke 
de nikroy. I obeyed his Order the fame 
Evening, when I carried the Word from his 
Royal Highnefs, who gave it every Night, 
by flipping the Letter into his Coat Pocket 
unperccivcd. The General found the Let- 
ter, and knowing the Marfhal de Catinaf% 
Hand, was convinced from whence it came. 
He ihewed it to the Prince the next Day, who 
being pleafed witb the iMifundcr (landing be- 
tween them, faid what he thought proper 
to amufe him. The Duk^ de Ftlleroy^ who 
is naturally referved, did not difcover his 
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^iv.X7oi. Thoughts, btt was not lefs to be feared up* 
on that account. The King of France^ un- 
willing to be judged incap^le of choofing 
his Generals, excufed Filleroy^ and wrote a 
Letter co him upon the late Aftion, where- 
in be commended his Condu&, attributing 
his ill Succefs to the Fortune oi War. The 
Dake*s Acquaintance were feiviceable to him 
upon this occafioB, and a certain Friend o£ 
his who is well received at Court, htgdf 
contributed towards preferving him in his 
Majefty*s Favour. 

A^few Days after we received the News 
of the Princefs Louifa's^ Departure for Sfaixy 
being condu£ted by the Marquis Csftel de Ro* 
drigue. The Day before her Departure the 
Prince deCarignan her great Uncle, who had the 
full Po wer, married her in the Name of the 
King of Spain. The Spamjh Ambaflador had 
made a mod magnificent Entry into SWiii 
fome Days before ^ the Duke, and my felf 
efpecially, wiflied to have been prefent at 
that time, but the Affair of Chiariy and the 
Nearncfs of the Enemy, who threatned to 
bring us to a general A&ion, aflbon as their 
Succours arrived, prevented that Prince and 
his Court from taking leave of the Princefe 
This Princefs embarked at Nice on board the 
French and Spanijh Gallics, and going afliorc 
at 7'oulon continued her Journey to Spain by 
Land, where the Marriage was coa(um*- 
mated, 

The Duke's Envoy arrived at that time 
in the Army, as he came from Vienna^ from 
whence he was ordered to depart, aflToon as 
the Emperor had received advice that his 
Royal Highnefs had taken upon him the 
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GbtiHhand' of the French and Spmi/h' htT9iAC%.Amiy(^ 
His Departure was foon fucceedod by a Man- 
date- o£ the Emperor's againft that Prince, 
much in the fame Stile a« that againft the 
Dufce of Mantua j but this little affe&ed him, 
it being always in his Power to a|)pcafe his 
iffiperiat Majefty when he pleafed. 
• A^ this time we received News of the 
Death of King James at St. Germains^ on the 
rdth of Stptember^ and of the Prince of IFales 
beii^ acknowledged King of England by his 
moft Chtiftian Majcfty, which immediatcljr 
drew thttC Kingdom againft him. We had 
New^ alfo of the young King of Sweden''^ 
Conqueflls, t^ho had intirely defeated the. 
Saxens^ fldid df6ve them out of Livonia : We 
vrere farther informed of the Departure of 
k cdnfiderable Englijh and Dutch Fleet for the 
Wtji'Ifidki^ under the Command of Admiral 
Btnh&m. 

Our Army ftill continued encamped within 
four Miles of the Imperialiils, who remained 
at CbiaH^ with6ttt undertaking any extraor- 
dinary Enterprife. The Prince de P^audemont^ 
^eurtfing from Milan^ was fuddenly attacked 
by five hundred Imperial Horfe ; but his 
EHrort being lAbre numerous, and animated 
by his Prefeitlce, foon put the Germans to 
flight. Mr. de Chameraut alfo defeated four 
hundred Horfe commahded by Mr. de Fau^ 
honne;^ ahd Mr. de TeffS burnt a confiderable 
Magazine of Corn belonging to the Germans. 
Thefe are all the Advantages we obtained du* 
ritig the Campaign j but ourvEfcorts, For- 
ragers^ and Partiesi Were frequently defeated 
or taken Prifoners by the Enemy. Prince 
Eugene was fo miiah i>ett«r fcrved by Spies 
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Am 1701. than our felves, that we very feldom bad no* 
ticc when his Parties went out, and were al- 
ways ignorant of his Defigns, while he re-; 
ceived an exa£l: Information of ours, and al- 
ways knew where to attack us with Advan- 
tage; which made it undoubted, that feme 
or our own Army gave him Intelligence. 
Our Generals refolved upon a ftri£b Search, 
and put many under arreft every Day upon 
Sufpicion. I had the misfortune to be of that 
number, but without the lead Rea(bn or 
Juftice, and all I could difcover was^ that 
a Letter, wrote in Chara&ers from our Army 
to Prince Eugene^ had been intercepted, of 
which I was uippofed to be Author, deGgh- 
ing by this means to blemifh my Reputation. 
The Duke of Savoy either believed me guilty^ 
or was willing to give the French Generals 
this Satisfa&ion, who were glad to (eek re- 
venge for fome ill Offices I had done them, 
and confenced to their Requeft of having me 
arrefted. 

An Exempt, attended by fome Guards, 
paid me this Compliment, as I was retinng 
to my Tent in the Evening. I immediately 
dedred to fpeak to the Duke, which was re- 
fufed mc, and had only time to follow the 
Exempt to the King's Quarters, where I 
was confined. He came in a moment to ac- 
quaint me, that his Orders were to carry me 
to the Caftle of Milan the next Day, that I 
might regulate my Affairs accordingly, I 
had permiifion to take my Clothes, with what 
Money and Jewels I had in my Cheftj but 
my Papers were all feifed, except thefe Me- 
moirs, and fome other Manufcripts which 
they imagined were printed, by rcafon oi 
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the Binding. I wrote feveral Letters to my An. ijfn 
Friends in the Camp, and among others, flipt 
one into my Valet de Chamber's Hand for 
Prince Eugtne^ which I here give you ver* 
batitn. 

■ 

IjI M ibis moment arrefted^ upon fufpicion of 
keeping a Correfpondenee with your Highnefs^ 
who is iniirely fenjible of the Falfity of this Jc^ 
cufation. My Juftification would meet with n$ 
difficulty^ if I was not concerned with tbofe 
Judges^ wbOf for private JReafonSy are prepof^ 
feffed againfl me. As I dread the Baftille, / 
Jbould -he under the greateft Obligations to your 
Higbnefsj i // you would be pUafed to deliver me 
from myprefent Confinement. This may be ea^ 
fily effelted by a Party of one hundred Horfe on'^ 
fyj as I am^ e/corted to-morrow Morning to Mi- 
lan. If Mr. de Vaubonne, who was always 
my particular Friend j is informed of it^ he will 
take the Opportunity of attacking my Efcort to 
Advantage § therefore it is of the greateft Import 
tauce to moj that your Higbnefs communicate if 
to him. I hope you will have no reafon to re^. 
pent of doing this Service to a Perfon^ who can 
give you fome Informations in many Jffairs^ and 
will ahrayt acknowledge it as a fingular Favoury 
which fbaUbe added to tbofe I have already re-^ 
ceived^ 

My Valet de Chambre ftole immediately 
from the Camo, and delivered my Letter to 
the Imperial General, adding himfelf what 
he thought proper to accomplifh my Defi^n. 
His Higbnefs, in expeftation of fome Advice 
from Qte, relating to the French Army, readi- 
ly confented^ and immediat^y difpatghed an 
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Am. 1701. Bxenifff to Mkr. da Fmhama with my Letter. 
~ ' — Gencfot mmmtod hit Noxfe dire&ly) 
}oo Dngooas, and taking my Scrvam 

btifi, w^nc and poftod hii^iciF upoa thi 

Road at break of Day. 

My Efcort fet out with me accordingly 
tfao next Morniog^ and pnrfiKd the Cslox 
Road.) bat inftcad of being eicortcd by 1 00 
Horfe, I was. aUowed zfo. Mr. dr Vaubmm 
WW not furprUed at thiA, and affoon^ as. \m 
Scouts perceived 0% dWided hk Troops ima 
three Corp% and whib one was coocQiM[ 
behind the Hedges^ he advanced widi rhae 
under hU owa Command, whtcb was f«p 
vorted \ff the third. Wo perceived them, at 
KMne diftaace, and oor Troops fasd timo to 
fopm themfelves into a large SqiBUC^ in tM 
Ccntie <tf which I was pkced;. Sosao O^ 
cei9 were of opinioa to. setatn .with me tm 
1^ (3amip4 but the commanding Oficer pei^^ 
ceiving. the Troop of ica Horfe which ad»* 
vanced, &> much inferior to his own Nav^ 
bcr of Men, purfiied his Journey wich^ Refo-- 
hicion, V¥i Mr. de Vaubamm pretendingi co« 
fear him, opened to give him paflage. This 
was all our Commander defirod^ and was &• 
tisfied to proceed without aoscking the GVr- 
mans\ they did the fame on their fide, upon 
which I imagined, that Mr. de Faubonw had 
taken his mcafures according to the Efcort I 
bad ihdifcraetly mentioiicd in vaj Letter,, and 
was not powerful enough toiatmn^ my: ftp- 
loafer I was CDofiiUDEied in this opuanon when 
they fofFercd us to pafs £b qniec^, and dei^> 
fpaired of roy Liberty, till my Valet de Gham^ 
brc made me a Sign with his Hat to take 
courage. Ai the iame time^ the Squadron 
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WiH^ fii^p&ttid Mf. 4le FaubWne ^fHAtti ^.iiot. 
ktid atfaeked te br?»fely, ^hile h6 attacked 
fl» hitefctf on didfe fidd. My £feort, bciiev-» 
fe^ tAcy fhotttd nweet with mor* Squadi^dhl 
upon the Rdad^ tutricd about to rtttin to tBS 
Cithp in godd order, but had not marched 
fef, before tHey wcfe attacked by tfie other 
Cotipi of Dra^Gfons j fo that perceiving Enc-^^ 
rtiids^ bdfore aiJd behirtd, arid ori each fidtfj 
€^6rf Main feved himfclf as wdl a^ he cotfkf^ 
hy <ndftiirourrng to reach thfc Catrip. Thd 
CipfiAh vrtro comtnafftded toy fcfcort wai 
cakeii PrHTofiiir, and tvif'd Lieutenants y^itS 
RHftd, with hear ifo Hoffe takeii PriforieWi 
kiHedy of wottrtded; afnd T had tfhe Satisfac^ 
fi6n af enjo^hg my Liberty. Though rttf 
Joy t^as a Wtld nif6dcr*ated by a* Wound I re- 
ceived ikt my WfC Tbigfif, ^hich bled abuhJ 
diritly^ 1 did riot fteglddt paying all AcknowJ 
redgfttrfhts dtie to my Defliverer. As thiaf 
GemletBrtii is no Icfs poliflied and judicious,* 
tJhait hri^6 *id enterpfifing, he expreffctf 
frfnMWf if* the' ttidft obtlging ihanner ; amS 
bci*^ ptbvidid w9ft a good Surgeon to hi^ 
Tfoo^te, t'fce Hleddlhg wa^ foori ftopped, aiSitf 
*y Wotmd* rtrtSrtly heiled in left than z Fort^ 
riighc. I'rfetee Eagene*s Card did not a littte 
dotifrtbutfe t& my fpeedy Recovery, who, 
jJteafcd t^itfr the Sudcefs, ordered nre to btt' 
c«ried to Rii 6ii^n Qurfrtert, w'herc I wante* 
lor nothirig. 

My fifft Care was t6 juftif/ myfetf to tBe' 
Dtikerf lyi^t)^;', andthctt to the Marffiafe d^ 
PWtfoy smrf de CatUztj #Iroin I acqfuainted 
bV Lettdf that I 'fhs liot igrtdrant of the Au-' 
thtirfs of thfi' Dtefigrt ag^rinft me. In fhorc* 
U»'\ng nb ftrilier ttitifaitt tor keep, and' 
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i#ir.i7oi. Prince £«iw having aftcd fo gcncroufly in 
' my behalf, I openly declared what I knew 
of the French General's Defigns, and of the 
Duke of Savoy's Intentions, whom I hoped 
it would not be difficult to regain. 

The Day this Adventure happened. Prince 
Eugene received the News of the Revolt of 
Naples^ and of the ill Succefs with which it 
was attended, partly by being too precipi- 
tate, and partly by the Fidelity of the Duke 
de Medina Celt to the new King of Spaing who 
tarnifhed the Glory of it, by the Cruelties 
cxercifcd againft the Authors of the Infur- 
rcdion. I'he Neapolitans Ibave been fince 
quiet, but wait only a favourable Opportu* 
qity of declaring for the Emperor. The In- 
formations I had given Vrince Etigene^ were 
too material, not to be communicated to the 
Imperial Court ; and no body being fo pro* 
per • to undertake it as my felf, I fet out tor 
f^ienna foon after my Recovery, His Impe- 
rial Maiclly received me with all the Marks 
of Aifc&ion natural to a Prince of his Sweet- 
nefs of Temper, and when I had delivered 
my .Letters from his General, obliged me to 
relate the manner of my Confinement, and 
the Particulars of the Adion which fet me 
at liberty. Then I had a private Audience in 
his Cloiet for two Hours, where I repeated 
what I had advanced to Prince Eugene^yfhich for 
fevcral Reafons ought not to be madepublick. 
I acquainted his Imperial Majefty at the fame 
time, with the Impoffibility of receiving my 
former Income from France^ who had fo great 
a regard to it, as to affign me the fame Pen- 
fion allowed the Neapolitan Lords, who dai- 
ly arrived from that Kingdom, to avoid the 
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Fury of the Viceroy, who continued his /f«r. 1701, 
Cruelties without Diftinftion. ' 

During my ihort (lay at Fiennay the Im- 
perial Court was deeply employed in con- 
cluding the Triple Alliance with England ^n^ 
Holland^ in which Treaty Mr. de Goes Am- 
bafTador at the Hague was principally con- 
cerned. The Affair alfo of the Eleftor of 
Cologne and Bavaria his Brother, gave no lit- 
Jtle Uneafinefs to this Court. The former, 
cither out of Ingratitude, Difcontcnt, or In- 
tereft, had entirely embraced the French Par- 
ty, and notwithftanding the advantageous 
Offers, as well as Threats of the Emperor, 
had received French Troops into his Towns, 
refiifinjg to admit thofc of the Empire. His 
jJBrothcr, by rcafon of the Situation of his 
Country, had not (b openly difcovered himfelf, 
but raifed a powerful Army, declaring he de- 
JGgnfid to ftand neuter, and being, compara- 
tively fpeaking, near the Gates ofFienna^ the 
Court was alarmed at his extraordinary Pre- 
parations. The Duke of Wolfemhtittle had 
alfo raifed Troops with Trench Money, and 
Mr. Dufon who commanded them, threatncd 
hothing lefs than a powerful Diverfion. Be- 
fidcs the Preparations made by thefe Princes, 
what they moft endeavoured to remedy, and 
which feemed to be of the greateft Impor- 
tance, was the Triple Alliance lately con- 
cluded between the Kings of France^ Spain^ 
and Portugal. Mr. de U^alefiein^ Ambaflador 
at this laft Court, upon whofe Conduft and 
Experience they very much depended, gave 
fome Hopes of repairing the Affairs on that 
(idc, with the Aififtance of the Englijh and 
Jpaub Minifters, and evenpropofed a Mai> 
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AmAToito bring his Father away, and his whole Rfr 
gimenc. He had received Intelligence, thtt 
the Spanijb Cavalry was cantoned withio ihot 
of the French Camp, and knew the Quarteo 
the Prince de Faudemont his Father had chi- 
fen for his own Regiment, and fome other 
Troops. He marched direftly to che^Pkce^ 
by favour of the Night, and furprifed the 
General, who had only time to fave himfeff 
on Horfeback in his Night-Gown, and would 
certainly have been brought Prifoner by his 
Son, if the Darknefs had not favoured hts 
Efcape. His Men who were found in that 
Quarter were more unfortunate, being all 
brought away with their Equipages, and 
fome neighbouring Troops which haftesed 
to their Afliftance were defeated. The Go^ 
vernor of the Milaneze was fo grieved at tW 
Affront ofFer'd him by his Son, that he fwore 
he would never pardon him^ and foon left th^ 
Army to return to Milan. 

The two Armies having lon^ waited in 
this manner, the French^ who ane tutanXij 
uneafy, grew impatient, and decampof pri- 
vately in the Night. Although Prince £ir- 
gene imagined they could not have decamped 
without his Knowledge, he received Advice 
of it too late, and they had paflfcd jhc Oglh 
before we could reach to their Camp, fo that 
all the two Armies could do, was to fire at 
each other crofs the Riven Here the Mar- 
ihal de Catinat was flightly wounded, by of- 
fering to fee whether we defigned to midie a 
Bridge, and pafs the Oglio to attack him. 

1 he French Army retired to winter ill €fi' 
mona^ 2l Province dependent oft the Afito- 
itezey and the Spaniards to fome other Pltcei 
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in tbat State, that they might be in Rcadi- An. 170*. 
Bcfs to join them. Prince Eugem htva^' 
ftrongly prefled by the Venetians to leave 
the Country belonging to that Republick, as 
he had no Enemy to oppofe, could frame no 
l&rthcr Excufc for his ftay, and therefor^ 
marched toward the Mantuan^ with a Defign 
to winter in that Dutchy, and to reftrain the 
City of Mantua. The Marfhal de Villeroj 
■forefceing his Defign, took pofleflion of all 
the Pofts of befcnce in the Country, in 
Syhich he committed a manifeft Error. A 
iPerfon, the leaft experienced in the Art of 
War, knows that he ought not to leave a 
Garrifon of four or five hundred Men in 
.Places of weak Defence, efpecially when he 
is not in a Condition to relieve it. Mr. dc 
't!atinat oipDokd the Defign, which was fufr 
ficient for the Marfhal de Filleroy to put it 
in Execution,^ who had afterward realon to 
repent it j for, upon the Arrival of the Ger^' 
hanSy CanetOj Fefiiana^ and all the garrifon'd 
Places of the Mantuan In general, were obr 
Hged to fiibmit to Prince Eugene^ almoft with- 
out firing a Shot. Miramola ftill remained 
with a Qarrifon of four or five hundred 
Men, under the Command of Mr. de la Ci^ 
tardie\ but upon the Approach of the Impe^ 
rial Army, the PeaPants obliged the Garri- 
fon to canitulate, and the rrince became 
Mafter ot the ^hole Country, except the 
Capital and Goito. In thefe two Places were 
eight or ten thoufand Men, under the Com- 
inahd of the Count TejTi. The numerous 
Garrifon, the badnefs ot the^ Seafon, and th^ 
Situation of the Town, which is furroundcd 
by a Lake, would not permit us to attack 
' ' ' f i. 
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ib.i7oi.it» and much kfs to block it up bj a Lioc^ 
becaufe of the excraordiiury Circumvolu* 
tion required, but it was clofely reflrained 
by the Imperial Quarters in the Neighbour- 
hood. This did not, however, prevent the 
Garrifon from receiving Proviuons on the 
•fide of Verona^ where we had only a fmal 
number of Troops. 

The Duke of Sa'ooy had retired into Pi^ 
fngnt with his Forces, before the Separatioa 
of the Army, and left them to the Cora« 
mand of Memeurs dt Filkroy and de CiUinat. 
Aflbon as the Duke heard of my Return 
from Fienna^ he wrote to me, deCuring that 
I would leave Prince Eugene \ and acquaint* 
ed me that he was obliged to confent to my 
Arreft, in regard to tome People of confi- 
deration, intimatine they were the Fnmh 
Generals. I fhewed his Letters imaiediate* 
iy to Prince Eugene^ who offered me a PaiT* 
port, if I was willing to return to his Roy-^ 
al Highnefs^ but that Prince having done 
me fo fignal a piece of Service, in my Deli* 
very from thofe Hands I was unwilling lo 
fall into a fecond time, I thought it impro- 
per to return : I imagined, moreover, that 
while the Duke of Savoy was in the Intereft 
of France^ I fltould be continually uneafy at 
his Court. 

The Quarters Prince Eugent had taken in 
the Mantuan^ being neither commodious nor 
cxtenfive enough to winter To largje an Army, 
he endeavoured to extend them mto Ps^nuk 
and Modcna. I was fcnt for that purpofc to 
the Duke of Modena^ to demand Berzeilo in 
the Name of the Emperor. This Town is 
lituated upon the Poy at th? Mouth of the 
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l(U7Uh wd v;tf to fcrvc us for a P^rricr; itif«.i70f. 
i$ tplfrablj well fortified, and afforded an^ 
OpporfWBity of extending oi^r felves over tbp 
wbpJc CwiOfiy when we pleafed. The Duke 
p»()p grpjiP Cprnplaints, and proteftcd againft 
ij »c nrft $ i>Ht finding he could not avoid if^ 
^fired tW D^ys to confidcr : I allowed him 
pnly Jpur Hoyr^, and telling him that the 
Trpop? WPW at the Gates of Berzello^ hf 
phaDgfd his |Lat)|;uagC9 and, like a true //^« 
//4»9 fccwcd to (confent with Pleafure, giving 
ijlp Sin Order to the Commander of the Place^ 
yvbercio hp ^jpiocd hitn to receive me imp 
the TpwD| with the Troops I fliould bring, 
I took ppi&(&P9 of it with two Battalipniy 
9Xi^ Prince U^ffm came the fame Day to 
take a view of the Place 5 then we took pof- 
^ifipn pf fpmc other a4vantageous Pofts in 
t;hc Dependencies of that City. 

CpIqivI LocateW^ who wa^ fent at the (amf 
tumo IP thfi Duke of Parmer J met with diffo- 
fcat SuP<;^r§- That Prince not only declared 
))imfelf ^ VaflVl of the Pope^s, but coul4 
Ibon fpcpive Affiftince from the French, upoa 
the leafl: Violei^is that ihould be offered him 
Therefpre^ nop thinking it proper to takp 
the Qttarters he ha4 demanded, by Force, 
we fortified Pur fijlves in the Moden^ and the 
Mantuan. 

Nptwitbftanding thp Advantages reaped by 
the Gem^ans this Campaign, they had not 
aine^ one Inch of Ground in (he Milaneze :

thi9» and thought he h^d aded fufficiently^ 
by preventing their Encraqce into that State. 
Prince Eugene feQiqg himfelf fo near Cremona^

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An. 1 701 -willing to take fomc Place of Importance, ^ 
'to perforin fomc A&ion of Renown, before 
the French were joined by nine thoufand Men, 
embarked at Finals conceived a mofl glorioiB 
Entcrprifc, which was to fecure the whok 
Province of Cremona^ by furpriling the City, 
The Dcfign was grand, and difficult to exe* 
cute \ a long March was to be made without 
being difcovercd, and crofs an Enemy*s Coun- 
try, to furprifc a Marflial of France^ and o- 
thcr Generals, in a Place well fortified, where 
the Garrifon confifted of eight thoufand Men. 
But what cannot ain expert General perform? 
The Prudence of this Prince furmounted all 
thefc Difficulties without the leaft Oppofi- 
tion. He fent feveral Officers and Soldiers in 
Peafants Habits, to examine the Place: I way 
one of the firft who went, attended by a 
Burgher of the Town as a Guide, to view i 
Pafl^e, which I found proper for the Intro^ 
duftion of pur Troops into the City, and ve^ 
ry ill guarded 5 it is indeed fiirprifing, that 
fo open a Place fhould be left unguarded in 
time of War, without £0 much as a Centinel. 
I ftaid the whole Night with the Burgher, 
and vifitcd the Paflage, which was no better 
fecured by Night than by Day, and then re- 
turned to make my Report to the Prince: 

The firil of February^ the Day appointed 
for the Expedition, after a grand CotUKil 
of War, we advanced to the very Town by 
the favour of the Night, which I cntred 
through the PafTage we had feen before with 
the Grenadiers and my Guide. After we had 
pafled a Ditch full of Water, v^rhich was to 
Iccure the Garrifon from being furpris*d, wc 
afTembled at the foot of the Rampart^ with- 
out 
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out being perceived, till we attacked the^f^iyor. 
(Guard of the Gate with Sword in hand. The " 
Gate was foon opened, and the Draw- bridge 
let down i and before a general Alarm, or the 
Enemy was in a Condition to attack us, our 
Cavalry commanded by Prince de Commerci 
began to enter the Town. We had not 
time to take poITeflion of the Gate of the 
Poy foon enough to facilitate the Entrance of 
the Prince de Faudemont^ who arrived too 
late. But perhaps I fhall trefpafs upoa my 
Readers Patience with the Relation of an En* 
terprife, which is fo frefh in the Memory of 
Mankind. It is therefore fufHcient to tell you, 
that the Marfhal de Filler oy and the Marquis 
de Cremn were taken Prifoners in this Aftion, 
and the laft died of his Wounds foon aften 
We left the Place in twelve Hours, and 
brought away near a hundred Officers, and 
sibove three hundred Soldiers, Horfe and Foot, 
with a great number of Horfes, Alcho' this 
Affair was well concerted and .well condu&ed, 
all the Honour would have fallen to the French 
by their vigorous Refiftance, and Readinefs 
to fortify themfelves in different Places, if 
fhey had notlbeen furprifed,- and iuflfered their 
(WO G;enerals and fa many Officers to be car- 
ried away. The AjSair however mifcarried,^ 
when we had the mod reafon to hope for 
Su$:cefs, being obliged to abandon pur Con- 
^ueft after fo mort. an Enjoyment. 

Prince Eugene was much afle&ed at the til 
Succefs of this Enterprife, but comforted in 
iome meafure, by the Lofs of the French^ 
which iimounted to near two thoufand Men ^ 
our own Lofs was computed to be four or, 
five hundred, fcveral of whom were taken

\f he Inrperiat Gotirt had a particular t&* 
ffttd f O' theft' Preparation of the French^ and 
ufed tk<eir utiHoft Efforts to procure Troop» 
ftfficiene lo couhterbatatice thofty the new 
King of Spain^ wfis to command, in Pbrfoti^ 
the fttdeeeding Campaign. This had been 
loDg dofigned- at NUdrid^ and Preparations 
made at Naples for his Reception. He waar 
landed at that Glprtal tofhew himfelFto the 
Fropk, and when* lie h^ fecured their A^ 
fe&ion» by his Pi^ftticei was to pafs with » 
Body of Troops iiAt^ Jihd MHaneziej and place 
himielf at the Heot^of the Army. The King 
of Sfatn^ wa» noe oho only General of Impoiw 
tance, vAm was eo^ aft in chis Campaign. For 
the King of die Romans was to command 
the Army upon the JMtine- in Perfon^ the King 
of Effgtand in FlafHkn^s the Kings' of Stvedeff 
and Polaml each commaadied their own*, and 
we were aflured that the King of Frana 
would command his Amy lnwm the ifiNiir^ 
Therefore the GampaigQ ooula not pa6 with*'

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dm. x^oi. would grant bim his defire. The Girlf ^fcor 
* ^ had pci hapf a» great an iBclinacion as I^im- 
felf, and chinking Ihe had met wkh a Coun* 
tryman to whom ihe was a Stranger^ refiifcd 
him in fiich a manner as difcovered her wil- 
lingnefit to confent. The Fathev and Mo- 
ther being[ at Church, affbrddl a &YourabIe 
Opportunity, and defiring him no ¥f3^ im 
granted that for a few Pounds of Biitter» ana 
tome Dozens of Egg$9 for which ibit bad re« 
fufed fifty thoufandLivres before. Aifoon ai 
he had no longer occa£ion Ibr dilgujife, he 
changed bis Habit and diftovered kimfelif to 
the Gir), thanking her for iaviog. him fifty 
thoufand Livres, and fooft ^read tbf AdYcxv 
ture throughout the City. 

At the beginning of lant we departed ^qqi 
Venice^ and repaired to otir Quartc^rs^ which 
wc found much altered, \yf the variow Mo- 
tions made by the Prince in our abCcace to 
pafs the Qg//0, and to pofleis himfelf of ieve- 
ral Polls in Cremona^ that be might the l^c« 
ter oppofe the DuJce di Fandonu^ who was 
created General in the room of the Maiihal 
de Filleroy. We had lately received News, 
that the Court of France had refolved to fend 
forty thoufand frefli Forces to ttalyj part of 
which were already arrived, fo that the Al- 
lies propofed to have an Aripy of fibcty thou- 
fand Men in that Country, at the opening of 
the Campaign. It was not the great Num- 
bers of the Enemy that broke the meafures 
of Vnnc^ Eugene^ who generally had the Ad- 
Vantage, notwithftanding their majority \ but 
the certain Advice be had received of the 
Voyage of Philip the Fifth into Italy gave 
him the greateft concern, the King of France 

having 
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}fiViiig j^ttbHckly declared ic on the z^d x>{^^ilot, 
January. ' 

The News of Philip's Voyage into Itaty, 
extremely perplexed the Court of Fienna^ 
which was difiatisfied at the Pope's Condu£b. 
They had Reafons to fufpeft the Court of 
Rome had a good Underflanding with the 
Kings of France and Spain^ and that the 
Voyage of (his Prince into Italy^ fcrvcd on» 
ly as a Pretence to determine the Afikir oj^ 
the Inveftiture of the Kingdom of Naples^ 
in favour of thofe two Crowns, the Pope 
having alrcadv given fo many Proofs of his 
Partisuity. Prince Eugene received an ex« 
traordinary Courier from the Emperor, wilh 
Difpatches, which brought Inftrudions for 
the Condud of Count de Lamkerg^ the Impe« 
rial AmbafTador at Rome^ (hould the King of 
Spain go into Italy. Prince Eugene immcdi« 
ately (mt for me, and told me that he had re^ 
ceiled very important Difpatches from Fiefh 
na^ which were to be delivered into thd 
hnmd of Count Lamberg at Reme^ and that he 
Utfd fixed opon me for that Voyage, wherein 
I intgbc ferve both himfelf and the Emperor, 
Wko woold uke care to reward me. I thank^ 
ed his Highnefs for the Confidence with' 
vrhich he was pkafed to honour me, and hav-* 
iilg received my necefiary Inftru£bions, took 
Poft for R$me^ and delivered my Packet to 
Cotmt Lambergj who, after a little Confe- 
rence upon the fubjeft of the Difpatches, ac« 
qa^nted me that the Affair of the Marquis 
id Vafte had fo far embroiled him with the 
Court •f Reme^ that he met with vaU DifiV- 
culties in the Reconciliation.

Am. 1701. The whole Oty of Rwm was divided into 
^'--V'-^ two Faftions at this time. The Cardinal k 
Janfon and the Duke d'Uceia^ Ambafradors 
of the united Crowns, appeared at the head 
of the French Party j the Count de Lamierg^ 
the Marquis del Vafio^ the Prince Caferta^ 
and feveral other Neapolitan Lords^ at the 
head of the Emperor's, fo that nothing but 
Nlurmurs and Inveftives were hdh*d on both 
fides. The Pope was fo perplexed^ in the 
mid ft of a number of fa&ious People, whofe* 
only Defires were to kindle a. Civil War in 
Rfime^ that he was under a Dilemma what 
Meafures to take at this Jundure. The Ihortr 
eft Expedient his Holinefs's Wifdom fuggeft- 
ed, was to increafe the Number of his Guards, 
and to order the Sbirri and Soldiers to pa- 
trol conftantly in the City. Notwithftand-* 
ing thefe Precautions, I was obliged to draw 
my Sword againft a French Gentleman of Car-: 
dinal Janfens Party. This Gentleman, who 
went by the Name of the Chevalier de Grip 
ni, acceded me before the Imperial AmbajQa- 
dor's Palace, and after feveral Compliments 
upon Affairs indifferent, our Converfation 
began upon the genera] Topick of the times^ 
and particularly upon the Affair of the Mar- 
quis del Fajlo, As I was intimately acquaint- 
ed with the Marquis at Romey having often 
fcen him at Count Lamber^$^ under whofe 
Protedion he remained, I was concerned at 
his Difgrace. The Chevalier de Griini, who 
perhaps wifhed I would explain my Senti- 
ments upon that Head, began immediately to 
fay, that Rebellion was always punifhed foon- 
er or later, and that the Marquis del Vafio 
would one Day find what the juft Indigna- 
tion 
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tion of two powerful Kings W?is capable of /f».i7oi. 
doing againft a rebellious Subjed. I was fo ' 
cxafperated at the Boldnefs ot his Difcourfe» 
iat the very Gate of a Minifter whofe Iritcreft 
I efpouf^, that I wanted Patience to rcftrain 
ine from running that Moment to Extremi-- 
ties $ neither cbmd I endure that a Stranger 
ihould have the Ra(hne(s, AfTurance, and 
iVrrogance,; to infult the Honour of the Mar- 
wiis del Fifioy for whom I had the greatcft 
£fteem due to a Perfon of his Rank. I an- 
fwcred him> That although the Marquis was 
To unfortunate as to pafs for a Rebel in. the 
Opinion of thofe Flatterers^ who paid Ho**' 
Tmagp to the extravagant Ambition of the 
King of Frame ; that the Nobility of iVii- 
y/f/, who had embraced the Party of a Fo- 
reign Prihce, to the prejudice of the Arch- 
DwLe*s Rights, who was their lawful and he- 
reditary SovtreiRn, would have reafon to re- 
pent of their ram Rebellion, and that a Name 
fo odious was more juftly due to them, than 
to the Mzrquis del Fafto ', that his Innocence], 
und the Juftnefs of his C^ufe, of which God 
had already declared himfelf the Protefbor, 
ty the.Progrefs of the Emperor's Arms in 
Italy^ would make him triumph oyer his Ene- 
mies s that his Imperial Majefty and his Al- 
lies were powerful enough to proteft him 
'from the Attempt of a Set of Wretches 
who confpired againft fats Life^ and laftly, 
that it was both an odious and infamous Ac- 
tioii) that Cardinal Janfm^ a Perfon devoted 
to die Church, Ambaflador from his moft 
Chriftiajx Majefty, and the Duke d'Uceda Mi- 
nifter to a Catholick King, ihould be tife 
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i««.i7oi- Authors of tha Confoirtcy difcovcred agaiift 
'the Perfon rf that Lord. Aod at length I 
added, that he oaebt to leinember he ha4 io* 
fulted an Ambaflador from iui Ifiperial M^- 
jeftv, before his own Palaoci tlut it wai a9 
, A^nt to the Refpeft due to lua Charader| 
|ind that the Raflinefi of his Coodnfitir being 
contrary to the Privil^e enjoyed ii^ JR^tne by 
the Minifters of crown'd Heads^ he oueht to 
expe& an exemplary Punifliment^ if te did 
not immediately retire. We iqfUntly drew 
cur Swords, and Count Lan^ber£% Servients 
running out at the Noife, I was iooa fupport« 
ed by fevtral bravo Me% who came tio my 
Aifiiunce. 

We purfued the Chevalier, who perceiving 
himfelf attacked by a number of Peoplei 
thought proper to retreat, and beiqg firft cum* 
geroufly wounded, retired into the Church 
of Nbtre Dam de Lorettf. This Affair occa- 
fioned fo great a Noife, that all Rme was in 
motion, and particularly contributed to m^ke 
me known to Count La^idfergj who, em- 
bracing me, to fhcw bis Satisfa^on, faid, 
that Prince Eugene had fpofcc favourably of 
me, and dcfircd that I would fupport the Env» 
peror's Intcreft with warmth, upoa ^11 Occa- 
fions, promifing to rcprefcnt this Affw to 
the Court of Fienna to my Advantage. 

Cardinal Jan/on and the Duke d'Uada^ en- 
raged that one of their Faftion fhouid be in- 
fulted, and partly at my Difcourie upon tho 
Subjca of the Marquis del Fafto^ armM a 
number of Men immediately, with a Refo- 
lution to attack Count Lamberg\ Palace, and, 
U poffible, to take me from theace by (orcc. 
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But I made fuch Difpoiitions, and armed fo ^n^vjoi. 
many Men and Dome&icks, that we had no- 
thing to apprehend. 

The Pope £M:efeeing this Affair would be 
attended! with &tid Confequences, refolved to 
put a ftop to it in the beginning, and, order^ 
«d lai^ ratrols to march all Night, to pre- 
vent popular Diflurbances, and ient to the 
Ambailadors of the three Crowns to lay 
down t^eir Arms i adding, that he was Mat- 
ter of his own Capital, and that unlefs his 
Orden were obeyed 9 he would plane fome 
Pieces of Calmon oefore their Palaces to com- 
pel theqi by force. 

During tbde Tranfa&ions, the Pope, who 
was unwilling to ufe violent:' Remedies, pri- 
vately defired the Venetian AmbafTador to of- 
fer his Mediation, to accommodate this Dif- 
ference. The three oficnded Ambafladors gave 
their Confent. Count Lamberg was prevailed 
upon rather to pkafe his Hoiinels, at a Junc- 
ture which did not permit him to aggravate 
the Court of Rame^ than from his Appre- 
henfion of be^ag infulted by the Minifters of 
thofe two Crowns, who had raifed a Com- 
motion in Rona^ under pretence of demand- 
ingSatisftaioii. 

iDuring my ftay at R^me^ I contracted an 
Acquaintance with Count del Fiefio^ a Noble- 
man of the firft Rank in Italy. As I hap- 
pened to be at this Gditleman's Houfe, a 
Meflenger from Count Lamberg acquainted 
me, that he had received an Exprefs from the 
Army in Italy^ with Letters of Importance ; 
adding, that he defired immediately to fee me. 
I went that Moment, impatient to know 
what the Difpatches had brought. 
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i.i^i, I knew tke Duke of Vandome was arrived 
"^^^ in Itnly, who would lake the Advantage oE 
the Superiority of Kis Forcci to attack frince 
Bugene before he received the Succours from ■ 
Ctrmafiy. And having my Imagination filled s 
with the Projeft of the Court ot France^ 1 
which was to fend a numerous Aimy into { 
■ Jtaly^ that the Impeinalifts might be obliged 
to abandon the Blockade of Af««/aa, and per^ 
haps all other Conqucrts they had made the ' 
laft Campaign, I was very melancholy aithefe 
. Reflexipns. 

Being come to Count Lamherg% Palace, 
that Mioifter feemcd very forrowfalj and, 
addreffing himfclf to me, laid, Sir, I juft re- 
ceived a melancholy piece of News : The Em- 
peror has loll the moft powerful and moft 
affeftionatc of his Allies, the King of Eng- 
land. I have an account of his Death by Ex- ■ 
prefs from Prince Eugene. This News ap- 
peared fo dreadfiil to mc at Grft, thtt I doubt- 
ed whether I would not aflboniitve lieard of 
the Lofs of a Battle, as of the 0esc& of that 
Prince. Count Lamierg, vlio Jbad the firft 
News of it, thotjght propernot to divulge 
it immediately. There were foibe NegoDa- 
tions upon the Anvil at the Court of Homej 
that obliged him to be Clcnt upon that hca(^ 
which -we wifhc^ had been finHhed befbn, 
left the face of Af&irs fljould be altered by- 
it. ' Net^rthl:lcf5 we had juft Concluded od^ 
wliich had met with extradrdHi^/tliSkibl- 
tie^ and b^ebod'Fominc the l^ope'hftdeK- 
plained himrcff upon it a little before. The 
King of Spain having fignified to his Holi- 
nefs, the Rcfohition he had taken of coming 
to kme, with the view of rccciring-the In- 
vcftiturc 
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veftiture of the Kingdom of Naples from tht ^^-^V^t^ 
Hands of his Holtneis, the Pope had fignified 
to Cardinal Janfm and the Duke d'Vceda^ 
that if die end of the King of Spain's Voy- 
age to Rcme^ vpas only for the Invcftiturc of 
NaphSy which had been fo long conceded^ 
he defired they would inform that youngs 
Monarch, that he fliould be pleafed if he 
would not expofe himfelf to the Fatigues of 
a long Voyage ; adding, that he had givea 
fufficient Realons already, why he would not 
decide that Affair, 

Count Lamberg had been very afliduous to 
prevent that Stroke, having uiM all poflible 
Stratagems at. the Court of Rome^ and fee 
many Springs to work, to fruftrate the fe« 
crec Cabals of Cardinal Janfon and the Duke 
ffUceda. Thefe Minifters, fupportcd by the 
French Fa&ion, perfuadcd themlclves, that if 
they could once make the Pope underftand 
that the young King's only Defign was to 
receive his Bencdiftion from his own Hands, 
the holy Father, at the fight of that Pripce, 
coukl not but grant him the Inveftiture, for 
which his Piety and Devotion was only a 
Pretence. 

By the Friendfhip of the Count del Fiefce^ 
I had artfully infinuated my felf near a Per- 
fon who contributed very much to the Suc- 
cefs of that Negotiation. This was Count 
Charles de Borromiey an agreeable young Lord, 
who loved Pleafure and Gallantry, and had 
honoured me with the Confidence of his A- 
mours. At that time a Treaty of Marriage 
was on foot betweien this Nobleman and a 
Daughter of Don Horatio^ the Pope's Bro- 
ther. Count Berromh knew the moil fecret

vours CO prevcnc that Stroke j for the ASur 
of the Jnvefticure of NmUs ramaiiUD^ unde- 
cided, was a petpctual Seed ef I^i^oa, 
which had occafioned the Ntafi^tmu to ce- 
volc, and rendered them aficaionacc to tbe 
Houle of ^ufirU. This ba« muriftftly ap- 
peared ^ for the Oulce oi Aiijtm was bardW 
gone from Naphs for ilfiAwt, but a fecoad 
Confpiracy was difcorercd} aoie daoonrflua 
than the firft. The Pope cwfinncd tie Re* 
folucion he had taken, by &ni&ig Gat^imX 
Barberini « lM*re to Nm^s^ to compUBUnt 
the King of Spain in his Name. 

At laft the Death of the King of Enflawd 

. was made pubHckat Romey which openly dif- 

covcred thofe who truly valued the Liberty 

of 
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of Itdtfy or )thoCb who wilhcd to fee it uft-i<».iyon 
dcr the Y6kc of a foreign Prince. One faid, * 
We have juft loft the Proteftor of all Eu^ 
rofCy from whom we expefted^ under God^ 
gU human Affiftance to deliver us from Sla* 
yery. I (hall make no Scruple to fay, that 
the number of thefe was greateft. The Pope^ 
noft of the Cardinals, all the Roman Nobili* 
ty, and even the common People, feemed 
concerned I while Cardinal Janfon and the 
pulte J^Uciday at the Head of the French Fac- 
Uon^ proclaimed their Joy. They appeared 
In til rarts of the Town, publifhing with a 
imiUng Countenance, that at length the uni* 
ted Crowns would triumph over their £ne<* 
miesi that upon the King of Spain's Arrival 
in Ifaly^ they would lay down their Arms, 
and put themfelves under the Proteftion of 
that young Monarchy that the Imperialifts, 
for want of the Money and Subfidies they 
received from England^ could not confequent- 
ly fubfift in Italy ^ and would be obliged to 
repafs the Mountains, or hazard a Battle, the 
^vent of which would be fatal. Thus the 
Fnncb and Spaniards reafoncd. 

But as the Courier who brought the News 
of the Death of King J^illiamj brought that 
oi[ the Acceffion of the Princefs jinne to the 
Crown of England at the fame time, with 
the Refolutions of the Parliament, who had 
met and con^rmed the Union with Holland^ 
and had ordered a numerous Fleet to be fit- 
ted out) that they defigned to embark 
eighteen thoufand Men to make a Defcenc 
in Italy or in Spaing that England a^d Hoi" 
lund were refolved to maintain the Alliances 
m^d^ with foreign Princes beforf tlie £>e-

Att.ijoi.ctzk of that Monarch. In fhoit, all the| 
Xircumftances moderated the publick Sor* 
row in fome mcafure, and made chem cdtt* 
ceive that the Death of his Britofimck Ma-' 
jcfty, would afford very little Advantage td 
the united Crowns, and that the Emperor'tf 
Allies would carry on the War with Vi- 
gour. 

To divert Sorrow, and relax 017 Mind, 
which had been fatigued with BuGnets^ I 
went to pay a Vifit to the Count del Fie/ca^ 
where I met with Count CbarUs i» Boiramiei 
The engaging Behaviour of thofe two Lords^ 
added to ^e magnificent Entertainment giv- 
en by the Count del Fiefcoy made me pais the 
reft of the Day very agreeably ) and Gallant 
try being the Subje£k of our Converfiitio% 
he related an Adventure which happened to 
him at Paris^ that appeared to me very* fing;a« 
lar and diverting, from the Circumflbances I^: 
tending it. 

I had a Miftrefs, fays the Count del Fiefce^ 
during my ftay at Parii^ and Jived in the 
Quarter of St. Honoris near St. Imoeemfs 
Church-yard, around which there arc Vaults 
built in the Reign of Philif jtuguftus, with 
the Money raifcd by the Confifcatibn of the 
Eftatcs of the Jews^ when they were driveo 
from Paris. There being no Place in the 
World where a greater Number of dead 
Bodies are buried, a certain Spanifi Anbafla- 
dor who was at Paris during the Liiue^ ad- 
vifed the Inhabitants, who were crueUy prct 
fed with Hunger, to reduce the Bones in this 
Church-yard to Aihes for Bread. Madamoi- 
fclle de Frontenaiy which was the Name of 
my Miftrefs, continued the Count, acqaaior-

ed md by a Letter on Shrove-Tueflay in the Am. ijoti 
Evening, chat fhe would be glad of my Com-^ 
pany to end the Carnaval, and defired me 
not to forget to bring fomething delicate to 
l^ncertain her. The Laws of Lore permit a 
jMiitrefs to ask or to refiife what fhe pleafes 
<pn that Day. It is a time of general Difor* 
dcr, cfpecially in fo large a City as Paris* 

I transformed my fdf, changing my Peruke 
and Clothes, and ordered my Servant to go 
and wait for me at the Hotel of Luxembourg^ 
without faying where he left me; then wdht 
Into a Cook's Shop, and filled a Napkin with 
a Venifon Fafty, a brace of Partridge, a Rab-* 
l>it, and fome Fritters for the Defert. Hav- 
ing wr^pt them all together, I was going di- 
jreftly to my Miftrefs, after eleven o' th* Clock 
at Night. The next Day being jf/hwednef^ 
iay^ there was a univerfal Silence already 
throughout the City; and being come to 
St. Inmcenf% Church*yard, which I was ob-« 
ligcd to pals through, I perceived the Watch 
coming, and withdrew my felf at fome dif* 
omge aear a Tomb appointed for ^he Anni* 
Ycrfary of the STrepafeZj and obferving the 
^atch followed! me^ I put my Napkin into 
a large Hole undec die Tomb ^ then taking 
a Chapelet in my Hand, which I always car-. 
Tied about . me, I knelt down in a very de- 
vout Pofturc. The Watch asked me what 
i did there ? I anfwered, that I prayed for 
the Souls of the ftrefofez. The Officer fee-, 
ing. my Chapelet, and my devout Counte- 
nandt, ordered his Men to withdraw, and my 
felf to go home. 

I pretended to go away^ but the Watch 
being pafied, I went back for my Supper 

which 



Jto.tftf>vMch I had liid under the Tomb, and put- 
* ^"^'ling my trembling Hand in the Hole, \ 
ftrciched ray Arm as far as 1 couid, but 
found neither Napkin, nor what was in it. 
I was fcifcd with fo panick a Fear at this 
Accident, that I could hardly recover tnyfelf, 
u you may imagine, confidering the Horror 
iof the Place, and the profound Silence at 
that lime of the Night. The horrid Noifc 
and terrible rattling of Chains, I beard in the 
Tomb, added to this, which reprefented a 
tlfeuland Souls fuffering their Purgatory in 
that dark Place, increaled my Aftoniflimcnt 
to fuch a degree, that I forgot both Supper 
and Love. Neverthelefs I elcaped as well as 
I could, and fled along the Wall, thinking 
my felf purfucd by an Army of the Dead, 
and while I ran in [his Fear, I feit fomething 
pull me behind by the Clokci 1 loft all my 
Courage a: this, and fell upon the Ground 
like one that was dead, with my Nofe againft 
the Gnard of my 6word. At lift 1 fumcA 
my felf to fee whether I wunoc hddbjf(6m6 
Phantom, but found tftat ajrCtofee liwt laid 
hold of a Nail belonging (p die Hinnt df 4' 
Coffin. Then I b^n a> ttke Sotae BtttH^ 
ftid loft the Fear the Nail had occafion*^ biir 
not that of the Tomb. 

At laft I fat down, and b^itn to leflcft 
«>on what had pafled, and what AcCovii I 
fcould give of my felf the next Day. Fir to 
relate lb Arprifing an AdYoHtani, vjcftlNit "^ 
B^ Reality, watexp«fingmy fetf W dWRtM 
dicnle of my Friends, topaft for a FooraW* 
a Madman, or a Coward and a Liar; 0» the 
other hand, I tKbught if I made no mentioa 
of it, how Ihould I excufe my felf to my 
Mifliefs? 
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Miftrcfs? After all thcfc Reflexions, I con-ifj».i70i; 
eluded if it was a dead Body, he had no oc- 
cafion for my Supper; if a living Man, he 
muft be very little, that I could not feel him 
when I put my Arm under the Tomb, 
. At length 1 concluded, if it be a Demon^ 
krwiU fly at the Sign of the Crofi. If it be 
% Soul, 1 Ihall know whether any Mafles are 
fequired to deliver it from its Torments ^ and 
if It be a Man, I am capable to defend my- 
fclf. With this Refolution I went courage- 
oufly back to the Tomb, with my Sword in 
hand, and faid, Ijike a brave Man, I conjure 
and command you, in the Name of the Cu- 
rate of this Church, if thou art a Soul in 
Pain, tell me what you would have done? 
Neverthelels the Noife of the Chains waa 
moT€ furious than ever. I repeated my Con- 
miation three times, and the oftner I repeated 
tt, the more the Chains refounded in that dif« 
mal Place. Perceiving that all this was to no 
purpc^> and that I fu£Fered my Courage to 
flacken, and the lame Fear to return, I fhould 
certaiflJy fink under it, I put my Sword be- 
tween my Teeth that inftant, and with both 
Hands took hold of the Coffin, which was ia 
the Tomb, by the lower Hole# and in lift- 
ing it up, out ftarted a large black D02, who 
ran between my Legs, having feversd Bells 
hanging to his Tail. He had looked for jfjylum 
in this facred Place, to avoid the cruel Per- 
fecutions of the Footmen. And aflbon as he 
had repofed himfelf, fmelling the Meat he 
had drawn it to him ; and in Reprifal for 
what he had fufiered the lailDay ofCamavaL 
began Lent with a good Meal upon my Mi& 
trefs's Supper.

A. 1701. The terrible and unexpeftcd howling he 
^ made when he came out redoubled my Feat 
to that d^ree, that as he run one way I wai 
going to run the other; but the Leg Bone 
of a Skeleton, added to the Dogs Bells, ftruck 
me upon the Legs with that Force, that I 
was unable to move. Aflbon as the Pain was 
over, I had a great Inclination to laugh, and 
whenfoever I think of it, faid the Count Jel 
Fiefco^ I laugh yet at the Singularity of the 
Adfventure. We may conclude from hence^ 
faid I to the Count, that thofe things which 
are feen in the Night, and often pa(s for 
Phantoms and Apparitions, are only the pure 
Efieft of Chance and Imagination. 

The above-mentioned Negotiation was 
hardly finifhed before the Marquis de Lou* 
ville Gentleman of the Chamber to the King 
of Spahy arrived at Rome. The Marquis had 
orders to go immediately to his HoUne&, to 
acquaint him, that the King his Mailer was 
happily arrived at Naples/ and ^hzt he ear- 
neftly defired to come to kifs his Holinefs's 
Feet. The Pope took a ftcp at this time, 
which extremely chagreen'd Count Lamherg^ 
and appear'd intirely oppofite to the Promifc 
he had made that Ambaflador, by his Bro- 
ther Don Horatio^ who had the care of that 
important Affair, as I faid before 5 for the 
Marquis de Louville having defired an Audi- 
ence, his Holinefs gave it with fuch Marks 
of Diftm£tion, as had never been granted to 
any Ambaflador before, a new Ceremonial 
being obferved for that Envoy. This ex- 
traordinary and unexpe£ted Conduft of the 
Pope's, at fo critical a Junfture, appeared (o 
dangerous and oppofite to the real Intereft

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t)F {he fimpcror, that Count Ldmherg iild iW/fHAf^l 
thbfe of his Party vrcfe alarmed at it. And 
indeed we apprehended,' that the Pope would 
^ew us a piece of the fineft Italian Policy 
that had ever been pradifed ^ for on one 
iand, he had protefted in appearance, not 
to confent to the King of Spain's coming to 
Romi^ and on the other, he had taken proper 
'Steps to acquaint that Monarch, that his 
Piisfcnce would not be difagreeable. A CJon- 
ierence was held at Count Lamberg's uport 
this Proceeding of his Holinefs, at which 
Verc prefent, all the Perfons of Diftinftioni 
/who were wcU affefted to the Intcrcft ot 
his Imperial Majcfty^ wherein it was re^^ 
foived, that the Minifters of the Houfe of 
jdufiria fhould inftantly proteft againfl the 
jRxception of the King of Spain^ againfl: the 
Marquis de Louville^ or any other Miniftcr^ 
."inrhc ihoiild reprefent that Monarch. 
' The Friendihip of Count Borrome6 having 
'|)rocured me the Acquaintance of Don jin^ 
mibak and the Cheralier Albania Nephew to 
the Pope, who had been nominated to ac- 
company Cardinal Carlo Barberini, Legate d 
Latire^ in his Voyage to Naples 5 Count 
JLamberg charged me to difcovcr the Pope's 
real Sentiments in that Affair, by my Con^ 
verfation with thofc Gentlemen; I thought 
an Affair fo important ought not to be neg« 
le&ed, and therefore went immediately to 
Count Birrome^y intreating his Affiflance in 
that Negotiation, which he had been con* 
cemed in before. We. confultcd together^ 
and knowing that Don jtnnibal and the Che-* 
valier AWani were upon thci? Departure, re-» 
foived upon paying a ,Vifit, to compliment

The Pope, rcply'd the Chcvar 
Ikr, dt^ld not rcfufe Incenfe td a PriAcc, 
who wilf fdon be at the Head of an Arm^ 
capable oihcnaking all Italy treiftble : But the 
Pride and Magixificence of Cardi;ial Barbe^ 
rinPs Embafly, the Richnefs and Curiofity of* 
the Prefents he carries with him, and the ex- 
traordinary Honours paid to the Marquis Jif 
Louville at Rofne, are defigned only to flatter 
that young Monarch, and to diveh him fironi 
coming to kifs his Holinefs's Feet.

I made a ftithforRi^mt of tb^ GbmrerCa-i 
ihm We hid held with Don jfimiM and the 
ChjBvalier iiftfMl to GbuntXMtti^^ reUung 
word for word what Count B$rr9mie had toM 
ine. But the Count, irriuted at the. Pope's 
Proceedings againft the Intereft of the £m« 
peror, could never be perfuaded Ifut bis Ho^ 
lincfs aftually intended what he aficfked to 
hide with fo much Artifice from the Publick^ 
This Minifter being weary of hii Diflimula- 
t;on, and perceiving that all the Protcfts he 
had made were in vain, refolved to depart 
from Rome without taking leave of his Holi- 
liefs. He went to St. ^uiringo^ and from thence 
to Sienna^ with a Dcfign to ftay till he had 
frefli Orders from the Emperor. The Mar- 
quis del Vafto feeing a Monitory, and a Sen- 
tence decreed againft him, by virtue of which 
he was to be beheaded, took the opportunity 
#f departing with Count Lamberg. Having 

heard 






heard tliat the Marquis defign'd to go to rf/»: lyoir* 
Prince Eugene's Army, I went to take leave of 
him, and gave him a Packet of Letters to be 
delirercd to that Prince, wherein I gave him 
a particular Account of what I had tranfafted 
during my Stay in Rome. 

Count Lamberg's Departure chagrined me a 
little, by the Lofs of fo powerful a Friend, 
who honoured me with his Eftcem. That Mi- 
nifter afTured me, that he would take a partis 
cular Care of my Fortune, when he came to^ 
the Court of Vienna} adding that he would 
inform his Imperial Majefty of the Diligence 
and Zeal I had ihewn for his Service at Rome} 
I thanked hinr for the Honour of his Efteeni 
and Good-will, adding that the Campaign 
being fbon to begin in Italyj I earneftly de-r 
fired to repair to the Imperial Army, finding 
^ xny Pr^fencc at Rome was unncccflary, at^ 
ter his Excellency's Departure. Count Lam'- 
herg anfwered me, thap I ought to wait for 
Orders from Prince Eugene 5 that Cardinal 
Grimani being to take the Management of the 
Affairs of the Court of Vienna upon him in 
his Abfence, he would take care to recom- 
mend me to his Eminence, whofe Civility 
would foon make me forget the Concern I 
feemed to have at his Departure, and laftly, 
that I fhould not want for Employ at Rome^ 
if i continued in the Sentiments of fupporting 
the jnterefts of his Imperial Majefty: That

felf too much in favour of the united Crowns^ 
did not timely prevent them. He firther 
added, that the Complaifance of his Holineft 
to the Duke of jfnjou^ to the Prejudice of 
the Houlc of jfuftria^ would one day be fatal 
to the Court of Rome. For, faid he, it is no 
longer time to diflemble, flnce I have jud 
heard, that the Cavalcade, or Entrance of

The Duke of Jnjou <:alled a Council upr 
pnthis Afi^air, which was of the utmoft Im- 
portance) for on one hand he pb/erved, that 
without the Favour of the Court of Raim^ 
he fhould never gain tbc Love of a People, 
over jfhovci the Pope had an Influence i ana 
that inlicad of flifling the Divifions in their 
Infancy, which was the Motive that called 
him into Italy^ he fhould fow new Seeds of 
Revolt, more dangerous than thofe he had 
fjuellecl. Therefore he conformed himfelf to 
what the Pope bad required, defiring chat he 
would in{):antly fend the Legate be intended. 
Cardinal Gr/;^tfw, notexpeding all this Com- 
plaifance, was extremely fatisfied with the 
puccel's of his Negotiation* which was tbc

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lirft he had undertaken, fince the Departure if i».i7or 
of Cpunt Lamberg. As I had not the fame 
Enjoyment at Rome in the Abfence of that 
Minifter, by the Lofs of thofe Gentlemen of 
Jiis Retinue, with whom I had contra&ed an 
Intimate Friendihip^ and wanting the fame 
. Accefs to Cardinal Grimani^ as I had to Count 
Lamberg^ who honoured me with a Confi* 
dence in all bis Negotiations; Befides my 
natural Inclination to War, and the Defire I 
had of being near my Benefaftor Prince Eu^ 
^genej now the Operations of the Campaign 
were beginning, where I might find a better 
Opportunity of making my Fortune than at 
Hmd^ I refolved to write the following Lct^^ 
jfcr to that Prince* 

IMufi acquaint your Higbnefs^ that although 
J find all the Enjoyments here, which form 
the Pleafures of Life, and which^ in fo agreea^ 
hie a Country J would be capable of fatisfying 
Perfon of a more peaceable Difpofition than my 
felfy J anf neverthelefs weary of it. I fincerely 
ttonfefs my greatefi fVeaknefs to your Highnefs^ 
at the Hazard of my Difgrace^ which is^ that 
I prefer the Employ of a Soldier^ to that of a 
Negotiator.

I do my felf an Injury j and 
was it poj/ible, could wijb with all my Heart t$

//// this Time. Neverthelefs^ the Paffton and 
Zeal which 1 have always had for the Service

He finiflicd by faying, that 
the Event would prove, that neither the 
Duke of Anjou'i Voyage to Italy, nor the 
Number of Forces fent him by the King of 
France^ would make the lead Alterationinthe 
Emperor's Affairs j and thatthe Rcadinefs of 
the Italians to revolt, gave him certain Pre- • 
fages of a complete Viftory.

the French Army having paflcd the Lenzaii 
advanced to Cafiel nuovoi from whence the 
Duke of f^andonie went with a Body of twen- 
ty five Sc^uadrons, and fourteen Companies 
of Grenadiers, and pafling the Croftolo^ attac^ 
ked General Pyionti^ who had no Advice of 
his March. The Duke oiFandome found th^ 
Imperialifts in the greatcft Diforder imagina- 
ble, their Tettt^ up, and their Horfet in the 
Meadows^ However they ranged themfclves 
in order of Battle as well as they could, and 
maintained the Fight with fo much Refolu- 
tion, that the Vifiory was uncertain. Fan^ 
dome attacked them in two different Places^ 
and finding more Oppoficion than he expec<^ 
ted, called the King of Spain to hi» Afli fi- 
ance % that Prince haftened to him with nine^ 
Squadrons, but came when General Fifconti 
was routed, and the young Monarch was 
only Spe&ator of the Advantage gained by the 
DuKe of Fandome. The French^ according to 
Cuftom, extolled this A&ion, and looked up- 
on it as a Prelude of Prince Eugene's Defeat 
in Italj/j although it was only a Trifle in 
reality. The King of Spain and the Duke 
of Fandome wrote to the King of France in 
very lofty Terms upon the Beginning of a 
Campaign, which promised them all imagina- 
ble Succeft. The young King obferved in 

his 
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rcafoiii ^c. This Battle was foon followed /f^r/tyoi* 
by another bf greater Importance. The 
King of Spain^ im^xow'mg the Advantage ht 
had gained, took poflcffion of the DutChy of 
Modenay arid advanced with his Army to thd 
Tejla, with ia Refolution to offer Prince £«- 
.gene Battle } the Prince had quitted the Block- 
adp o( Manfuaj which had continued eight 
Months, and decamped from Seraglia Co pri- 
vately, that the Prmcc de Faudemont^ who was 
encamped at Rivolta^ was infenfible of it till 
the next Day. After this Motion, the Impe- 
rial Army poftcd at Soiletto^ confiding only 
of Z4 thpufand Men by reafoh of the Detach- 
tnents Prince Eugene was obliged to make, to 
reinforce the Garrifons of BerfettOy Offigliai 
Guaftalla^ Luzzara^ and Mirandola. The 
Firencb Army confifted of no kfs than forty, 
thoufand, befides a confiderable Detach- 
meht they expcfted from the Prince de Vau^ 
demont. The King of Spain having decamp-- 
cd from Tejia in the Night, advanced toward 
Luzzara^ which was theOccafion of a bloody 
Battle. Prince Eugene^ who is always adtive 
and vigilaqt, thought proper to prevent the 
lEnemy's Defigns by attacking them before 
they received the Succours from Prince Fau- 
demont. To this end, he ordered me to ac- 
cotnpany General Faubonne^ who was de- 
tached with five hundred Horfe to view the 
Ground. We found it fo uneven and imprac- 
ticable in feveral Places by the Hedges and 
Canals with which it was filled, that upon 
our Report to Prince Eugene^ he changed 
the Difpofition of the Order of Battle. The 
Duke of Fandome attacked the Poft of L«z-. 
zara upon his Arrival, which was vigoroufly" 
defended ; Prince Eugene being upon the

rivcd. The firft mark of that Prince's Re- 
fcntment. was by placing a Guard over the 
Ambafladors of the two Crowns, and confin- 
ing them to their Hotels. All the hrenA who 
were in the Country were under Arrefi^ and 
a Regiment of Cavalry of that Nation Wbidk 
was marching to the Armjr in Italj^ i(eceiveil 
the fame Treatment, his own Troops had 
met with from the French. His Highnefs, to 
animate the Officers of his Army, and to 
make them enter into his Refenttnent, called

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'them to Couft, and made a Speecih Co thtth ^ff* 1703. 
in the following Terms. 

Gentlemen, 

/ have called you together to acquaint you in what 
Manner my Officers and Soldiers y youK Friinds and 
Cdmrades^ have been arrefted^ contrary to' the good 
Faith and Ajjurances given. They huve, been dif" 
-grnkd like Criminals. Toufee I am under a iVSr- 
-'ieffity of coming to a Rupture ;. but am (omforted 
by the Courage and Refolution you havejhewn in the 
lafi War^i and the JJfurance I have of your being 
no Ufs Faithful in ihis^ which I am obliged to un^ 
dertake in defence of my Liberty and Sovereignty.

The Duke of l^andome^ when he 
entered the Territories of the Duke of Savoy ^ 
fent him a Letter from the King of France^ 
which exprcflcd abundance in few words.

^ad obferved .with regard to bimfelf-i bad obliged 
^him to think of bis 4iwn Security ; ■ and laflly^ tl^at 
^he had no other Overtures . to make^ or any other 
•Propof^ls to lifien t)?.. The Dxxkt ^of f^andome 
4ipon this marched With his Army to Fer^ 
^ceiL and fummoned tht Governor, the Mar-

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i#«.i703 Hoartf the Marquis anfwcrtd iuA with tt 
equal Haughtincfs, 1 iiat he had Ordtts to 
defend himlclh His Royal HiAhnds had no* 
thing to do at this Junfttme, but to prepare 
fer a War, which he did accwdifigly. He or- 
dered the Miliua of che Country to take arms^ 
dillributed a vaft Number of Coinmiifi.olis 
to raife new Regiments, and wrote to the 
Inhabitants of the Valleys, invetenlte Ene- 
mies to the French^ by whom they Werfc al- 
ways perfecuted, to invite them to ttkt utttit.

the Enterprifes of that Crown, fiefidcs ttre 
Troops remaining to his Royal Highhefi,; 
he has raifcd twelve Regiments of cholen^ 
Militia in Piemontj and fix in Savif^ sihd^ 
augtnented his Cavalry, Dragoons^ and In-^ 
fantry, hoping that Heaven will protcft fo 
juft a Caule, by the great Zeal the Nobility 
and People of his Dominions exprefs^ for

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the Defence of their Prince and Country j'^*. 1703, 
and makes no doubt, but the World will 
look upon this Event with Horrour, when 
they fee a Prince, fo ftrenuous in the Intc- 
red o£ Franccj dcferted on a fudden, and ex- 
pofed to their Fury 5 an Example, which 
ought to open the Eyes of every Power, up- 
on, their breach bf Faith, and invite them 
to ftand in a juft Defiance of it. Suppofe 
even that France had fome Sufpicion of a 
pretended Treaty with the Allies, phi^ 
would not be a Motive fufficient for fo ex- 
traordinary a Violence. Was it fo, what 
Prince could ever be in Safety ? fince the 
leaft Umbrage would be capable of producing 
fuch Attempts, and making the Condition of 
their Allies, worfe than that of their Ene- 
mies. Upon which, I hope, your Serenity 
and the moft Serene Republick will' make 
Reflexions worthy of your Prudence, ' 

Mr. de MaUcrede was fent into Switzerland^ 
where he prefented feveral eloquent Memo- 
rials, containing a Plan of the Condition his 
Royal Highne^ was in, being furrounded on 
all fides by the Armies oi France^ and of the juft 
Umbrage the Cantons ought to take for their 
Liberty. The Marquis de Puifteux^ who rc- 
fided in this Country on the part of the King 
of France^ anfwercd thefe Memorials with % 
Haughtinefs and Confidence common to the 
Minillers of that Prince. That you may form 
an Idea of his ridiculous way or reafoning, I 
fliall only give you a Part of the Letter he 
wrote to all the Cantons in general, in anfwer 
to the Speech Mr. de Mallerede had made to 
the ^anton of Zurich. ^ I undertake, fays the 
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Marquis de Puifieux, to tnakb Vou imme£- 
atcly fenlible, that the Detigns of tbe 
Duke of Savoy are as ill-grounded, as the 
Rcafoning of his Minifter. Ought you not 
to agree, that he is a Prince ambitious be- 
yond mcaiure, for dillurbing the Tranquil- 
lity of his Country, and the Repofe his 
Subje£bs enjoyed, oy renouncing the Ad- 
vantages he reaped from his Treaties ^ith 
the two Crowns without reafon, whofe Al- 
liance made his Provinces plentiful and rich, 
and for expoHng thofe Provinces to the 
Confufion and Rage of a War ? I fay, muft 
he not be blinded by his Aml>itton, to run 
to fuch an Extremity, in hopes of putting 
thofe chimerical ProjcAs in execution, which 
have made him forget the moft folemn 
Treaties, and the neareft Confanguinicy? 
They flattered the Duke of Savoy^ that 
Prince Lewis of Baden would fendliim the 
Detachment of Troops under his Command, 
that this Detachment would join that of 
the Duke of Savoy ^ and that the Imperial 
Troops in Ifaly, would not only march into 
Piemont^ but take pofTcfllon of the A/Z/au^zf, 
of which that Prince was to have the per- 
petual Governnieht, or rather the Sovereign- 
ty. They made him believe, thvtthe Rebels 
of the Se^jennes^ aflilled by the f^audois^ 
would carry Fire and Sword into the ve- 
ry heart of France^ while the Enemies Fleet, 
taking advantage of the Confpiracy carrieil 
on by the Allies, would overthrow the 
whole Kingdom, and then return to ' 
the Affiftancc of the Duke of Savoy ^ and 
fupport him in bis vaft Undertakings: 

< But 
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Bvil^il ^hpfc .grand Pfojcas vanifhed, a^if^.iyog- 
foon ^ they were formed j it was a fine Dream 
which pkafed the Duke of Savoy^ and at 
pneTeot has only left him the Difquiet of 
having dreamt it. For firft of all, Princp 
Lewis ^ B^den^ fo far from being in a Con* 
dition to detach Troops from his Army, ij 
obliged to ftand upon the Defenfive, fincei 
the Battle wherein Count Stirum was inr 
tirely defeated. The Rebels of the Sevennes 
are fo jqoonfidcrabic, and ip fo poor a Con* 
dition^ th$it thofe Wretches hardly deferyc 
to be fnpptioned upon the Subjoc):. Tl^e 
Confpiracies excited by t^ie Enemies to the 
two Crowns, have been difcovered and 
mifcarried, and the Authors have Only reaped 
the Shame and Difplc^fure of having fo* 
mented Confuiion and Sedition in vain. In 
jfhort) that Englijh and Dufcb ,Flcct, which 
was to produce fuch terrible EflFcfts, has 
deftroyed it felf, without daring to under-

The SCiccours General Fi/conti had brought 
into Piemont J were followed by others more 
confiderable,' commanded by Count Starcm^ 
berg himfelf, which extremely rejoiced the 
Duke of Savoy y it was a Body of about fix- 
tecn thoufand Men, who marched (ixteen 
Days, pafled feveral Rivers by forcing the 
Enemy, and was only ftopp'd at the Caftlc 
of Stradella^ and at the Paflage of the 
Bormia.

iroy the Country of a Prince, who had the 
Courage to defend himfclf, and oppofc his ex- 
trbicant Ambition. But though his Royal 
Jlighnefs had the Misfortune of lofing his 
-FortrcflcJ on one hand, he had the Satisfac- 
tion on the otlicr of parting with them, dear 
Jo thofc who attacked themt and the War 
p\ Savoy was a fatal Grave to the FrenchTroo^s. 
if his Royal Highncfs loft all, he was ftiU 
in hopes of' better Fortune ( the Arms of 
tjic Allies had been very profperous in Bavaria 
that Campaign; They had gain'd two famous 
patties, which humbled the Pride of his Enc- 
Jny rhc Court of France^ and gave hini hopes 
that Prince Eugene, who had £gna\iied him- 
felf at Hockpet^ would foon arrive to his Af- 
fiihince wich a powerful Army. Ncverthelefs 
the Time of his Royal Hi^hnefs's Delirenincc 
being not yet come, the toUowiag Campaiffn 
y/ii (lot more favourable to 'him thaa the 
preceding, and be found himfclf 'reduced to 
!thie greatcft Extremitirt. 

Prince Eugene being arriv'd from Germsi^t 
with a conHdcrable Army to oppo(ethe Progrcfi 
bf the FreHcby endeavoured to pa&the.A£mi9f 
bm could not execute his Defiga. Tbe:Diilte 

^f h'Feui!hde\f!iving attacked ^i/fe FirMcbt, 
that Pltce with its CaIHe fubmitted to the 
Obedience of his Majefty, and then marched 
to beiiepcc Nice; which furrendered after 
little Refiflaocc. But theCaftlc was fowell de* 
fended. 
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fended^ that the Fnmh General wai obliged /fo.iTOf)* 
to blockade it. The King of France hzva^ '^ * 

refolved to pu(h the Duke of Savoy to the 
greateft. Extremity, and to ftrip him of his 
Dominions, ordered his Generals to prepare 
for the Siege of TCurin^ thinking to intimidate 
his Royal Highncfs, and oblige him to im- 
plore his Cleipency, rather than pare 
with his Capital. 3ut that Prince had made 
too good a Beginning to retreat^ far from, 
having fuch a Weaknefs, he appeared more 
refolutethan ever, and difpofed himfelf to fub- 
ipi( to the Fortune of War : he applied him- 
felf with indefatigable Vigilance,to increafe the 
Fortifications od'mttj and co make all Prepara- 
tions, ncceflary for the Defence of the City, 
which was his lad Rampart, and decided his 
Deftiny. Neverthelefs the French could not un« 
dertake the Sieee ofJurin^ till they had made 
themfelves Maftcrs of Chivas. The Duke de 
Vandome having pofTcITed the Po with his 
Army, began to befiege it, but the Motions, 
Prince Eugene caufed the Imperial Army to 
mak^ towards the Milaneze^ having called 
him on that Side, where his Prefence was ab- 
folutely necefiary, he left the Command of 
the Siege to the Dqjke V^ la Feuiltadey^ho met 
with great Oppofition in the Attack of that 
Poft, which proved as feul to the 
French as the famous Siege of Fer-- 
rue. The Duke de Vandome being gone tQ 
the Afliftancc of his Brother the grand Pri- 
or, was not long without Employ. He dit' 
puted the Paflage of the Jdda with Prince 
Eugene^ which gave occafion to a bloody 
Battle between the two Armies at Cajfan§.

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The Dofec-Jf la Ftuillade^ having at length /fc/i^o^; 
made himfclf Maftcr of Chivas^ thought to^'^^''' 
execute the Projcft of the Siege of 7'urin. 
He entted the Plain i^^ith the French Army, 
and encamped his left Wing towards the 
Penefiej where he fixed his Quarter, and his 
right towards the little Doria^ till he received 
his Orders from Court. In the mean 
time he employed himfclf in rafing the Works 
of Ferrue^ Tvrie^ and Nice. The EKike of 
Berwick being arrived before this laft Place^

The Duke de la Feuillade pro* il;»» 1706, 
ceeded, and opened the * Trencher before 
furin^ in the Night between ttxc fecond and 
third of June^ and before he' threw Bomb$ 
ima the Town, which is the moft difrnaj 
Sjpcdtaclc belonging to a War, he fent a 
CompUmcnp to his Royal Highnefs by Mr. 
de Marigmn, followed by a Trumpet, who 
told the Prince, that the King permitted the 
Dutcbejfes and Ladies of the Court to retire 
where they pleafedy and that he would grant 
them an Efcort and PaJ/ports for that Purfofe. 
The Duke of Savoy anfwered him, that be 
thanked his Majefiy for his Compla^fance^ and 
the Duke de la Feuillade for his Civility^ but, 
believed that neither the Dutcbejfes nor himfelf 
bad any thing to fear.

Eugene^ y^hom he Iboked upon as his Deli-

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mw a very favQurabk Opportunity t>f procuring ^n. 1.706 
tanjiderabte Advantages to my Family. And 
indeed Philip the fifth was no fooncr acknow- 
ledged King of Spain^ than he demanded Af^^* 
ry Louifa Gabrielle^ youngeft Daughter of the 
Duke of Savoy^ in Marriage, who could not 
well refufe fuch an Alliance \ and all things 
being agreed, the Marriage was accordingly 
celebrated at Barcelona^ the third of Novem-^ 
ber^ \7o\. His eldeft Daughter had been 
contra6ted fome Years before to the Duke of 
Burgundy^ prefumptive Heir to the Crown 
of France^ and this double Alliance was there- 
fore very advantageous to the Duke of Savoy^ 
which placed his Daughters upon two of the 
moft powerful Thrones in Europe. 

This Marriage was fucceeded by a Treaty 
ligned between .the Kings of France ^ Spain^ 
and the Duke oi Savoy \ by which his Roy- 
al Highnefs engaged to furnifli the two Kings 
with ten thouland Men in defence of thp 
Milanefej and to grant free Paflage through 
his Dominions to the French Troops fent intq 
Italy % and as an Equivalent they gave him 
the Command of their Armies in Lombardy^ 
befides a large Subfidy, with other Advaa- 
tages required by his Royal Highnels. 

It feemed as if thefe Difpofitions would 
create fome Uneafinefs at the Imperial Courts 
but William the Third, King of England^ one 
of the moft refined Politicians of the laft Age, 
always afiured the Emperor, that the Dukq 
of Savoy*% late Engagements ought not to 
alarm him, from a Perluafion that he might 
be brought into his Intereft, The Imperial 
Troops had already entered the Milanefe^ and 
made fome Progrcfs, when the Puke of Sa'^ 
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AM.iyo6.voy went into the Field; the Troops that 
'—""'^■^ Prince was to furnifh joined the Army of the 
two Crowns very late, and his Royal High- 
nefs appeared at the Head of them, but ii> 
ward the latter Knd ofjuly. The Campaign 
was not quite ended before the Duke demand- 
ed of the King of France a much larger Sub- 
fidy. He imagined if he was refufcd This, 
he had an Opportunity of difengaging him- 
felf from the Intereft of his Son in-law, to 
embrace that of the Emperor, becaule the 
King of England always promiled his Royal 
Highncfs that he would join the Monferrat 
to his Dominions ; but this Attempt did not 
fucceed, for hiimoftChriftian Majefty agreed 
to what was dcfircd. 

While the Duke of Jdvo^alTurcdthe Courts 
of France and Spain, that be was inviolably 
attached to their (nierefts, and gave free Paf-^ 
iage to the French Troops through his Domii 
nions, he excufed himfelf in this Proceeding 
to the Imperial Court, and wrote a Letter 
to King tfilliamj giving an account of his 
Conduit in the following Terms, that it was 
aza-'infi his hiclinaiion^ he fuffefd the French 
Troops it pafs through his Dominions into, t^ 
Milancf*; but was unfortunately canfirain^Jo 
it by the Situation of his Country. 

Though the Duke was ever fo much in-; 
clined to favour the Intereft of the Empe- 
ror and King IViUiam, it is impoffible to ac- 
cufc him of the want of Counige when any 
Danger offered, while the Array of the two 
Crowns wasunder his Command : the King of ' 
Franceeven did him that Juftice in a Letter he 
wrote to thePopei,{T;/na/«r«/^«/o«r,faysthat 
Monarch, appeared upon differed O^ci^oaSy *»^ 
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it bi^d heeif iXfeJl if he had expofed hir^felf lefs^ 
provided be executed the CondtfiQns of the Xv^^ty^ 
more religioujly. 

The Duke w^ siccufed of infprminc; the 
|i^tpperor oi the French ^nd Spaniards Defi^osji 
an Accufation of the greateft Indignity to ^ 
Sovereign ) I am not certain whether it was 
siltogether iU-ibunded, but it is too true, that 
he took little cs^re to juftify himfelf, when a 
Pietfiontefe Officer, trained up near his own 
Perfon, ^nd honoure4 with ni3 Secrets, was 
taken by a French Party, and brought to thq 
damp, being found in Conference with fprne 
^^man Olivers* 

Prilice f^andmontf Governor of the Mila-^ 
nefe^ held a private Council with the Duke 
of S4'(^oyy and other Gcpcrals of the Army^ 
Whireifi W Eqterprize againit Mcintnd wgs 
rcfo|T^ upon, the Execution whereof depen^ 
ded upon the Secrecy > th^ next Day Prince 
J^audenmt iPf^rched to execute the Defigi^ 
but w^s not gone above two Leagues 
from the Army, ' before the Duke of Savoy 
<jifpatched two Couriers ii) difierenc Roads^ 
by whom he acquainted him with fome R?- 
^exions he h^d made upon th^t Enterprife^ 
and one of the Couriers being taken by the 
Imperialifts, Prince f^audemont's Projefl: was 

Ercvqnted by Prince Eugene. The Dyke ac- 
nowl^dged his Imprudence upon this Occa*» 
iion, and promifed to be more cautious for 
the future. 

While the Duke oi Savoy was at theHea^ 
of the Army of the two Crowns, he always 
kepf a Correfpondence at the Courts of /^/>»t 
na and London^ where his Minifters ft ill refi- 
ded, under the Pretence of foQ(ie particul^ 
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at the Danger he was threatned with ; but 
that the greater the Sacrifice was, the 
greater the Advantages ought to be in pro- 
portion. That it was from his Britannick 
Majefty*s Protcftion, his Royal Highnefs 
expe£bed to aggrandize his l^'amily^ that; 
the Pofleflion ot the Mfintferrat was not ca- 
pable to tempt him, and that he would re« 
fufe it if offered by the King of France % 
that his Royal Highnefs had already taken 
a Refolution to reduce his Troops to half 
the Number of what he had engaged him- 
fclf to furnifli to the two Crowns, till the 
Treaty propofed by the Emperor was con» 
eluded.' 

* During this Ncgotiatioi), King William 
died to the great Gief of the Duke oi Sar 
voyj^ which obliged him to alter his Mea» 
fures} for not daring to trull a Woman 
with his Secrets, Queen Anne had at firft 
no (hare in his Confidence^ and the Nego-

The Duke of Savoy wrote to the Empe* 
ror, to aflure him of the hearty Acknow- 
ledgment of his Goodnefs U)wards him, that 
he had always hoped his Imperial Majelly 
would have the Generofity of fympathifing 
with him in the fevere Engagement he was 
obliged to make for the Prefervation of his 
Dominions 5 that although thofe very En- 
gagements had been t'crviceable to the 
Intereft of his Imperial Majefty, hp 
was fenfibly affefted in fubmitting to fuch 
fatal Laws 5 that he would never difengagc 
himfelf from the Emperor's Intereft, to whogi 
he was flridly bound by Acknowledgment,

This Letter .was made publick zVLondon^ 
but I hclievc not fo much with a View of 
making the Duke of Savoy's Apology, as to 
give the Parliament of England a proof of 
the Queen's Vigilance and Capacity in fepa- 
rating an Ally oT fo great Confequence from 
the Intereft of France j and foUowmg the Steps 
of her Predeceflbr King fVilUam 5 it is very 
certain that this . Declaration of the Duke of 
Savoy's drew the Queen the Thanks of both 
Houfes of Parliament, the Day after the Sef- 
fion was opened, which was on the zift of 
November. 

As the Duke of Savoy kept no Meafures, 
either with the King of France or his Son- 
in'-law the King of Spain^ he was refolved 
to make him fendble (though he was inno- 
cent of difarming his Troops) that the Sins 
of the Fathers are punifhed upon the Children^ to 
the third and fourth Generation^ he wrote the 
following Letter to the new King of Spain. ,

Notwithftanding the Severity wd Vigi* 
lance of Mr. iJ^r^'y^/, it was itnpoffible to pre-^ 
vent the Communication of the Soldiers with 
his Domefticks, who gave them Provifions 
^very Day, afid fometimes Money, which- 
obliged fome to defert, and carry verbal News 
to the Duke de Vandome concerning that Mi-?i 
nifter. A French Defcrter from the Regiment 
of Montfetrat^ propofed feveral times to the 
Ambaflador's Servants, that if their Mafter 
would write to the Duke de Vandome^ he 
'proUld pi'omife him an Anfwer in fix Days... 
That Minifter accepting of the Soldiers Good-, 
will* delivered him a Letter which he did 
liot carry fat ; for being drunk, he difcovered 
Jiis Dcfign, and the Letter was taken fron* 
him. The Soldier fuffcred the Queftion, 
^hd woujd h%ve been hanged before the Am-> 
baflidor's Hpufe, if he ha^ not threatned to' 
§re upon the Executioners, who chofc ano-J 
th^'r Place to perform their Office. 
' Saraval went to inform the Ambafllidor, 
that the puke' oi Savoy had intercepted a- 
tetter he had \Vrbre to the Duke de Vandome^ 
qocwithftanding his Parole given to under- 
take nothing contrary to his Intereft, and that 
ff he continued to act in fugh a manner, he 
fhould be obliged to take other Meafures 
againft him; but that you may judge whether 
the Duke of i'^vo/s Complaints were juftly 
founded, here is a true Cooy of the Letter.

pever forget it. , 

Saravai was in Confufion^ and iofbrmed the 
ibuke of Savoy of xMih^t pafTec^ at tliis timet 
and before. From whom perhaps he received 
InAru&ions.to a& according to his Duty; 
f6r he never nkmioncd the Term Civility tn^ 
more, but that of" bumble Re/peBs was oftea 
uTed ia hia Difcourfe. . He prayed the krct- 
baflador^ not to attribute the Severity he 1^^ 
received to his Coadu£fc, afTuring him at the 
faine time, that he had often wrote to Court 
to have the. Garden-Door unwallcd^ and for 
other NecelTaries he had rec^uired, without 
receiving any Anfwcr upon thefe Heads: 
That, for his oWn bare^ he had only a£ted ac* 
cording to his Orders, which he was obli^ 
to obey. Sir^ replied the AmbafTador^ I am 
forry you force me to tell you^ that your Condufi 
refembles that of a Hangman who embraces and 
asks pardon of the Perfin be is mng to execute^ 
alledging the fdmt Reafon as you have done : If yon 
d3 of your own accord^ you are the moji cruet of 
Mankind^ and if you aS by Order^ I will do you 
the.Jufiice to fay^ there is one more craei than y out 
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. On the firft of May Count \Mof$traux ac- 
quainted his Prifoner that the Count Je Fernou 
fWas arrived ^t^j^ntibes^ where the Ambailadors 
/were to be exchanged, that be (hould have the 
piottfure; of gccjompanying hiua to .that Place, 
.and that it^ipight bqpcrforraed with the more 
•Honour, be expe&cd eight of the Life-guard 
commanded by a Brigadier, who would arrive 
on the 7Ch of that Month, and defired his Ex- 
cellency to prepare for his Departure. 
^ The happy Day being at length come, 60 
.iiprfes or Mules were provided to carry the 
' AmbafTador's Equijpage and part . of his Ser- 
fVan^. They went from Com to Limorij on the 
i^i\i oi May 1704: The March begin with 
'four of the Duke of <fii'z;^/s Life-guard, fol- 
lowed by the AmbaflTador^s Baggage and the 
Servants, then came the Ambaifador, himftlf 
on Horfeback, having the Count de Monfrouic 
on his Left, and the other four Life-guards on 
'■ his Right with the Brigadier, clofed the March. 
The Garrifon oiConi was under Arms, but they 
. nf^i(her beat a Drum nor fired a Cannon. Mr. de 
Montroux made an Excufe to the Amb^flador, 
that he had not bc^n offered the Prefents of the 
City according to Cuftom, by faying it had not 
been pradifed in France wich regard to Count 
^Vernon, To which Mr. Phelippeaux replied, 

Sir, TTsey might have faved you the trouble of 
: making me this CorfipUmeni ; it would have been 
' ^fi^fh and a Mortification to the DuieofS^voy 
.. to ifffer a Prefentj which I fisould have refufed. 
. jls to his Cannon J I hope he will foon fire againfi 
\ mey and I am very indifferent whether he fires
